I  BEG  leave  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  Prisons  of  the  Southern  District,  being  a  part  of 
the  Thirty-second  Report  of  the  Inspectors  of  Prisons. 

Since  the  presentation  of  the  last  Report  alterations,  in 
structure  as  well  as  in  discipline,  have  taken  place  in  many 
of  the  prisons  of  the  district,  with  the  object  of  rendering 
those  establishments  conformable  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Prison  Act,  1865.  As,  however,  some  of  these  improvements 
date  subsequently  to  the  period  referred  to  in  the  Report, 
and  others  are  in  progress  or  scarcely  commenced,  the 
description  of  them  in  detail  will  be  deferred  until  the  next 
report.

The  appendix  to  this  letter  contains  a  carefully  digested 
table  of  the  persons  who  have  undergone  imprisonment  after 
conviction  in  each  prison  in  the  year,  with  the  duration  of 
their  respective  sentences,  which  seems  likely  to  be  of  interest 
as  an  addition  to  the  statistics  of  crime.  A  similar  table 
relating  to  the  previous  year  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the 
31st  Keport.

This  prison  contains  only  12  cells  for  males  and  four  for 
females,  none  of  which  can  be  certified  as  they  are  neither 
warmed,  ventilated,  nor  lighted,  nor  supplied  with  the  means 
of  enabling  a  prisoner  confined  in  them  to  communicate  with 
an  officer  of  the  prison  ;  but  even  if  these  conditions  were 
fulfilled,  the  cells  would  not  be  sufficient  in  number  to  com- 
ply with  the  requirements  of  the  Prison  Act,  1865. 

The  prisoners  sleep  partly  in  beds  and  partly  in  hammocks. 
They  rise  at  6  in  summer,  and  at  7.30  in  winter,  and  retire 
to  rest  at  8  all  the  year  round.  As  they  have  no  light  in 
their  cells,  it  follows  that  they  must  pass  several  hours  in 
winter  in  association,  in  the  day-rooms  ;  or  in  darkness  in  their 
cells.  The  former  alternative  is  adopted,  and  as  there  is  only 
one  turnkey  employed,  it  is  impossible  that  the  prisoners  can 
be  under  proper  supervision. 

There  are  no  appliances  for  enforcing  hard  labour  of  the 
1st  Class.  The  male  prisoners  are  employed  in  making  mats 
and  brushes  of  cocoa-nut  fibre,  and  in  their  several  trades, 
when  they  have  any.  The  females  knit,  wash,  and  do 
needlework  for  the  use  of  the  prison.  The  prisoners  are 
kept  to  labour  10  hours  in  summer  and  8  J  hours  in  winter.

Bread  and  meat  are  supplied  by  contract,  other  necessaries 
at  the  market  prices.  The  weekly  cost  of  food  per  head  is 
35.  Qd.  Seventeen  prisoners  have  received  extra  diet  by  order 
of  the  surgeon  for  1,824  days  in  the  aggregate. 

The  chaplain  was  absent  on  leave  for  the  benefit  of  his 
health,  but  a  substitute  was  appointed  who  performed  the 
same  duties  as  have  been  described  in  former  reports.  Neither 
schoolmaster  nor  schoolmistress  has  ever  been  attached  to  the 
prison,  but  the  turnkey  and  the  matron  act  in  those  capacities 
occasionally. 

The  surgeon  continues  to  perform  the  duties  described  in 
the  last  report. 

Seven  male  and  one  female  prisoners  have  been  punished  for 
disobedience  of  the  rules  of  the  prison  in  the  year. 
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No  alteration  has  been  made  in  the  buildings  or  in  the 
discipline  of  the  prison.  The  question  of  adopting  some 
measures  of  improvement  with  the  view  of  bringing  the  prison 
into  conformity  with  the  Prisons  Act,  ha^dng  been  mentioned 
at  the  Easter  Sessions,  1866,  without  any  result,  I  addressed 
the  Visiting  Justices  on  the  subject  in  November  last,  and  was 
informed  in  reply,  that  my  letter  was  laid  before  an  adjourned 
session  on  the  20th  November  Avhen  an  order  was  made,  "  that 
"  the  state  of  the  gaol  shall  be  considered  at  the  next 
"  Quarter  Sessions,  and  that  special  notice  thereof  shall  be 
"  sent  to  all  the  justices."  Three  months  have  elapsed  since 
the  sessions  referred  to  were  by  this  order  specially  summoned 
to  consider  the  question,  but  I  have  not  heard  that  anytliing 
has  been  done. 

The  prison  staff  includes  two  subordinate  officers  only,  viz., 
a  matron  and  male  turnkey,  whose  united  salaries  amount  to 
90/.  per  annum.

Of  the  cells  for  criminal  prisoners,  153  are  artificially 
warmed  and  ventilated,  195  are  supplied  with  gas  or  other 
light,  and  136  are  provided  with. bells.  The  prisoners  rise 
in  summer  at  5.45  a.m.  and  retire  to  bed  at  8  p.m.    In  winter 
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tliey  rise  at  6.30  and  retire  as  in  summer.  Prisoners  who 
Lave  received  a  good  conduct  badge  and  are  industriously 
employed,  work  after  supper  until  8  p.m.  but  do  not  go  to 
bed  until  9  p.m. 

The  criminal  prisoners  sleep  in  hammocks;  convicted 
prisoners  on  plank  beds  on  alternate  nights  for  one  month  ; 
reconvicted  prisoners  on  alternate  nights  for  three  months. 

All  prisoners  when  in  association  are  under  the  supervision 
of  an  officer,  with  the  exception  of  three,  who  in  default  of 
females  are  occasionally  employed  in  the  wash-house. 

Provisions  and  stores  are  supplied  by  contract,  the  average 
weekly  cost  of  food  per  head  being  25.  1  ^d. 

Extra  diet  has  been  given  by  order  of  the  Surgeon,  during 
the  year,  to  18  men,  for  an  aggregate  of  108  days.

Labour  and  Employment. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  \st  class. 
The  labour  in  which  the  prisoners  are  employed  consists 
of  1st,  shot  drill  for  one  hour  daily  under  the  superin^ 
tendence  of  the  warders.  The  ground  is  adapted  for  50  men. 
2nd,  hard-labour  machines,  of  which  10  are  in  use.  3rd, 
cranks  ;  one  only  is  in  use  for  pumping  the  necessary  supply 
of  water,  for  which  purpose  six  prisoners  are  employed  at  one 
time  during  the  hours  of  exercise.  4th,  weaving  matting 
with  the  heavy  loom.     5th,  excavating. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  2nd  class. 

Includes  oakum  and  coir  picking,  mat-making,  tailoring, 
and  shoemaking. 

Prisoners  who  are  employed  in  the  services  of  the  prison 
are  chosen  from  those  who  have  served  the  first  three  months 
of  their  imprisonment.  They  are  selected  by  the  Governor, 
and  their  names  are  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  visiting 
Justices  in  the  daily  employment  book. 

Prisoners  are  pmployed  in  labour,  in  summer,  for  7^  hours, 
and  in  winter  for  7  hours.  In  summer  9|  hours  are  allowed 
for  sleep,  in  winter  10 J. 
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Keligious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 
The  Chaplain  describes  his  duties  as  follows  : — 
"  Two  full  services  on  Sunday.  Prayers  and  exposition  every 
morning.  A  bible  class  for  three  quarters  of  an  hour  on  Tuesday 
and  Friday  mornings ;  and  a  questionary  exposition  of  three 
quarters  of  an  hour  for  all  the  prisoners  on  Thursday  afternoon, 
The  schoolmaster  has  two  classes,  three  quarters  of  an  hour  each, 
on  Monday  and  Wednesday,  and  the  matron  regularly  teaches  the 
females,  who  are  few  in  number.  The  schoolmaster  and  school- 
mistress are  able  and  efficient.  There  is  an  ample  supply  of 
religious  books.  To  Romanists  only  is  the  privilege  offered  of 
having  a  minister  of  their  own  denomination  without  their  making 
a  request." 

Health. 

Thesurgeon  visits  the  prison  and  sees  most  of  the  prisoners 
daily.  The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  is  good.  There 
has  been  no  epidemic  during  the  year.  The  provisions  are 
of  good  quality,  and  generally  sufficient,  and  not  more  than 
sufficient  to  keep  the  prisoners  in  good  health  The  clothing 
and  bedding  are  good  and  sufficient. 

One  death  has  taken  place. 

There  have  been  no  escapes. 

The  new  kitchen,  reception  cells,  and  male  infirmary, 
reported  as  requisite,  and  referred  to  in  my  la  it  report,  are 
in  course  of  erection.

Eighty-four  males  were  exempt  from  hard  labour  of  the 
1st  class ;  either  as  having  been  upwards  of  three  month 
in  prison,  by  the  nature  of  their  sentence,  or  by  order  of  the 
Surgeon.     The  remaining  17  men  work  at  shot  drill  one 
hour  daily,  and  pump  water  by  means  of  the  crank  pump.

All  the  cells  for  criminals  are  warmed,  ventilated,  lighted, 
and  supplied  with  bells.  The  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m.  and 
retire  to  bed  at  9  p.m.  throughout  the  year,  and  sleep  in 
hammocks. 

Provisions  and  stores  are  supplied  by  contract,  and  the 
average  weekly  cost  of  food  per  head  is  1^.  8|c?.  Forty- 
three  prisoners  have  received  extra  diet  by  order  of  the 
surgeon  during  the  year  on  an  aggregate  of  1,258  days

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Labour  and  Employment. 
Hard  Labour  of  the  1st  Class, 

The  prisoners  are  employed,  1st,  in  pumping  water  collec- 
tively in  separate  compartments,  and  grinding  corn  singly 
with  Dean's  Patent  Hand  Flour  Mills  for  the  supply  of  the 
prisoners,  10  of  whom  can  work  at  the  crank  pump  and  six 
at  the  mills  at  one  time ;  2nd,  stonebreaking,  without  the 
assignment  of  a  special  task ;  3rd,  mat-making  by  loom. 
The  following  employments  are  in  use  as  hard  labour  of  the 
2nd  class, — mat-making,  picking  oakum,  and  the  necessary 
service  of  the  prison. 

For  the  latter  employment  prisoners  not  sentenced  to  hard 
labour,  and  those  who  have  been  confined  for  a  long  period, 
are  chosen  by  the  governor,  with  the  sanction  of  the  visiting 
justices.  The  period  allotted  to  labour  is  9  hours,  (at  the 
crank  pump  and  corn  mills  7|  hours,  including  the  time 
required  for  changing  the  gangs,)  and  8^  hours  are  allowed 
for  sleep. 

Keligious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  performs  morning  service  daily  in  the  chapel, 
with  exposition  of  Scripture,  and  full  service  morning  and 
evening  on  Sunday,  Christm.as  Day,  and  Good  Friday.  The 
Lord's  supper  is  administered  as  often  as  there  are  prisoners 
fitted  to  benefit  by  it.  The  Protestant  prisoners  are  visited 
frequently  by  the  chaplain,  who  also  superintends  the  secular 
education  and  the  distribution  of  books.  The  schoolmaster 
devotes  the  forenoon  and  evening  to  the  instruction  of 
prisoners  committed  for  periods  of  one  month  and  upwards, 
in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  duties  which  he  satis- 
factorily performs. 

The  prison  is  fairly  supplied  with  religious  and  secular 
books. 

Discharged  prisoners  are  relieved  from  two  sources,  1st, 
from  a  small  fund  supported  and  distributed  by  the  visiting 
justices,  and,  2ndly,  from  the  distribution  by  the  chaplain  of 
the  interest  on  a  capital  sum  of  156Z.  17^.  5d.  reduced  3  per 
cent,  annuities  paid  by  the  Charity  Commissioners. 

The  Koman  Catholic  priest  has  perm.ission  to  visit  Roman 
Catholics. 

Dissenters  willingly  receive  the  chaplain's  visits. 

B 
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Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  daily,  examines  all  prisoners  on  com- 
mittal and  discharge,  and  visits  each  prisoner  twice  a  week, 
and  the  sick  as  required.  No  epidemic  has  occurred  this 
year,  and  the  general  health  has  been  good. 

The  provisions  have  been  of  good  quality,  and,  save  in 
exceptional  cases,  have  maintained  the  health  of  the  prisoners 
undergoing  hard  labour. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  are  good  and  sufficient. 

One  death  from  natural  causes  has  occurred,  and  two 
insane  prisoners  have  been  removed  to  lunatic  asylums. 

No  alteration  has  taken  place  in  the  discipline  of  the 
prison  since  the  last  report.  The  new  dietary  has  been 
confirmed  by  the  Secretary  of  State.

The  cells  of  this  prison  are  not  warmed  or  artificially 
ventilated,  and  but  17  are  lighted  with  gas,  and  24  pro- 
vided with  bells.  The  prisoners  sleep  in  beds,  rising  at  6 
in  summer  and  6.30  in  winter,  and  retiring  to  bed 
at  8  throug;iout   the  year.     One    or  more  officers  are  pre- 
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sent  when  prisoners  are  In  association.  The  prisoners  ore 
contined  the  whole  day  to  their  cells,  with  the  exception  of 
one  hour's  exercise  and  20  minutes  attendance  at  chapel. 
When  they  do  not  complete  their  work  they  are  not  allowed 
any  exercise  on  the  loeek  days,  but  all  have  from  2  to  2^ 
hours  exercise  in  association  on  Sundays.

Labour  and  Employment. 

The  labour  required  from  the  prisoners  is  inconsiderable. 
Hard  labour  machines  are  used  when  alum  and  petre  can 
be  obtained,  and  a  crank  pump  is  in  daily  use  to  supply  the 
prison  with  water,  one  or  two  prisoners  working  at  a  time. 

Occasionally  there  is  some  hard  labour  in  pounding  alum 
with  a  28  lbs.  pestle  for  men,  and  one  of  14  lbs.  for  boys, 
but  tliis  is  only  rarely  the  case.  Shot  drill  is  about  to  be 
introduced.  The  ground  will  be  adapted  for  18  men^  but  is 
capable  of  extension. 

For  the  necessary  services  of  the  prison,  the  governor, 
with  the  sanction  of  the  visiting  justices,  selects  well- 
conducted  prisoners  or  those  who  suffer  from  physical  weak- 
ness. 

Nine  hours  are  nominally  allotted  to  labour,  and  10  hours 
in  summer  and  lOJ  in  winter  are  allowed  for  sleep. 

Eeligious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers  once  daily,  and  on  Sundays 
and  great  festivals  twice,  with  one  sermon.  He  has  inter- 
views   with   prisoners    on  admission   and  discharge,   and   at 
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other  times  as  he  thinks  it  advisable.  He  superintends  the 
school,  and  the  distribution  of  books,  with  which  the  prison 
is  well  supplied.  The  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress  in- 
struct the  prisoners  daily,  and  perform  their  duties  effi- 
ciently. 

Prisoners  of  religious  denominations  differing  from  the 
establishment  are  offered  the  privilege  of  being  visited  by 
their  own  ministers  without  originating  a  request  to  that 
effect. 

Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  daily,  and  when  sent  for  by  the 
governor.  Each  prisoner  is  seen  by  him  once  in  the  week, 
and  on  admission  and  discharge.  The  health  of  the  prisoners 
has  been  excellent,  and  no  epidemic  has  occurred.  The 
provisions  are  of  good  quality,  but  not  more  than  sufficient 
to  maintain  health.  The  clothing  and  bedding  are  good  and 
sufficient. 

During  this  year  17  of  the  cells  have  been  lighted  with 
gas.  Prisoners  have  been  employed  to  some  extent  in 
picking  junk  and  cocoa  fibre,  as  hard  labour  of  the  second 
class. 

Punishment  by  stoppage  of  diet  has  been  inflicted  111 
times  on  male,  and  five  times  on  female  prisoners.  There 
being  no  cells  for  punishment,  privation  of  food  and  corporal 
punishment  are  alone  in  use.  The  latter,  however,  has  not 
been  resorted  to  for  some  years.

As  hard  labour  of  the  second  class,  the  prisoners  are  em- 
ployed at  mat  making,  plaiting  and  picking  coir,  oakum 
picking,  shoemaking,  and  tailoring. 

For  the  service  of  the  prison,  a  selection  is  made  by  the 
governor,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  visiting  justices, 
regard  being  paid  to  behaviour,  length  of  sentence,  and 
fitness  for  the  work. 

From  6  to  10  hours  are  spent  at  the  crank,  or  other  hard 
labour,  and  10  hours  at  oakum  picking,  mat  making,  &c. 
10  hours  are  allowed  for  sleep. 

Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  performs  two  services  on  Sundays  and 
preaches,  reads  prayers  three  times  a  week,  with  a  service 
and  sermon  on  Christmas  Day  and  Good  Friday.  He  also 
visits  and  instructs  the  prisoners,  there  being  no  school- 
master or  mistress.     There  is  a  good  supply  of  books. 

''  Ministers  of  all  denominations  are  admitted  to  see 
*^  prisoners  upon  especial  request  made  by  such  prisoners, 
"  and  upon  no  other  conditions." 

Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  twice  a  week,  and  oftener  when 
necessary.  The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  very  fair. 
The  provisions  are  good  in  quality,  and  are  found  sufficient, 
but  not  more  than  sufficient  to  maintain  the  prisoners  in 
health.  There  is  a  sufficient  supply  of  clothing  and  bedding. 
One  prisoner  has  been  discharged  as  insane.

Labour  and  Employment. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  1st  Class, 

The  labour  consists  in,  1st.,  the  treadmill,  one  of  which 
has  been  in  use  since  the  5th  November  1866.  Twenty- 
four  prisoners  work  at  once,  divided  by  partitions,  and  are 
always  under  the  observation  of  an  officer  while  at  work, 
and  Avhile  resting.  No  use  is  made  of  the  power  thus 
obtained.  2ndly,  pumping  water  by  cranks  for  the  use  of 
the  prison.  Ei^ht  prisoners  work  at  once  in  separate  com- 
partments. 3rd,  grinding  corn  by  hand-mills  worked  by 
prisoners  In  separate  cells. 
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Hard  Labour  of  the  2d  Class 

Consists  in  pumping  water,  grinding  corn,  mat-making, 
trade  occupation,  and  oakum  picking. 

The  necessary  services  of  the  prison  are  in  general  per- 
formed by  prisoners  who  have  been  confined  for  a  lengthened 
period.  They  are  selected  by  the  Governor,  and  approved 
by  the  Visiting  Justices.  Ten  hours  a  day  are  assigned  to 
labour,  and  eight  hours  are  allowed  for  sleep. 


Eeligious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain,  schoolmaster,  and  schoolmistress  continue 
to  perform  the  duties  described  at  length  in  my  last  Report. 
The  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress  are  well  qualified  and 
efficient.  Prisoners  of  a  religious  denomination  differing 
from  the  Establishment  are  allowed,  if  they  make  the  request, 
to  receive  the  visits  of  their  own  ministers. 


Health. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  sick  daily,  examines  prisoners  on 
committal  and  discharge,  and  inspects  every  prisoner  twice 
a  week.  Once  a  month  the  inspection  is  made  in  company 
with  the  Governor  and  the  matron.  The  average  health  of 
the  prisoners  has  been  maintained,  and  no  epidemic  has 
occurred.  The  diet,  clothing,  and  bedding  are  good  and 
sufficient. 

One  death  from  natural  causes  has  taken  place  during  the 
year. 

Two  prisoners  have  been  pardoned  on  medical  grounds, 
and  two  lunatics  have  been  removed  to  asylums. 

No  alteration  has  been  made  in  the  discipline  since  the 
last  Eeport.     A  shed  has  been  erected  for  the  treadwheel. 

Punishment  has  been  infficted  170  times  on  male  and  24 
times  on  female  prisoners,  viz., —

BUCIONGHAM.— BOROUGH  PRISON. 

The  number  of  prisoners  of  both  sexes  who  have  been 
committed  to  this  prison  in  the  course  of  the  year  has  been 
only  9,  and  the  greatest  number  in  confinement  at  any  one 
time  has  been  2  men  and  1  woman.  But  even  for  this 
small  number  the  prison  is  entirely  unsuited.  Its  appliances 
are  altogether  inadequate,  as  it  has  but  one  airing  yard  for 
prisoners  of  both  sexes,  which  is  overlooked  from  all  the  cells, 
so  that  the  facilities  for  communication  are  unlimited. 

There  are  12  cells  which  are  said  to  have  been  certified; 
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but  by  whom,  or  at  what  time,  I  have  never  been  able  to 
ascertain.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Prisons  Act,  1865, 
they  could  not  be  certified. 

To  improve  the  prison  would  be  impossible,  for  its  site 
does  not  admit  of  the  smallest  extension ;  neither  would  it 
be  justifiable  to  incur  the  expense  of  doing  so,  if  it  were 
possible,  for  the  accommodation  of  only  two  prisoners.  The 
only  thing  to  be  done  is  to  shut  it  up,  and  to  send  the 
prisoners  of  all  kinds  to  the  county  gaol  at  Aylesbury, 
under  contract  or  otherwise.  This  advice  has  been  inces- 
santly offered  in  these  reports  and  verbally  for  many  years 
pas,t;  without  result,  but  now  that  conditions  are  required 
i>y.;  l^,w  which  cannot  be  complied  with,  it  is  presumed 
that  the  right  course  cannot  much  longer  be  delayed.  ;^'

The  prisoners  are  employed  in  pumping  water,  weaving 
mattiii^  and  rope-beating,  washing  bedding  and  clothing, 
mat-making,  picking  oakum,  tailoring,  shoemaking,  lime- 
whitening  and  repairs  not  requiring  skilled  labour.  The 
services  of  the  prison  are  performed  by  the  most  industrious 
and  well-conducted  criminal  prisoners  selected  by  the 
governor.

Eeligious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  performs  Divine  Service  twice  on  Sundays, 
and  once  on  week  days.  He  visits  the  prisoners  in  separate 
confinement  daily,  and  receives  a  class  in  his  own  room,  has 
an  interview  with  each  r)risoner  on  admission  and  discharge, 
and  visits  the  sick. 

The  schoolmaster,  who  is  well  qualified  and  efficient, 
instructs  the  prisoners  daily  on  week  days  in  reading, 
writing,  and  arithmetic  from  8.30  a.m.  to  12  noon,  and 
from  2  to  4  p.m.  On  Saturday  there  is  no  afternoon 
instruction.     On  Sunday  he  acts  as  clerK  in  the  chapel. 

The  prison  is  well  supplied  with  books. 

The  chaplain  states  that  no  request  is  ever  made  by 
prisoners  of  religious  denominations  differing  from  the 
Established  Church  to  be  visited  by  ministers  of  their  own 
communion.

Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  three  times  a  week,  and  whenever 
required.  The  health  of  prisoners  has  been  generally  good. 
The  quality  of  the  provisions  is  good.  The  dietary,  with 
few  exceptions,  has  been  found  sufficient.  The  clothing  and 
bedding  are  satisfactory ;  the  drainage  and  ventilation 
passable;  but  the  warming  is  very  defective. 


In  consequence  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  prison,  some  of 
the  rules  in  Schedule  1  of  the  Prisons'  Act  have  not  been 
complied  with ;  but  plans  for  improving  and  enlarging  the 
prison  have  received  the  sanction  of  the  Sacretary  of  State, 
and  the  work  will  be  commenced  iaimediately.

This  class  of  labour  consist  of  mat  making,  oakum  picking, 
firewood  making,  repairs  of  the  prison,  making  and  mending 
prison  clothing,  and  washing,  but  not  with  the  sanction  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  application  having  been  postponed  until 
the  completion  of  alterations  now  in  progress. 

The  services  of  the  prison  are  performed  by  the  best-con- 
ducted of  long  termed  prisoners,  who  have  served  not  less 
than  half  their  sentences.  The  selection  hitherto  made  by 
the  Governor,  is  in  future  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Visiting 
Justices. 

The  prisoners  are  employed  in  labour  for  10  hours  per 
diem.  8^  hours  in  summer  and  10  hours  in  winter  are 
allowed  for  sleep. 

Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers  once  daily.  On  Sunday 
morning  and  afternoon  services  are  performed,  with  one 
sermon.  Prisoners  are  visited  in  their  cells.  There  being 
no  schoolmaster  nor  schoolmistress,  one  of  the  turnkeys  in- 
structs the  male,  and  the  matron  the  female  prisoners,  and 
perform  their  duties  efficiently.  The  prison  is  well  supplied 
with  religious  and  secular  books. 

The  prisoners  who  do  not  belong  to  the  Established  Church 
can  by  expressing  a  wish  to  that  eifect  see  a  minister  of  their 
own  communion. 

Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  three  times  a  week,  and  daily  when 
necessary.  The  geneial  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been 
good,  and  no  epidemic  has  visited  the  j)rison. 

The  provisions  are  good  in  quality  and  sufficient  for 
health. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  are  good  and  sufficient. 
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The  treadmill  and  cranky  ]i  ive  been  put  into  working 
order  and  are  in  use,  together  with  hard  labour  machines. 

Sixteen  full  sized  cells  artificially  warmed  and  ventilated, 
the  plans  ai)proved  and  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  State, 
are  approaching  completion. 

Hard  labour  of  the  1st  class  has  not  been  fully  carried 
out  during  the  whole  year  in  consequence  of  the  machinery 
needing  repair,  and  the  erection  of  the  new  buildings  ren- 
derinsj  its  use  inconvenient.  These  obstacles  do  not  now 
exist.

Thirty-five  of  the  cells  for  males  and  six  of  those  for 
females  are  warmed,  ventilated,  and  lighted.  44,  including 
the  three  punishment  cells,  are  provided  with  bells. 

Throughout  the  year  the  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m.  and 
retire  at  9  p.m.,  sleeping  in  hammocks  on  mattresses  stuffed 
with  cocoa-nut  fibre.

Extra  diet,  consisting  chiefly  of  bread,  has  been  allowed 
by  order  of  the  surgeon,  on  an  aggregate  of  734  days,  before 
the  new  dietary  was  adopted.

Labour  and  Employment. 
Hard  Labour  of  the  1st  Class, 
The  prisoners  undergoing  hard  labour  of  the  1st  class 
work  on  the  treadmill,  which  is  constructed  for  nine  at  once, 
exclusive  of  reliefs.  The  prisoners  are  divided  by  p;irtitions 
on  the  wheel,  and  are  always  under  the  eye  of  an  officer 
while  at  work  and  while  resting.  No  use  is  made  of  the 
power.  Tiiere  is  also  one  cellular  hard-labour  machine  in 
use  upon  which  one  prisoner  only  can  work.  The  power  is 
not  used. 
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Hard  Labour  of  the  2nd  Class. 

The  male  prisoners  are  emploj'-ed  in  mat-making,  tailoring, 
shoemaking,  fibre  picking,  plaiting  fibre  for  sinnett  mats,  &c. 
&c. ;  the  females  in  washing,  making,  and  mending  the 
prison  clothing  and  bedding,  fibre  picking,  cleaning,  &c. 

The  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  by  well-conducted 
prisoners  who  are  unfit  for  hard  labour  of  the  1st  class, 
selected  by  the  governor,  and  approved  by  the  visiting 
justices. 

The  period  allotted  to  labour  is  9  J  hours,  and  9  hours  are 
allowed  for  sleep. 

Eeligious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  performs  divine  service  once  on  Sundays, 
Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday,  with  daily  prayers  and 
reading  of  scripture.  He  has  private  interviews  with  each 
prisoner  on  admission  and  discharge,  and  at  other  times. 

There  is  no  schoolmaster,  but  the  turnkeys  are  competent 
and  give  instruction  from  cell  to  cell  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

Mr.  Hussey's  relief  fund  for  debtors  is  available  in  this 
prison. 

Boman  Catholics  are  allowed  to  see  their  own  clergy,  and 
they  are  always  asked  whether  they  would  wish  to  see  a 
priest. 

Health. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  twice  or  thrice  a  week,  or 
every  day,  and  oftener  if  required.  The  general  state  of  the 
prisoners'  health  is  pretty  good.     No  epidemic  has  occurred. 

The  provisions  are  of  the  best  quality,  and  the  dietary 
sufficient  to  keep  the  prisoners  in  health  and  strength. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  are  good,  and  the  warming, 
ventilation,  and  drainage  quite  satisfactory. 

Two  pardons  have  been  granted  to  prisoners  on  medical 
grounds. 

A  new  j*oom  has  been  erected  near  the  treadmill  for  the 
shelter  of  the  warder  in  charge  of  the  prisoners  during  hard 
labour. 

The  treadmill  and  crank  came  into  use  on  the  1st  Feb- 
ruary 1866.

Hard  Labour  of  the  1st  Class. 

The  prisoners  work  on  the  treadmill  and  at  stonebreaking, 
the  daily  task  at  the  latter  being  one  bushel.  The  treadmill 
is  constructed  for  eight  men  at  the  same  time,  exclusive  of 
reliefs.  The  prisoners  are  not  divided  by  partitions,  but  are 
under  the  constant  observation  of  an  officer  whilst  at  work 
and  while  resting.

Hard  Labour  of  the  2nd  Class. 

This  consists  in  picking  oakum,  whitewashing,  and  pre- 
paring fuel. 

The  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  by  prisoners  of 
good  conduct,  and  others  unable  to  perform  hard  labour. 
The  time  appointed  for  labour  is  eight  hours  in  summer,  and 
seven  in  winter.  Nine  hours  are  allowed  for  sleep  in  summer 
and  10  in  winter. 
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Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  has  performed  Divine  Service  and  preached 
in  Welsh  and  English  on  Sunday,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good 
Friday,  and  visited  the  prisoners  twice  a  week,  and  oftener 
in  sickness.  There  is  no  schoolmaster  or  mistress,  but  the 
prison  is  sufficiently  supplied  with  books.  Prisoners  oF  reli- 
gious denominations  differing  from  the  Established  Church 
"  are  ofHered  the  privilege  of  being  visited  by  tiieir  own 
"  ministers  without  originating  a  request  to  that  eftect." 

Health. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  twice  a  week  for  the  exami- 
nation of  prisoners,  and  oftener  when  required.  He  reports 
favourably  of  the  prisoners'  health.  The  diet  is  of  good 
quality,  and  sufficient,  and  not  more  than  sufficient  to  main- 
tain the  health  of  the  prisoners. 

Two  lunatics  have  been  removed  to  an  asylum.

Labour  and  Employment. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  First   Class. 

The  prisoners  work  at  the  treadmill,  which  is  constructed 
for  16  at  one  time.  They  are  divided  by  partitions,  and 
always  under  the  observation  of  an  officer  during  work  and 
while  resting.  Such  pris:oners  as  are  by  order  of  the 
surgeon  exempted  from  the  treadmill  work  at  stone  breaking 
when  material  can  be  procured. 

No  special  task  is  required,  but  continuous  work  is  en- 
forced by  the  presence  of  an  officer. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  Second  Class. 

The  male  prisoners  are  employed  in  oakum  picking,  stone 
breaking,  cleaning,  and  in  trade  labour  available  ibr  the 
prison  requirements  ;  the  females  in  washing,  oakum  picking, 
sewing,  cleaning,  &c.  Male  prisoners  also,  if  necessary, 
are  employed  in  washing. 

The  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  by  prisoners  liable 
to  hard  lai)Our,  who  have  conducted  themselves  well  for  three 
months  of  their  sentence,  and  by  those  w^ho  are  incapacitated 
for  or  not  liable  to  such  labour,  the  preference  being  given 
to  the  two  latter  classes. 

The  period  allotted  to  labour  is  nine  hours  in  summer, 
and  six  in  winter.  Ten  hours  are  allowed  for  sleep  in 
summer,  and  13  hours  in  winter. 


Keligious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

Tb.e  cha|)lain  reads  prayers  daily,  and  performs  two  ser- 
vices on  Sunday.  He  visits  prisoners  on  adiuission  and 
discharge,  and  when  necessfiry,  and  performs  all  the  duties 
required  by  the  rules  of  the  prison  and  the  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment. In  addition,  he  acts  as  schoolmaster,  and  instructs 
each  prisoner  for  40  minutes  on  five  days  in  the  week  in 
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reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic.  There  is  a  good  supply 
of  books.  "  Prisoners  are  informed  that  they  can  see  a 
"  minister  of  their  own  religious  persuasion  without  pre- 
"  ferring  any  request." 

Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  five  or  six  times  a  week,  and  ex- 
amines the  prisoners  frequently.  The  health  of  the  prisoners 
is  spoken  of  by  him  as  very  good  on  the  whole,  and  no  epi- 
demic has  ocurred  during  the  17  years  he  has  acted  as 
surgeon. 

The  provisions  are  good  in  quality,  and  are  found  suffi- 
cient and  not  more  than  sufficient  for  all  purposes. 

The  bedding  and  clothing  are  sufficient.  The  drainage  is 
imperfect. 

One  lunatic  has  been  removed  to  an  asylum. 

Two  prisoners  awaiting  trial  broke  out  of  their  cells 
(adjoining  ones)  on  the  night  of  the  3d  of  January  and 
escaped,  but  were  re-captured.

Labour  and  Employment. 

The  prisoners  for  hard  labour  pick  8  lbs.  of  oakum  per 
day,  (unconvicted  prisoners  6  lbs.)  weave  matting,  make 
mats  of  various  kinds,  &ic.  The  service  of  the  prison  is 
performed  chiefly  by  prisoners  who  are  not  sentenced  to  hard 
labour,  and  those  committed  for  the  1st  time  for  trivial 
offences.  The  selection  is  made  by  the  governor,  with  the 
sanction  of  the  visiting  justices. 

The  time  employed  in  labour  is  10 J  hours,  and  10  hours 
are  allowed  for  sleep. 

Eeligious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  performs  service  and  preaches  a  sermon  on 
Sunday  and  the  great  festivals.  He  also  reads  prayers  on 
Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  and  visits  the  prisoners. 
The  school  is  available  for  one  hour  per  day,  but  is  seldom 
used.  The  schoolmaster  warder  is  fairly  qualified.  There  is 
no  schoolmistress.  The  prison  is  tolerably  well  supplied  with 
books.  There  is  no  society  for  helping  discharged  pri- 
soners, but  several  women  have  been  sent  to  penitentiaries 
with  good  effect. 

^'  Professors  of  religious  denominations  differing  from  the 
*^  Established  Church  are  not  offered  the  privilege  of  being 
"  visited  by  their  own  ministers,  without  originating  a  request 
''  to  that  effect,  with  the  exception  of  Koman  Catholics,  who 
^'  are  visited  by  their  priest." 
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Health. 

The  surgeon,  Intely  deceased,  was  accustomed  to  visit  the 
prison  at  least  five  days  in  the  week,  and  daily  if  necessary. 
He  savf  and  examined  all  the  prisoners  once  a  week.  No 
epidemic  has  occurred  during  the  year. 

One  prisoner  has  died  from  natural  causes,  and  one  has 
been  pardoned  on  medical  grounds,  and  has  since  died.

All  the  available  men  were  employed  in  oakum-picking 
(which  is  rendered  as  easy  as  possible  by  heating  the  junk 
upon  a  stove).  By  these  means  it  is  asserted  that  8  lbs.  a 
day  are  picked  by  prisoners  sentenced  to  hard  labour,  and 
6  lbs.  a  day  by  those  sentenced  to  simple  imprisonment.  I 
looked  in  vain,  however,  for  one  prisoner  to  confirm  the 
story.  The  rest  of  the  men  were  mat-making,  weaving 
matting  and  hearth-rugs,  and  whitewashing.

Labour  and  Employment. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  1st  Class 

Consists  of  the  following  :  The  hard-labour  machine,  one 
only  being  in  use  ;  hand  corn-mills,  three  in  number,  worked 
sino-ly  ;  stone-breaking,  though  now  rarely  used,  in  conse- 
quence of  an  assault  on  a  prison  warder  in  1865.  No  task 
is  assigned,  but  continuous  work  is  required.  The  treadmill 
is  about  to  be  introduced  ;  32  prisoners  will  work  at  once, 
excluding  reliefs,  divided  by  partitions,  and  always  under 
the  observation  of  an  officer.  The  power  will  be  used  for 
grinding  corn  for  the  prison,  and  possibly  for  the  lunatic 
asylum. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  2nd  Class, 

Oakum  picking,  excavating,  trades  employment,  washing, 
knitting,  needlework,  mangling,  mat  and  brush  making,  &c. 
are  in  use,  though  not  yet  officially  sanctioned. 

The  necessary  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  by 
prisoners  of  good  conduct  who  have  completed  the  greater 
portion  of  long  sentences.  They  are  selected  by  the 
Governor,  and  sanctioned  by  the  Visiting  Justices.  The 
prisoners  work  for  10  hours  in  summer  and  8  in  winter,  and 
9^  hours  are  allowed  for  sleep. 


Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  duties  performed  by  the  chaplain  consist  in  daily 
morning  prayers,  two  full  services  on  Sunday,  visitation  of 
the  male  prisoners  in  the  morning  and  females  in  the  after- 
noon, and  the  debtors  once  a  week,  instruction  of  the 
criminal  prisoners  occasionally  in  classes,  and  the  celebration 
of  the  Holy  Communion  once  a  month. 

The  schoolmaster  instructs  prisoners  daily  from  10  to  12, 
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and  from  1.30  to  5.30.  He  also  acts  as  clerk^  and  distributes 
books  under  the  chaplain's  directions. 

The  schoolmistress  instructs  prisoners  from  1.30  to  4  p.m. 

Both  these  officers  are  qualified  and  efficient. 

There  is  a  fair  supply  of  books. 

Where  prisoners  of  religious  denominations  differing  from 
the  Established  Church  do  not  originate  a  request  to  be 
visited  by  a  minister  of  their  own  communion  the  privilege 
is  not  offered  them,  but  when  they  desire  it  the  attendance 
of  such  ministers  is  permitted. 

Health. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  daily,  and  oftener,  if 
necessary.  The  health  of  prisoners  has  been  generally 
good.  Several  cases  of  diarrhoea  occurred  during  the 
summer,  but  yielded  to  ordinary  means. 

The  provisions  are  good  and  sufficient  for  health,  but  not 
excessive  in  quantity.  The  clothing  and  bedding  are 
sufficient.  The  drainage  is  very  deficient,  the  sewage  both 
of  the  prison  and  the  town  being  deposited  in  an  open  pool 
adjacent  to  the  prison  walls.  Steps  have  been  taken  to 
abate  the  unwholesome  nuisance. 

One  death  has  occurred  from  natural  causes.  Two 
prisoners  have  been  pardoned  on  medical  grounds.  Five 
cases  of  lunacy  have  appeared  amongst  the  prisoners.  Four 
of  these  were  removed  to  lunatic  asylums  ;  one  afterwards 
returned  to  the  prison  and  was  acquitted.  The  fifth  was 
acquitted  and  discharged  without  being  removed  to  an 
asylum. 


A  shed  for  the  treadmill  and  corn-mill  attached  have  been 
built.  The  hours  for  schooling  are  not  now,  as  formerly, 
deducted  from  those  for  hard  labour.

Labour  and  Employment. 

As  hard  labour  of  the  first  class,  prisoners  work  on  the 
treadmill,  and  at  stone  breaking.  The  treadmill  is  con- 
structed for  12  at  one  time,  exclusive  of  reliefs.  They  are 
not  separated  by  partitions,  but  are  under  the  eye  of  an 
officer  while  at  work  and  while  resting.  The  power  is  used 
to  raise  water  for  the  prison.  At  stone  breaking  the  work 
required  to  be  done  is  a  cubic  yard  of  limestone,  or  of  hard 
blue  stone  three-fourths  of  a  yard  in  eight  hours. 

As  hard  labour  of  the  second  class,  prisoners  work  at 
matmaking,  tailoring,  shoemaking,  and  occasionally  at  oakum 
picking  and  calico  weaving. 

The  service  of  the  prison  is  also  performed  by  prisoners 
selected  by  the  governor,  old  offenders  being  excluded.  The 
time  apportioned  to  labour  is  10  hours  in  summer  and  9  in 
winter,  and  11  hours  in  summer  and  12  in  winter  are  allowed 
for  sleep. 


Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction 

The  chaplain  visits  the  prison  almost  daily,  performs 
divine  service  on  Sunday,  and  preaches,  and  reads  prayers  on 
Wednesdays.  The  schoolmasters  (who  are  the  governor  and 
chaplain,)  give  instruction  daily  and  are  competent  officers. 
The  prison  is  sufficiently  supplied  with  religious  books,  and  a 
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liberal  supply  of   those  of  a  secular  nature  will  shortly  be 
received. 

A  fund  exists,  arising  from  the  prisoners  labour,  for  their 
relief  when  discharged.  From  30/.  to  35Z.  are  thus  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  visiting  justices. 


Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  the  prison  as  often  as  required,  and 
when  sent  for.  He  examines  every  prisoner  on  admission, 
and  visits  them  twice  in  the  week.  One  prisoner  has  died 
from  natural  causes,  and  one  has  been  removed  to  a  lunatic 
asylum.

Labour  and  Employment. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  First  Class. 

The  male  prisoners,  12  at  a  time,  work  at  a  crank  pump 
for  raising  water,  and  also  at  stone-breaking.  No  task  is 
imposed,  but  constant  work  is  enforced  by  the  warder. 

The  services  of  the  prison  are  performed  by  such  well- 
conducted  prisoners  as  are  sentenced  for  long  periods. 

Keltgious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain,  schoolmaster,  and  schoolmistress  continue 
their  duties  as  described  in  my  last  report.  The  two  latter 
are  well  qualified  and  give  satisfaction  to  the  chaplain.  The 
prison  is  well  supplied  with  books.  There  is  a  refuge  in 
Exeter  to  which  a  few  of  the  younger  women  go  on  their 
discharge  ;  and  a  small  sum  is  given  to  all  prisoners  needing 
it,  at  the  expense  of  the  county,  to  help  them  towards  their 
homes.  '*  It  is  understood  that  prisoners  of  religious 
"  denominations  differing  from  the  Established  Church  are 
"  informed  that  they  have  the  privilege  of  being  visited  by 
"  their  own  minister." 


Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  daily,  and  visits  the  sick;  once  a 
week  he  inspects  every  prisoner.  The  health  of  the  prisoners 
generally  has  been  good.  The  provisions  are  of  the  best 
quality,  and  the  dietary  is  found  sufficient  for  maintaining 
health  and  strength. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  are  good  and  sufficient. 

Six  deaths  have  taken  place  during  the  year;  viz.,  natural 
causes,  3  ;  executions,  2 ;  suicide,  1.  One  prisoner  has 
been  removed  to  a  lunatic  asylum.

Hard  Labour  of  the  \st  Class, 

One  hard  labour  machine  is  in  use. 

Nine  hours  are  allotted  to  labour,  and  10  hours  are  allowed 
for  sleep.  The  subject  is  under  the  consideration  of  the 
magistrates,  in  consequence  of  the  Prisons  Act,  1865. 


Eeligious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  performs  full  service,  with  a  sermon,  on 
Sunday  morning,  and  reads  prayers  in  the  afternoon.  A 
selection  of  prayers  from  the  Prayer  Book  are  read  on  four 
days  in  the  week,  and  the  Litany  with  an  exposition  on 
Wednesdays  and  Fridays. 
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Instruction  is  given  to  each  prisoner  on  admission  and  dis- 
charge, and  at  least  once  a  week  in  his  cell. 

The  schoolmaster  instructs  the  prisoners  in  classes,  each 
class  receiving  1^  hours  teaching  daily. 

The  matron  instructs  the  female  prisoners  for  a  short 
period  daily.  Both  officers  have  given  satisfaction  to  the 
chaplain  during  the  year. 

The  prison  is  well  supplied  with  religious  and  secular 
books. 

"  Prisoners  of  religious  denominations  differing  from  the 
^^  Establishment  have  nat  been  offered  the  privilege  of 
'^  being  visited  by  their  own  ministers  of  religion,  nor  has 
"  any  wish  been  expressed  to  that  effect.  All  Dissenters 
'^  and  Roman  Catholics  have  regularly  and  voluntarily 
^'  attended  the  chapel  service  of  the  Prison." 


Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  the  prison  daily  (except  on  Sunday) 
and  oftener  when  necessary.  The  general  health  of  prisoners 
has  been  good.  The  dietary  is  sufficient,  and  not  more  than 
sufficient  for  maintaining  the  health  and  strength  of  prisoners 
at  hard  labour. 

One  prisoner  has  been  pardoned  on  medical  grounds,  and 
one  removed  to  a  lunatic  asylum.  Punishment  has  been 
inflicted  eight  times  on  male  prisoners,  viz. :

The  governor  suggests  that  open  forms  should  be  sub- 
stituted for  the  present  stalls  in  the  chapel,  and  that  open 
circles  would  be  preferable  to  the  present  yards  for  exercise, 
in  both  of  which  suggestions  I  entirely  agree.  The  subject 
being  under  the  consideration  of  the  magistrates,  several  of 
the  requirements  of  Schedule  1.  of  the  Prisons  Act  have  not 
yet  been  enforced.

Hard  Labour  of  the  First  Class, 

The  prisoners  are  employed  in  shot  drill,  the  ground  for 
which  is  adapted  for  30  men ;  cranks,  on  which  14  can  work 
at  one  time,  are  also  in  use,  for  beating  rope,  and  raising 
water  for  the  use  of  the  prison. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  Second  Class. 
This  consists  in  oakum  picking,  mat-making,  sack-making, 
and  mechanical  labour  for  the  prison.     The  service  of  the 
prison    is    performed    by   discharged    soldiers   or   seamen, 
selected  by  the  governor. 

Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  performs  Divine  Service  twice  on  Sunday, 
and  preaches  a  sermon.  There  is  also  daily  service  on 
week  days.  The  prisoners  are  visited  at  least  once  a  week, 
and  the  chaplain  sees  prisoners  on  admission  and  discharge, 
and  visits  the  sick.  The  schoolmaster  (a  warder)  and  the 
matron  give  instruction  to  such  prisoners  as  desire  it.  The 
prison  is  inadequately  supplied  with  books.  *'  Prisoners  of 
**  denominations  differing  from  the  Established  Church  are 
"  not  offered  the  privilege  of  being  visited  by  their 
*'  own  ministers ;  but  have  it  granted  to  them  on  their 
"  request." 
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Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  and  examines  the  prisoners  twice  a 
week,  or  ottener  if  necessary.  The  health  of  the  prisoners 
has  been  good.  The  provisions  are  good  and  sufficient,  and, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  surgeon,  more  than  sufficient  to 
maintain  the  health  and  strength  of  prisoners  engaged  in 
hard  labour.  The  clothes  and  bedding  are  also  good  and 
sufficient. 

One  death  from  natural  causes  has  occurred  during  the 
year. 

Fourteen  new  cells,  and  four  cells  on  the  basement  floor 
of  the  females'  prison,  are  to  be  added  to  the  prison  for 
males. 

The  governor  reports  that  shot  drill  is  not  found  to  be 
very  eifective  as  a  punishment,  prisoners  frequently  re- 
questing to  undergo  it  in  preference  to  working  in  their 
cells.  Each  prisoner  moves  six  shot  in  a  minute,  at  six 
paces  between  each  shot.

Labour  and  Employment. 

The  prisoners  are  employed  in  stone-breaking.  An  able- 
bodied  man  is  required  to  break  ^  barrow  per  day.  A  mat 
making  frame  has  recently  been  in  use. 

Hard  labour  of  the  2nd  class. 

Consists  in  mat-making  and  hair  picking. 

The  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  by  female  prisoners, 
who  also  make,  repair,  and  wash  the  prisoners'  clothing.  Ten 
prisoners  are  allotted  to  labour  in  the  summer,  and  8  in 
winter,  and  the  time  allowed  for  sleep  is  10  hours  in  winter 
and  9  in  summer. 


Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  performs  three  services  during  the  week, 
and  preaches  on  Sundays.  The  warder  acts  as  schoolmaster, 
and  performs  the  duties  satisfactorily.  There  is  a  sufficient 
supply  of  religious  books,  but  a  deficiency  of  those  of 
general  information. 

No  society  exists  for  the  relief  of  discharged  prisoners ; 
but  a  small  sum  is  occasionally  given  them,  throuo-h  the 
governor,  on  leaving  the  prison. 

"Prisoners  on  entrance  are  told  that  they  may  have 
**  their  ministers  if  they  dissent  from  Church  doctrine." 
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Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  about  three  times  a  week,  and  when 
necessary.  The  prisoners  have  enjoyed  good  health.  The 
provisions  are  of  good  quality  and  considered  sufficient,  and 
not  more  than  sufficient  to  maintain  the  strength  of  prisoners 
at  hard  labour.     The  clothing  and  bedding  are  sufficient. 

A  new  dietary,  sanctioned  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  has 
been  introduced.

iThe  prisoners  work  on  the  treadmill,  which  is  constructed 
for  40  at  one  time.  The  prisoners  arc  separated  by  parti- 
tions, and  officers  are  constantly  present.  The  power  is 
used  for  grinding  corn  for  the  prison  and  the  public,  and  to 
supply  water  to  the  prison.  Hand  cranks  are  also  in  use,  and 
grind  barley,  bruise  oats,  and  crush  beans.  Stonebreaking  is 
occasionally  practised. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  Second  Class. 

This  consists  of  tailoring,  shoomaking,  the  necessary 
services  of  the  prison,  and  for  females'  laundry  and  needle- 
work. 

The  services  of  tlie   prison  are  performed  by  prisoners 
undergoing  bard  labour,   who  have  com])leted  three  months 
of  their  term,  selected  by  the  governor  for  the  approval  of- 
the  visiting  justices. 

The  prisoners  are  employed  in  labour  for  8^  hours  daily. 
In  winter  11 J  and  in  summer  II  hours  are  allowed  for 
sleep. 

Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

Daily  prayers  are  read  by  the  chaplain,  followed  by  a 
short  exposition,  and  full  services  are  performed  on  Sundays 
and  festivals.  The  chaplain  sees  prisoners  on  admission  and 
discharge,  visits  the  sick,  and  superintends  the  secular 
instruction  and  distribution  of  books.  The  schoolmaster 
^'ives  instruction,  after  labour  hours,  for  2  hours  in  each 
ward  once  a  week,  and  occasionally  oftener.  He  distributes 
books,  writes  letters  for  those  unable  to  write,  and  acts  as 
clerk  in  the  chapeh  He  is  well  qualified  and  efficient.  The 
prison  is  well  supplied  with  books. 

There  is  a  fund,  under  the  control  of  the  governor,  for  the 
relief  of  discharged  prisoners. 

'^  Prisoners  of  denominations  differino;  from  the  Church 
'^  can  always,  on  application,  receive  visits  from  their  rc- 
*'  spective  ministers,  and  any  minister  wishing  to  see  one  of 
'^  his  congregation,  though  not  sent  for,  would  be  allowed 
"  free  access  to  him." 

Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  daily  and  examines  prisoners  on 
admission,  and  visits  the  sick.  Every  prisoner  is  inspected 
once  a  week.  The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been 
gDod.     The  provisions  are  of  good  quality,  and  considered 
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not  more  than  sufficient   for  maintaining   the  health  of  the 
prisoners.     The  clothes  and  bedding  are  sufficient. 

The  cell  doors  of  three  wings  which  opened  into  the  external 
air  from  the  landings  have  been  removed  and  now  open  upon 
the  corridors.

The  prisoners  are  employed  at  the  treadmill,  which  is  con- 
structed for  four  at  one  time.  They  are  under  observation 
while  at  work  and  while  resting,  excepting  in  winter  when 
they  pick  oakum  in  the  day  room  on  coming  off  the  wheel. 

The  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  by  prisoners  selected 
by  the  governor  without  distinction  of  class.  From  9  to  10 
hours  are  allotted  to  labour,  and  about  10  hours  are  allowed 
for  sleep. 


Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

There  is  no  chaplain,  schoolmaster,  or  mistress.  The  rector 
of  the  parish  attends  gratuitously  once  a  week,  and  prayers 
are  read  by  the  governor,  daily,  morning  and  evening.  The 
prison  is  well  supplied  wuth  books.  Prisoners  of  denomina- 
tions differing  from  the  Establishment  "can  see  different 
''  ministers  if  they  wish,  but  the  privilege  is  not  offered." 


Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  and  examines  the  prisoners  two  or 
three  times  weekly,  or  as  often  as  necessary. 

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 

The  provisions  are  good  in  quality,  and  found  sufficient 
for  health.  The  clothes  and  bedding  are  sufficient.  One 
prisoner  escaped  during  the  year,  but  was  speedily  recap- 
tured. Repairs  have  been  made  in  the  ward  from  which 
this  escape  took  place  with  a  view  to  prevent  its  recurrence. 

Punishment  by  stoppage  of  diet  has  been  inflicted  on  10 
occasions  on  male  prisonerss.

Labour  and  Emfloyment. 

The  prisoners  work  at  the  treadmill  and  on  cranks.  The 
former  is  constructed  for  41,  and  the  latter  for  46,  prisoners, 
at  one  time.  The  prisoners  are  divided  by  partitions  on 
the  tread  wheel,  and  are  constantly  under  the  observation  of 
an  officer.  The  power  in  both  cases  is  applied  to  grinding 
corn  and  raising  water. 

Various  kinds  of  industrial  work  are  employed  as  Lard 
labour  of  the  second  class. 

For  the  necessary  service  of  the  prison  prisoners  are 
selected  from  the  second  class  by  the  governor. 

Ten  hours  per  day  are  allotted  to  labour,  and  nine  hours 
are  allowed  for  sleep. 
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Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The   chaplain  and    schoolmaster   perform  the  duties  as- 
igned  to  them  by  the  Prisons   Act,  1865,  sects.  1,  44,  47, 


and  53,  the  time  ordinarily  occupied  being  from  five  to  seven 
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hours.  The  schoohnaster  is  qualified  and  diligent,  and 
the  prison  is  well  supplied  with  books. 

The  "  Essex  Society  "  for  the  relief  of  discharged  female 
prisoners  above  14  years  of  age  is  in  operation. 

During  the  last  year  five  young  women  have  been  placed 
in  institutions,  one  in  the  Lock  Hospital,  and  two  assisted 
with  grants  of  money. 

"  A  Roman  Catholic  priest  regularly  attends  the  prison  to 
"  give  private  religious  advice.  It  would  be  both  difiicult 
"  and  inconvenient  to  obtain  regular  attendance  of  ministers 
"  of  other  denominations  for  the  few  cases  that  occur." 


Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  daily  or  oftener  if  required.  He 
inspects  the  prisoners  twice  a  week,  and  occasionally 
examines  them  while  at  labour.  The  general  health  of  the 
prisoners  has  been  good,  but  three  cases  of  typhus  fever 
terminated  fatally  in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

The  provisions  are  of  good  quality,  and  in  most  cases 
sufficient.     The  clothing  and  bedding  are  sufficient. 

Four  deaths  have  occurred  from  natural  causes,  and 
three  lunatics  have  been  removed  to  an  asylum. 


One  prisoner  has  escaped,  and  has  not  been  re-captured. 
Six  cells  of  the  old  building  have  been  converted  into  a 
work-room,  the  infirmary  divided  into  two  wards,  and  24 
cranks  worked  in  separate  compartments  have  been  added  to 
the  mill. 

The  shoemakers,  mat-finishers,  and  oakum  packers,  to  the 
number  of  about  12,  now  work  in  association. 

The  governor,  in  consequence  of  the  want  of  a  private 
entrance,  does  not  (as  required)  visit  the  prison  after 
10  p.m.

Hard  Labour  of  the  1st  Class. 

Prisoners  are  employed  in  raising  water  by  cranks,  on 
which  nine  can  work  at  once,  and  in  beating  oakum. 

Hard  labour  of  the  2nd  class  has  been  confined  to  picking 
cakum. 

The  services  of  the  prison  are  performed  by  prisoners 
awaiting  re-examination,  and  deserters  awaiting  a  route. 
They  are  selected  by  the  visiting  justices,  and  prefer  em- 
ployment to  confinement  in  their  cells.  Ten  hours  per  day 
are  allotted  to  labour,  and  9  hours  are  allowed  for  sleep. 


Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  performs  full  services,  with  a  sermon,  on 
Sunday,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday,  frequently 
followed  by  an  exposition,  and  examines  into  the  case  of 
each  prisoner.  Some  help  is  given  to  prisoners  on  discharge 
in  special  cases. 

"  Prisoners  may  always  see  then'  own  ministers  as  the 
privilege  is  offered  them," 
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Health. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  three  times  a  week,  or 
©ftener  if  required.  The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been 
very  good.  The  provisions  are  found  sufficient,  and  not 
more  than  sufficient  to  keep  the  prisoners  in  good  liea'th, 
and  thej  are  of  good  quality.  The  clothes  and  bedding  are 
sufficient. 

One  death  has  occurred  from  natural  causes. 


Punishment  has  been  inflicted  388  times  on  male  prisoners 
by  confinement  in  solitary  or  dark  cells.

The  16  cells  for  males   are  warmed,  thouo'li  not  in  a  satis 
factory  manner,   and  the  arrangement  for  warming  the  cells 
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for  females  is  very  bad.  The  yentilation  throughout  the 
prison  is  exceedingly  defective.  None  of  the  cells  are 
lighted,  nor  are  they  provided  with  bells. 

In  consequence  of  there  being  no  sleeping  cells  for  debtors, 
they  are  obliged  to  sleep  in  cells  in  common  with  the  criminal 
prisoners,  and  female  debtors  are  compelled  to  associate  with 
the  criminals  by  day. 

Some  of  the  criminal  prisoners  sleep  on  iron  or  wooden 
beds,  some  in  hammocks,  and  some  on  the  flags,  rising  in 
summer  at  5.40  a.m.  and  retiring  at  6.30  p.m. 

The  prisoners  are  not  under  constant  supervision,  as  there 
are  but  two  warders  in  the  prison. 

Provisions  only  are  supplied  by  contract,  and  the  average 
weekly  cost  per  head  has  been  2s.  6d.  Extra  diet  has  been 
supplied  to  39  prisoners  by  order  of  the  surgeon,  on  an 
aggregate  of  426  days.  Of  this  number  30  received  the 
addition  in  consequence  of  the  prevalence  of  cholera  in  the 
neighbourhood.

Prisoners  undergoing  hard  labour  of  the  first  class  are 
engaged  in  stonebreaking,  the  task  assigned  being  15  cwt.  in 
eight  hours.  As  hard  labour  of  the  second  class,  the  pri- 
soners pick  oakum,  make  mats  by  hand,  and  are  employed  in 
other  similar  occupations.

In  summer  nine  hours  and  in  winter  14  hours 
are  allowed  for  sleep. 

Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  visits  the  prison  three  times  in  the  week, 
performs  service  on  Sundays,  with  a  sermon,  and  reads  prayers 
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on  Wodnesdays  and  Fridays.  There  is  no  schoolmaster  or 
schoolmistress,  but  the  prison  is  well  supplied  with  books. 
^^  The  Roman  Catholic  minister  is  permitted  to  see  prisoners 
"  of  tliat  denomination  whenever  he  pleases." 

Health. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  five  times  in  the  week,  and 
examines  the  prisoners  twice  a  week.  Their  health  has 
generally  been  very  good.  The  quality  of  the  provisions  is 
good,  and  the  dietary  is  found  to  be  sufficient  for  health,  but 
is  not  excessive.  Sufficient  clothing  and  bedding  are  supplied 
to  the  prisoners.  The  drainage  of  the  prison  is  not  satis- 
factory.   

No  prisoner  has  escaped  during  the  past  year,  though  the 
temptations  to  do  so  are  very  great. 

Punishment  has  been  inflicted  101  times  on  male,  and  74 
times  on  female  prisoners,  viz. :  —

Labour  and  Employment. 

As  hard  labour  of  the  1st  class  prisoners  work  on  the 
treadmill  and  weave  cocoa  matting  in  hand-looms.  The 
treadmill  is  constructed  for  11  men  at  one  time,  exclusive 
of  reliefs,  they  are  divided  by  partitions  and  under  the  ob- 
servation of  two  officers.  Tlie  power  is  applied  to  pumping 
water  for  flushing  drains  and  closets. 

As  hard  labour  of  the  second  class  the  prisoners  are  em- 
ployed in  gardening,  mat  making  picking  oakum ,  assist- 
ing the  cook,  baker,  and  engineer,  cleaning,  whitewashing 
and  painting  the  prison,  shoemaking,  tailoring,  and  other 
necessary  services. 

The  service  of  the  prison  Is  performed  by  misdemeanants 
and  well  conducted  prisoners,  who  have  served   three  months 
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imprisonment.     They  arc  selected  by  the  governor   under 
the  sanction  of  the  visiting  justices. 

Ten  hours  per  day  are  allotted  to  labour,  exclusive  of 
meals,  exercise,  and  Divine  service,  and  the  same  time  is 
allowed  for  sleep. 


Keligious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers  daily  and  visits  the  prisoners 
in  their  cells.  Full  services  are  performed  on  Sunday, 
Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday.  Tiiere  is  no  schoolmaster 
or  mistress. 

There  is  a  society  in  existence  for  assisting  prisoners  on 
their  discharge,  the  committee  of  which  meets  weekly,  and 
employs  a  paid  agent  to  find  work  for  such  cases  as  requires  it. 

"  Any  prisoner  dissenting  from  the  Established  Church  is 
**  at  liberty  to  see  a  minister  of  his  own  denomination.  The 
"  Romish  Priest  attends  every  Friday,  and  has  interviews 
"  with  those  who  desire  his  ministration." 


Health. 

Every  prisoner  is  seen  by  the  surgeon  once  a  week,  and 
the  sick  are  visited  on  alternate  days.  The  general  health  of 
the  prisoners  has  been  good.  The  provisions  are  of  good 
quality  and  the  dietary  is  found  sufficient.  The  clothing 
and  bedding  are  ample.  One  death  has  taken  place  from 
natural  causes  and  one  lunatic  has  been  removed  to  an  asylum. 


The  rules  in  Schedule  1  of  the  Prisons  Act  have  been 
observed  with  the  exception  that  hard  labour  of  the  first 
class,  has  not  been  fully  practised  in  consequence  of  the  in- 
sufficiency of  the  tread  wheel.  Plans  are  on  foot  for  remedy- 
ing this.

Labour  and  Employment. 

As  hard  labour  of  the  first  class  the  prisoners  are  em- 
ployed in  stone  breaking  in  separate  stalls,  but  the  supply 
of  stones  being  uncertain  this  kind  of  labour  is  not  always 
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possible.  Each  prisoner  Is  required  to  break  one  cubic 
yard  of  lime  stone  per  day. 

Amended  rules  for  hard  labour  and  employment  are  under 
consideration. 

Prisoners  are  also  employed  in  stone  breaking  as  hard 
labour  of  the  second  class,  mat  making,  oakum  picking,  and 
other  industrial  occupations. 

The  service  of  the  prison  is  generally  performed  by  mis- 
demeanants undergoing  short  sentences.  They  are  selected 
by  the  governor  and  matron.  The  time  appointed  for 
labour  does  not  exceed  10  hours,  and  8 J  hours  are  allowed 
for  sleep. 

Keligious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  performs  two  full  services  on  Sunday,  and 
one  in  Welsh  on  Friday,  reads  prayers  daily,  and  holds 
Bible  classes.  He  also  visits  the  sick  daily,  and  sees 
prisoners  on  admission  and  discharge.  There  is  no  school- 
master or  mistress,  but  there  is  a  good  supply  of  books. 

"  A  Roman  Catholic  priest  has  been  appointed,  who 
"  visits  the  prisoners  of  that  persuasion  at  stated  inter- 
^'  vals,  when  he  has  free  access  to  each  of  such  prisoners. 
''  Dissenting  ministers  have  also  permission  to  visit  prison- 
''  ers  of  their  several  persuasions." 

Health. 

The  surgeon  sees  each  prisoner  in  the  reception  cells  and 
visits  each  prisoner  twice  a  week,  and  the  sick  daily  if 
required.  The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  in  general  been 
good.  The  provisions  are  of  good  quality,  and  are  found 
sufficient  at  present,  but  an  increased  scale  will  be  necessary 
when  the  treadmill  is  introduced  as  intended.  This  will  be 
constructed  for  64  prisoners.  Looms  for  use  in  separate 
cells  are  also  about  to  be  introduced. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  are  sufficient. 

One  execution  has  taken  place,  two  prisoners  have  died 
from  natural  causes,  and  one  has  been  removed  to  a  lunatic 
asylum.

221  of  the  cells  for  male  criminals,  and  49  of  those  for 
females,  are  artifically  warmed  and  ventilated.  239  of  the 
former  class  of  cells  and  44  of  the  latter  class  are  lighted, 
and  186  of  the  former  class  and  45  of  the  latter  are  fitted 
with  bells. 

The  prisoners  rise  at  \  before  6  in  summer  and  an  hour 
later  in  winter,  retiring  at  9  throughout  the  year.  Some  of 
them  sleep  on  beds,  some  on  iron  bedsteads,  and  others  in 
hammocks ;  plank  beds  are  only  used  in  the  punishment  cells. 
When  in  association  prisoners  are  under  the  constant 
supervision  of  an  oflficer.

Labour  and  Employment. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  1st  Class. 

The  prisoners  work  first  at  the  treadmill  which  is  con- 
structed for  40  at  one  time.  They  are  divided  by  partitions 
and  constantly  under  the  observation  of  an  officer.  The 
power  is  applied  to  raising  water  for  the  use  of  the  prison. 
Second  at  cranks ;  on  which  eight  can  work  at  once.  The 
power  is  applied  to  the  same  purpose.  Third,  task  labour 
on  the  loom,  and  in  beating  oakum. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  2nd  Class, 

The  male  prisoners  are  employed  in  oakum  picking, 
tailoring,  shoemaking,  mat  making,  basket  making,  sack 
making,  modified  labour  on  the  loom,  as  the  service  of  the 
prison. 

The  females  do  washing,  laundry  work,  and  needlework. 
The  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  by  well  conducted 
prisoners  undergoing  hard  labour  of  the  second  class,  and 
approved  by  the  visiting  justices. 

The  time  allotted  to  labour  is  10  hours,  and  8  j  hours  are 
allowed  for  sleep. 
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Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers  daily,  and  performs  full 
Services  on  Sunday,  and  preaches.  He  visits  the  prisoners 
in  their  cells,  and  when  sick,  and  holds  Bible  classes  daily. 
The  schoolmaster  gives  instruction  in  reading,  writing,  and 
arithmetic  for  four  hours  daily  and  on  Saturday  for  two 
hours.  He  also  acts  as  Chapel  Clerk  and  Librarian.  The 
schoolmistress  gives  instruction  for  two  hours  daily  in 
reading  and  writing,  and  superintends  the  needlework.  The 
schoolmaster  who  has  held  his  office  for  28  years  does  his 
work  well,  so  far  as  it  goes,  but  the  chaplain  does  not  consider 
him  well  qualified.  The  schoolmistress  is  competent  to  teach 
only  the  rudiments  of  reading  and  writing. 

The  chaplain  is  forming  a  library  for  the  use  of  the 
prisoners  to  which  additions  are  required. 

There  is  a  **  Charity  Fund  "  for  the  relief  of  prisoners  on 
their  discharge,  derived  from  funded  property  bequeathed 
for  the  purpose,  and  producing  about  200/.  per  annum.  The 
chaplain  dispenses  this  fund  under  the  superintendence  of 
the  visiting  justices. 

"  The  names  of  all  Roman  Catholic  prisoners  are  regularly 
'^  given  on  their  entrance  to  the  priest  without  any  question- 
"  ing  whatever." 


y -ii  Health. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  once  or  twice  a  day.  The 
prisoners  bave  in  general  enjoyed  good  health,  but  diarrhoea, 
typhoid  fever,  and  influenza,  were  epidemic  during  the 
autumn  of  1865  and  spring  of  1866.  The  provisions  are  of 
good  quality,  and  the  <iietary  sufficient,  but  prisoners  at  hard 
labour  of  the  1st  class  sometimes  require  more  bread.  The 
clothing  and  bedding  are  sufficient. 

Five  deaths  from  typhoid  fever  and  one  from  consumption 
have  occured  ;  three  prisoners  have  been  pardoned  on  medical 
grounds,  and  one  lunatic  has  been  removed  to  an  asylum. 

The  discipline  of  the  prison  has  been  brought  into  accor- 
dance with  the  Prisons*  Act.

Labour  and  Employment. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  Ist  Class. 

The  prisoners  are  employed,  1st  on  the  treadmill,  which 
is  constructed  for  21,  in  separate  compartments.  They  are 
at  all  times  under  the  inspection  of  a  warder.  The  power  is 
applied  to  raise  water  for  the  prison.  2nd.  At  stonebreaking. 
No  special  task  is  required,  but  continuous  work  is  enforced. 


Hard  Labour  of  the  2nd  Class 

Consists  of  oakum  picking,  tailoring,  shoemaking,  carpen- 
tering, painting,  cleaning,  and  gardening  for  the  male  pri- 
soners, and  washing,  ironing,  mangling,  making  and  mending 
clothes,  cleaning,  and  oakum  picking,  for  the  females. 

The  service  of  the  prison  is  generally  performed  by  pri- 
soners who  have  undergone  3  months'  imprisonment,  and  n 
default  of  these  by  strangers  to  the  city,  committed  for  light 
offences,  and  well  conducted.  The  selection  is  made  by  the 
governor. 

The  time  allotted  to  labour  is  8  J  hours  in  winter  and  10 
hours  in  summer,  and  11  hours  in  summer  and  12  hours  in 
winter  are  allowed  for  sleep. 


120  Reports  on  Prisons  in  the 

Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers  daily,  and  performs  full  ser- 
vices on  Sunday,  visits  the  sick  and  a  portion  of  the  prisoners 
daily,  and  distributes  books. 

The  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress  instruct  the  prisoners 
individually,  and  are  generally  employed  the  whole  day. 
These  officers  give  satisfaction. 

There  is  a  good  supply  of  books. 

Some  of  the  more  hopeful  female  prisoners  are  admitted 
into  an  asylum  in  Bristol  with  a  view  to  being  fitted  for 
situations. 

'•  Prisoners  may  be  visited  by  ministers  of  their  own 
denominations  if  they  specially  request  it,  but  practically 
they  very  seldom  indeed  decline  to  attend  the  chapel  ser- 
vices or  to  receive  the  visits  of  the  chaplain,  and  so  no  arrange- 
ment is  made  for  the  visits  of  other  ministers  except  upon 
request." 

Health. 

The  surgeon  sees  all  the  prisoners  daily,  Sundays  ex- 
cepted. Their  health  for  the  last  12  months  has  been  re- 
markably good. 

The  late  surgeon  was  of  opinion  that  the  dietary  was 
unsatisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  The  present 
officer  has  not  had  time  to  form  an  opinion. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  are  sufficient,  but  there  is  no 
ventilation. 

Three  deaths  from  natural  causes  have  taken  place.  One 
prisoner  was  removed  to  a  lunatic  asylum,  but  afterwards 
returned  to  the  prison  until  the  expiration  of  her  sentence. 

All  prisoners,  both  before  and  after  trial,  are  kept  separate, 
but  a  few  have  been  employed  in  association  in  the  erection 
and  fitting  of  a  new  labour  yard,  which  has  been  completed 
at  a  cost  of  500^.,  but  which,  constructed  by  paid  labour, 
would  have  cost  1,500L

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Labour  and  Employment. 

As  hard  labour  of  the  first  class,  prisoners  are  employed 
in  stone  breaking,  without  a  special  task  assigned. 

As  second  class  hard  labour,  the  males  are  employed  in 
carpentering,  shoemaking,  tailoring,  painting,  mason  work, 
cleaning,  and  oakum  picking  ;  the  females,  in  washing, 
ironing,  sewing,  cleaning,  and  oakum  picking. 

The  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  as  far  as  possible 
by  those  sentenced  to  imprisonment  without  hard  labour. 
The  selection  is  made  by  the  governor. 

The  time  allowed  to  labour  is  8  hours  in  the  summer  and 
7  in  winter,  and  11  hours„in  summer  and  13  in  the  winter 
are  allowed  for  sleep. 


Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers  and  visits  the  prisoners  daily, 
and  performs  two  services  and  preaches  on  Sunday.  There 
is  no  schoolmaster  or  schoolmistress,  but  the  prison  is  well 
supplied  with  books.      ,  -^ 

"  The  prisoners  a,re  not  oiFered  the  privilege  of  being 
**  visited  by  their  own  ministers,  but  always  allowed  the 
"  privilege  by  application." 


Health. 

The  surgeon  visits'  and  examines  the  prisoners  daily. 
Their  general  state  has,  been  healthy,  but  there  was  an 
outbreak  of  cholera  in  1866.  The  provisions  are  of  good 
quality,  and  the  dietary  found  sufficient.  The  clothing  and 
bedding  are  sufficient. 

Two  prisoners  died  in  September  1866  from  diarrhoea  and 
cholera,  and  two  lunatics  have  been  placed  in  an  asylum. 


A  prisoner  named  Richard  Russell  escaped  on  May  6, 
1866,  but  was  recaptured  the  same  day. 

Punishment  has  been  inflicted  eight  times  on  male 
prisoners  by  stoppage  of  diet.

One  hundred  and  nineteen  of  the  cells  for  criminals  are 
warmed,  ventilated,  and  furnished  with  bells,  and  104 
are  lighted  at  night. 

Some  of  the  prisoners  sleep  on  beds,  some  on  iron  bed- 
steads, and  others  in  hammocks.  There  are  also  20  plank 
beds,  upon  which  male  prisoners  of  16  years  of  age  and 
upwards  who  have  been  previously  convicted,  and  all  male 
vagrants,  sleep  for  the  first  14  nights.  They  rise  in  summer 
at  5.30  a.m.  and  in  winter  at  6,  retiring  at  7  p.m.  throughout 
the  year. 

No  association  takes  place  except  in  chapel,  when 
prisoners  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  governor  and 
seven  ofl&cers.

Labour  and  Employment. 

The  hard  labour  of  the  1st  class  consists  in  pumping 
water  by  cranks,  heavy  hand  loom  weaving,  and  cutting 
and  preparing  oakum  junk. 

Forty  male  prisoners  can  work  at  the  cranks  at  one  time. 
After  filling  the  tanks  the  prisoners  continue  to  work  the 
cranks  as  hard  labour  of  the  first  class. 

As  2d  class  hard  labour  the  males  are  employed  in 
mat-making  and  weaving,  picking  oakum,  general  and  trade 
labour.  The  females  in  washing,  cleaning,  making  and 
mending  under  clothes,  and  picking  oakum  and  fibre. 

The  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  by  convicted 
prisoners,  promoted  through  good  conduct  to  the  highest 
labour  class.     They  are  selected  by  the  governor. 

Ten  hours  is  the  period  allotted  to  labour,  and  10 J 
hours  in  summer  and  11  in  winter  are  allowed  for 
sleep. 


Eeligious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers  daily  and  performs  full  ser- 
vices on  Sunday  and  preaches.  He  instructs  the  prisoners 
individually  and  in  classes.  The  schoolmaster,  who  also 
acts  as  chapel  clerk,  attends  for  the  whole  of  each  day.  The 
matron  acts  as  schoolniiistress.     These  oflftcers  are  sufficiently 
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qualified,  and  give  satisfaction.  There  is  a  good  supply  of 
books. 

There  is  a  small  charitable  fund  at  the  disposal  of  the 
governor  for  the  relief  of  prisoners  on  their  discharge. 

"  Prisoners  of  relisjious  denominations  difFerinoc  from  the 
"  Established  Church  are  offered  the  privilege  of  being 
*'  visited  by  their  own  ministers,  without  originating  a 
"  request  to  that  effect." 

Health. 

The  surojeon  attends  daily,  and  inspects  the  prisoners 
weekly.  He  reports  very  fiivourably  of  the  general  health 
of  the  prisoners.  The  provisions  are  good  and  the  dietary 
"  amply  sufficient." 

The  prisoners  have  increased  in  weight,  and  their  general 
health  has  never  been  better. 

Sufficient  clothing  and  bedding  are  provided.  One  death 
from  natural  causes  has  occurred. 

Gas  has  been  introduced  into  the  cells,  and  wash-hand 
basins,  and  waterclosets  have  been  added  to  24  cells  of  the 
A.  division  for  convicted  prisoners.

All  the  cells  for  criminals  are  warmed,  ventilated,  lighted, 
and  fitted  with  bells.  The  prisoners  "sleep  in  hammocks, 
rising  at  6  a.m.  and  retiring  at  7  p.m.  throughout  the  year. 
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Prisoners  when  in  association  are  under  the  supervision  of 
an  officer. 

Diet. 

The  provisions  and  stores  are  supplied  by  contract,  the 
average  weekly  cost  of  food  per  head  being  2s.  6d.  Seven 
prisoners  have  received  extra  diet  during  the  year,  on  an 
aggregate  of  238  days. 


Labour  and  Employment. 

The  hard  labour  of  the  1st  class  consists  in  stone  breaking  ; 
one  cubic  yard  is  required  to  be  done  per  day. 

The  prisoners  work  at  oakum  picking  and  matmaking,  with 
laundry  and  needlework. 

The  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  by  well-conducted 
prisoners  sentenced  for  long  terms.  The  selection  is  made 
by  the  governor.  The  prisoners  are  employed  for  10  hours 
a  day  in  labour,  and  1 1  hours  are  allowed  for  sleep. 

Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  duties  of  the  chaplain  consist  in  the  performance  of 
full  services  on  Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday, 
reading  prayers  twice  weekly,  and  visiting  the  prisoners. 
There  is  neither  schoolmaster  nor  schoolmistress,  but  the 
prison  has  a  good  supply  of  books.  Assistance  is  occasionally 
given  to  prisoners  on  discharge  from  "  Brydges'  Fund." 
^'  All  prisoners  differing  from  the  Established  Church  are 
allowed  to  see  their  own  ministers." 

Health. 

Twice  a  week  the  surgeon  inspects  all  the  prisoners,  and 
attends  on  other  days  to  admit  and  discharge,  and  visit  the 
sick.  The  prisoners  have  enjoyed  good  health.  The  quality 
of  the  provisions  is  good,  and  the  dietary  is  found  sufficient, 
as  also  the  clothing  and  bedding  of  the  prisoners. 

One  prisoner  has  been  removed  to  a  lunatic  asylum.

Labour  and  Employment. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  First  Class. 

Includes  1,  the  treadmill,  which  is  constructed  for  36 
prisoners  at  one  time,  who  are  divided  by  partitions,  and 
always  under  the  observation  of  the  officer.  The  power  is 
not  used.  2.  Pumping  water  by  cranks,  of  which  there  are 
22,  in  sheds  separated  by  partitions.  When  water  is  not 
required,    the    cranks    are    used    to    inflict    hard    labour. 
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3.  Forced  marching  round  the  yard.  Twenty  miles  per  day 
is  the  distance  performed. 

The  prisoners  are  also  employed  in  oakum  picking,  tailor- 
ing, shoemaking,  washing,  and  mending  clothes. 

The  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  by  prisoners 
who  have  conducted  themselves  well  during  long  terms  of 
imprisonment.  Ths  selection  is  "made  by  the  governor, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  visiting  justices. 

The  time  appointed  for  labour  is  11  hours  per  day  in 
summer,  and  from  daybreak  in  winter.  Eight  hours  are 
allowed  for  sleep. 

Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  a  selection  from  the  Prayer  Book  daily 
and  performs  full  services  on  Sunday,  Christmas  Day,  and 
Good  Friday.  He  also  visits  the  sick  daily,  and  instructs 
the  prisoners  singly  and  in  classes.  The  schoolmaster  and 
schoolmistress  instruct  prisoners,  selected  by  the  chaplain, 
in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  and  perform  their  duties 
to  his  satisfaction. 

The  prison  is  well  supplied  with  books. 

The  governor  is  authorized  by  the  visiting  justices  to 
expend  a  sum  not  exceeding  10/.  per  annum,  including  a 
bequest  of  125.  ^'to  the  poor  prisoners,"  in  assisting  desti- 
tute prisoners  on  their  discharge. 

"  Roman  Catholic  prisoners  are  informed  on  their  recep- 
"  tion  that  their  names  are  added  to  a  list  of  prisoners  who 
'^  are  visited  by  a  priest  of  their  religion  in  accordance  with 
'^  the  rule  in  each  cell,  viz.,  *  If  any  prisoner  is  of  a 
*^  '  religious  persuasion  differing  from  that  of  the  Established 
''  '  Church,  the  visiting  justices  shall  permit  a  minister  of 

'  such  persuasion,  to   be  approved  by  them,  to  visit  such 

^  prisoners  at  proper   and  reasonable  times,   unless  such 

'  prisoner  expressly  objects  to  see  such  minister.'  "

Health. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  and  examines  the  prisoners 
every  day,  and  oftener  when  necessary.  The  health  of  the 
prisoners  has  been  good,  and  no  epidemic  has  visited  the 
prison  since  the  cholera  in  1849. 

The  provisions  are  of  good  quality,  and  found  to  be  suffi- 
cient, and  not  more  than  sufficient,  to  maintain  the  health  of 
the  prisoners,  and  well  adapted  to  each  class  respectively, 
having  stood  the  test  of  20  years,  during  which  no  extra 
diet  has  been  requirojil.     The  clothing  and  bedding  of  the

Extract  from  the  Governor's  Journal. 

1866,  June  30.  As  I  stated  in  entry  dated  24tli  June  last 
year,  "  The  exhausting  effect  of  hard  labour,  as  now  en- 
*•  forced,  is  very  visible,  particularly  upon  men  beyond  the 
*'  vigour  of  youth,  and  those  of  long  sentences.  The  amount  of 
"  labour  on  the  treadwheel  has  been  latterly  increased  about 
"15  per  cent.,  and  that,  together  with  the  discontinuance  of 
*'  the  employment  of  well-behaved  long  sentenced  men  during 
"  the  latter  part  of  their  time  at  handicraft  work,  has  caused 
"  the  hard  labour  to  be  felt  more  severely.  There  is  wanted,  I 
"  think,  a  graduated  scale  of  first  and  second  class  hard  labour, 
"  adapted  to  the  various  lengths  of  sentences  and  the  physical 
"  power  of  the  several  prisoners.  See  Prisons'  Act,  1865.

As  hard  labour  of  the  first  class  the  prisoners  work  on 
the  treadmill,  which  is  constructed  for  12  at  one  time. 
They  are  not  divided  by  partitions  but  are  always  under  the 
inspection  of  the  officer.  The  power  is  applied  to  raising 
spring  water  for  the  prison  use. 

As  hard  labour  of  the  first  and  second  classes  the  prisoners 
are  employed  in  picking  oakum,  knitting  stockings,  and 
repairing  clothes  and  bedding. 

The  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  by  well-conducted 
prisoners  sentenced  to  short  terms  of  imprisonment.

Eeligious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers  daily,  and  performs  two 
services  and  preaches-  on  Sunday.  He  also  sees  each 
prisoner  on  admission  and  discharge,  and  at  various  times 
during  imprisonment  visits  the  sick  and  the  school. 

The  first  warder  acts  as  schoolmaster  to  convicted  male 
prisoners,  and  the  matron  teaches  the  females  daily.  Both 
officers  are  well  ^qualified. 

There  is  a  fair  library  of  religious  and  secular  books. 

A  small  gratuity  is^  generally  given  to  prisoners  who  have 
been  but  once  convicted,  and  who  have  behaved  well,  on 
their  discharge.

Health. 

The  surgeon  is  required  to  visit  the  prison  twice  a  week, 
but  generally  does  so  much  oftener.

Labour  and  Employment. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  1st  Class, 

The  treadmill  is  constructed  for  70  prisoners  at  one  time 
exclusive  of  relief.  They  are  divided  by  partitions^  and  are 
always  under  the  observation  of  the  officer.  The  power  is 
used  for  grinding  corn. 

Shot  drill  is  in  use.  The  ground  is  adapted  for  32  priso- 
ners. Stonebreaking,  beating  rope  and  oakum,  and  pumping 
water  are  also  practised.  There  is  no  task  required  at 
stonebreaking,  but  continuous  work  during  daylight  in 
winter,  and  from  6.30  a.m.  to  6  p.m.  in  summer  is  enforced. 


Hard  Labour  of  the  2nd  Class. 

The  prisoners  are  employed  in  field  and  spade  labour, 
oakum  picking,  crushing  stones,  trade  labour,  gardening, 
washing,  laundry  work,  and  cleaning. 

K  2 
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The  prison  service  is  performed  by  industrious  and  well 
conducted  prisoners  chosen  by  the  visiting  justices. 

Ten  hours  per  day  are  allotted  to  labour,  and  the  males 
are  allowed  IH  hours,  and  the  females  10  hours,  for  sleep. 

Keligious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  office  of  assistant  chaplain  has  been  abolished,  and  the 
chaplain  now  performs  all  the  duty.  Prayers  are  read  daily, 
and  two  services  performed  on  Sunday,  and  extra  ones  in 
tlie  hospital.  The  chaplain  sees  each  prisoner  before  dis- 
charge, and  during  his  imprisonment,  on  application.  The 
duties  occupy  on  an  average  five  hours  per  day.  The  male 
and  female  prisoners  now  attend  prayers  together  instead  of 
in  separate  buildings  as  formerly. 

The  schoolmaster  is  occupied  during  tlie  morning  in  test- 
ing the  education  of  newly  admitted  prisoners,  ind  attend- 
ing to  the  library.  He  holds  a  class  for  boys  on  three 
afternoons  weekly,  and  a  meeting  for  practice  of  the  female 
choir  on  two  afternoons  for  IJ  hours. 

The  remaining  2  hours  is  devoted  to  the  instruction  of 
the  men.     He  plays  the  harmonium  in  chapel. 

The  schoolmistress  teaches  the  females  in  their  cells.  There 
is  a  sufficient  supply  of  books. 

A  valuable  society  exists  known  as  ''  The  Kent  Dis- 
*•  charged  Prisoners  Society,"  which  aids  prisoners  in  various 
ways  and  obtains  the  admission  of  young  females  into 
*^  homes  "  with  a  view  to  their  reformation. 

"  Prisoners  who  belong  to  the  different  sects  are  allowed 
''  to  receive  visits  from  their  respective  ministers,  and  that, 
"'  as  the  chaplain  believes,  without  the  request  having  to 
"  originate  w^Ith   themselves.     Koman   Catholics  have  the 

attendance  of  a  priest  of  their  o^vn  communion."

Health. 

The  surgeon  or  his  assistant  attends  twice  daily  to  ex- 
amine newly  admitted  prisoners,  and  to  visit  the  hospitals. 
The  surgeon  also  inspects  the  whole  of  tlie  prisoners  once  a 
month.  The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  far  from  good. 
It  is  the  opinion  of  the  surgeon  that  the  nev»'  dietary 
which  has  been  in  use  since  the  2nd  July  186  is  not  suffi- 
cient for  maintaining  the  health  and  strength  of  prisoners, 
especially  of  those  engaged  in  hard  labour.  The  quality  of 
the  provisions  is  good,  and  the  bedding  and  clothing  are 
sufficient. 
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Nine  deaths  have  taken  place  from  natural  causes,  and 
two  prisoners  have  been  executed.  Two  pardons  have 
been  granted  on  medical  grounds,  and  seven  prisonsers  have 
been  placed  in  lunatic  asylums.

The  treadmill  is  constructed  for  52  prisoners  at  one  time, 
exclusive  of  reliefs.  They  are  not  separated  on  the  wheel, 
but  partitions  are  intended  to  be  added  and  the  sheds 
enlarged,  closed  in,  and  lighted  with  gas.  The  prisoners  are 
always  under  observation.  The  power  is  applied  to  pumpino- 
water. 

A  single-handed  crank  pump  is  occasionally  worked  in 
connexion  with  the  drainage. 

Beating  rope  and  oakum  are  also  practised. 
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Hard  Labour  of  the  2nd  Class, 

The  prisoners  are  employed  in  field  and  spade  labour, 
oakum  picking,  trades,  and  gardening. 

The  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  by  industrious  and 
Tvell-bchaved  prisoners  who  have  performed  three  months 
liard  labour  of  the  1st  Class.  The  selection  is  made  by  the 
governor  for  the  approval  of  the  visiting  justices. 

Eeligious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers  daily,  and  performs  two  services 
on  Sunday,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday.  He  visits 
each  prisoner  on  admission  and  discharge,  and  at  other  times 
at  his  discretion. 

The  schoolmaster  teaches  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic 
for  two  hours  every  evening,  Sunday  excepted,  and  gives 
fiatisfaction  to  the  chaplain.  The  prison  is  well  supplied 
with  books. 

Though  no  society  exists  for  the  relief  of  prisoners  on  their 
discharge  assistance  is  given  by  a  society  in  London  upon 
the  application  of  tw^o  magistrates.  During  the  past  year 
two  lads  have  been  sent  to  sea  by  this  means. 

*'  The  Roman  Catholic  priest  visits  the  gaol  regularly  at 
such  times  as  he  sees  fit." 

Health. 

'The  surgeon  attends  daily,  and  oftener  if  necessary. 

The  condition  of  the  prisoners'  health  has  been  good. 

A  new  scale  of  dietary  has  been  in  use  since  July  1866, 
and  is  at  present  under  trial.  The  surgeon  considers  that  it 
certainly  is  not  more  than  sufficient  for  maintaining  the 
health  and  strength  of  prisoners,  especially  those  at  hard 
labour. 

The  provisions  are  of  good  quality,  and  the  clothing  and 
bedding  are  sufficient. 

Two  deaths  have  taken  place  from  natural  causes  and  one 
prisoner  has  been  pardoned  on  medical  grounds.

Hard  Labour  of  the  Ifirst  Class, 

Pumping  water,  for  watering  the  streets,  is  the  only  kind 
of  hard  labour  at  which  prisoners  are  employed. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  Second  Class, 

The  prisoners  are  engaged  in  tailoring,  picking  oakum, 
whitewashing,  cleaning,  cooking,  washing,  and  sewing. 

Those  prisoners  who  perform  the  service  of  the  prison  are 
selected  by  the  governor  from  the  convicted  prisoners, 
avoiding,  if  possible,  the  recommitted.

Labour  and  Employment. 

As  hard  labour  of  the  1st  class  the  prisoners  work  on  the 
treadmill,  which  is  constructed  for  342  at  one  time.  Thev 
are  divided  by  partitions,  and  also  under  the  observation  of 
an  officer  while  at  work  and  while  resting.  The  power  is 
applied  to  grinding  wheat. 

ill  As  hard  labour  of  the  2nd  class  the  prisoners  are  employed 
in  oakum  picking,  shoemaking,  tailoring,  vvashing,  needle- 
work, brushmaking,  printing,  bookbinding,  matmaking,  car- 
pentry, as  blacksmiths,  and  at  other  trades  and  as  labourers 
and  cleaners. 

The  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  by  prisoners  with 
good  conduct  stars,  and  by  those  who  have  been  confined  in 
the  prison  but  once  previously.  The  selection  is  made  by 
the  governor  for  the  sanction  of  the  visiting  justices.  The 
prisoners  are  employed  in  labour  for  from  7  to  10  hours  daily,, 
and  8  J  hours  are  allowed  for  sleep. 


Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

Prayers  are  read  daily  in  both  chapels  by  the  two  chaplains 
of  the  prison,  and  full  services  are  performed  on  Sundays, 
Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday,  with  sermons  at  each 
service.  The  chaplains  celebrate  the  Holy  Communion  once 
a  month,  visit  the  infirmary  and  prisoners  under  punishment 
daily,  and  see  each  prisoner  on  admission,  and  afterwards  as 
frequently  as  possible.  There  are  two  schoolmasters,  each 
of  whom  takes  six  classes,  and  the  prison  is  sufficiently 
supplied  with  books  of  all  kinds. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Relief  Committee  (founded 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Reformatory  and  Refuge  Union), 
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employ  an  agent  to  find  work  on  their  release  for  such  pri- 
soners as  the  visiting  justices  think  proper  to  assist,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  25  &;  26  Yict.  c.  44. 

A  lay  agent  is  also  employed  within  the  prison  in  investi- 
gating cases  for  such  assistance,  who  also  acts  as  a  Scripture 
reader,  under  the  direction  of  the  chaplain. 

"  Prisoners  who  are  not  of  the  Church  of  England  are 
allowed,  on  application,  to  receive  the  visits  of  ministers  of 
their  respective  denominations.  All  Roman  Catholics  are 
seen  by  the  visiting  Roman  Catholic  priest  unless  they 
object." 

Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  at  the  prison  twice  daily,  from  10  to" 
12  a.m.  at  least,  but  generally  for  nearly  three  hours,  and 
from  9  to  10  p.m.  He  also  attends  at  whatever  hour  of  the 
night  or  day  he  may  be  sent  for.  He  examines  each  prisoner 
on  admission  and  discharge,  and  inspects  all  the  prisoners 
once  in  each  week.  The  general  state  of  the  health  of  the 
prisoners  has  been  good,  and  much  fewer  deaths  have 
occurred  than  during  the  two  preceding  years,  though  many 
prisoners  have  been  admitted  in  a  bad  state  of  health.  A 
few  cases  of  fever  have  appeared,  and  one  fatal  case  of 
cliolera  occurred  three  days  after  admission. 

The  surgeon  considers  the  diet  barely  sufficient,  but  the 
quality  of  the  provisions  is  excellent. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  are  sufficient. 

Twenty-six  prisoners  have  died  from  natural  causes,  three 
have  been  pardoned  on  medical  grounds,  and  one  lunatic  has 
been  removed  to  an  asylum.

Two  new  wings,  containing  387  cells  certified  for  separate 
confinement,  have  been  occupied,  and  dormitories  are  now 
only  used  for  prisoners  under  the  care  of  the  surgeon  or  in 
the  reception  yard. 

The  discipline  has  been  brought  into  conformity  with  the 
Prisons'  Act,  and  the  treadwheel  accommodation  increased 
so  as  to  employ  684  prisoners  daily.

Female  criminals  only  being  confined  in  this  prison  there 
is  no  hard  labour  of  the  1st  class. 

The  prisoners  are  employed  in  oakum  picking,  mat-making, 
washing,  needlework,  &c.,  and  the  service  of  the  prison. 
For  the  latter  well-conducted  prisoners  are  selected  by  the 
matron.  Ten  hours  are  allotted  to  labour  daily,  and  the 
same  period  for  sleep. 

Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  and  schoolmistress  continue  to  discharge  the 
duties  described  in  my  last  Keport.  The  latter  is  well 
qualified  and  gives  satisfaction. 
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There  is  a  society  connected  with  the  county,  and  sup- 
ported by  voluntary  contributions,  called  '^  The  Society  for 
promoting  the  Employment  and  Reformation  of  Discharged 
Criminals,"  under  the  auspices  of  which  130  females  dis- 
charged from  the  prison  during  the  past  year  have  been 
received  into  those  reformatory  institutions  which  are  assisted 
by  the  society,  while  others  have  been  provided  for  as  cir- 
cumstances required. 

''  All  the  Roman  Catholic  prisoners  are  seen  by  a  priest, 
"  approved  of  by  the  visiting  justices,  without  originating 
"  a  request  to  that  effect.  The  prisoners  of  other  denomi- 
'^  nations  differing  from  the  Established  Church  have  every 
*^  facility  afforded  them  for  seeing  a  minister  of  their  own 
"  persuasion." 

Health. 

The  surgeon  visits  and  examines  the  prisoners  daily. 

Their  condition  has  been  healthy  during  the  year.  The 
surgeon  considers  that  some  modifications  are  required  to 
render  the  dietary  sufficient  to  maintain  the  health  and 
strength  of  the  prisoners  under  his  charge.  The  quality  of 
the  provisions  is  good,  and  the  clothing  and  bedding  of  the 
prisoners  sufficient. 

Twelve  deaths  from  natural  causes  have  taken  place  ;  two 
lunatics  have  been  removed  to  asylums,  and  one  discharged 
in  care  of  friends. 

Punishment  has  been  incurred  2,872  times,  viz. : —

The  clothing  and 
bedding  are  sufficient.

Labour  and  EMPLOYniiNT. 

Prisoners  sentenced  to  hard  labour  are  removed  after  con- 
viction to  various  houses  of  correction. 

Male  prisoners  sentenced  to  penal  servitude,  while  await- 
ing removal  to  a  government  prison,  are  employed  in  picking 
oakum,  3  lbs.  per  day  being  the  required  task.  The  females 
do  laundry  work. 

The  prison  service  is  performed  in  general  by  prisoners 
awaiting  their  trial,  the  selection  being  made  by  the  governor 
or  chief  warder. 

The  time  devoted  to  labour  depends  on  the  rapidity  with 
which  the  required  task  is  performed. 

Ten  hours  are  allowed  for  sleep. 

Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  a  selection  of  prayers  daily,  except  on 
Saturday.  Two  services  are  performed  on  Sunday,  with 
two  sermons.  The  sclioolmaster  instructs  the  boys  and 
acts  as  chapel  clerk,  and  discharges  his  duties  efficiently. 
The  prison  is  well  supplied  with  books. 

Assistance  is  given  from  ''  The  Sheriffs'  Fund  ''  to 
prisoners  on  their  discharge  until  they  can  obtain  employ- 
ment, or  to  purchase  toolg,  and  in  some  cases  to  emigrate. 
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"  Prisoners  of  religious  denominations  differing  from  the 
^'  Established  Church  re  offered  the  privilege  of  being 
''  visited  by  their  own  ministers,  without  originating  a 
"  request  to  that  effect/' 

Health. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  daily,  and  examines  every 
prisoner  on  admission,  and  the  penal  servitude  convicts  at 
least  twice  during  their  stay,  which  rarely  exceeds  six 
weeks.  He  sees  (and  examines  if  necessary)  every  prisoner 
weekly. 

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  very  good. 
The  provisions  are  good  and  sufficient  for  health.  The 
clothing  and  bedding  of  the  prisoners  are  sufficient. 

One  prisoner  has  died  from  natural  causes  and  one  has 
been  removed  to  a  lunatic  asylum. 

Punishment  has  been  inflicted  213  times  on  males  and 
once  on  a  female  prisoner,  viz.  : —

Labour  and  Employment, 

Hard  Labour  of  the  1st  Class, 

The  treadmill  is  constructed  for  26  prisoners  at  one  time. 
They  are  divided  by  partitions  and  are  always  under  the  eye 
of  the  officer  in  charge.  The  power  is  used  for  raising  water 
for  the  use  of  the  prison. 

Sixty -seven  men  are  employed  in  working  looms,  and  seven 
in  working  a  mat-shearing  machine. 
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Hard  Labour  of  the  2nd  Class, 
The   prisoners   also   work   at    oakum   picking,  tailoring, 

shoemaking,  wood  chopping,  bookbinding,   basket  making, 

and  as  carpenters,  engineers,   bricklayers,  and  various  other 

trades.     See  the  annexed  table. 

The  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  by  prisoners  who 

have  nut  been  previously  convicted,  selected  by  the  governor 

for  the  approval  of  the  visiting  justices. 

The  prisoners  are  employed  for  10  hours  daily  in  labour, 

and  8 J  hours  are  allowed  for  sleep. 

E-ELIGIOUS   AND  SCHOLASTIC    INSTRUCTION. 

The  chaplain  and  schoolmaster  continue  the  duties  de- 
scribed in  my  last  report.  The  schoolmaster's  classes  average 
about  130  adults,  youths,  and  boys.  The  schoolmistress 
instructs  the  t^emales  for  2  hours  on  four  days  in  the  week, 
and  superintend  the  knitting  and  needlework.  The  prison 
is  well  supplied  with  books.  "  The  usual  facilities "  are 
afforded  to  Romanists,  Jews,  and  Dissenters  for  seeing  their 
own  ministers.

The  surgeon  attends  daily,  Sundays  included,  and  twice 
when  required. 

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  is  described  as  very 
good,  though,  in  consequence  of  the  prevalence  of  illness 
elsewhere,  a  larger  number  of  cases  than  usual  have  appeared 
in  the  prison,  including  5  of  fever,  1  of  small-pox,  and  1  of 
cholera. 

The  provisions  are  very  good  in  quality,  and  quite  suffi- 
cient for  maintaining  health.  The  clothing  and  bedding  are 
satisfactory. 

Eight  deaths  have  occurred  from  natural  causes,  six  pri- 
soners have  been  pardoned  on  medical  grounds,  and  two 
lunatics  have  been  removed  to  an  asylum. 

Punishment  has  been  inflicted  1,236  times  on  males  and 
35  times  on  females,  viz, : —

The  bed  wards  are  unlocked  at  6  a.m.  in  summer  and  7 
in  winter,  and  the  prisoners  have  access  to  their  sleeping 
wards  between  the  hours  of  9  p.m.  and  9  a.m.  All  lights 
in  the  sleeping  and  day  wards  are  extinguished  at  half-past 
10  p.m.

Religious  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers  daily  and  performs  full  services 
on  Sunday,  and  also  preaches  on  Wednesday  and  Friday. 
There  is  a  good  library,  to  which  the  prisoners  have  free 
access. 

A  fund  called  '^  the  Sheriffs'  Fund,"  at  the  disposal  of 
the  chairman  of  the  prison  committee,  is  distributed  through 
the  governor  to  the  most  necessitous  of  the  prisoners  on 
their  discharge,  in  order  to  enable  them  to  reach  their 
homes. 

The  chaplain  states  that  prisoners  of  all  denominations 
frequently  attend  the  chapel  services. 

*'  All  persons  not  of  the  Church  of  England  are  allowed 
*'  full  liberty  to  receive  at  any  time  the  instruction  of  their 
*'  own  minister,  and  this  fact  is  well  understood  throughout 
'  the  prison." 

Health. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  daily,  or  as  much  oftener 
as  necessary ;  visits  the  infirmary  and  attends  to  the  applica- 
tions made  to  him. 

The  amount  of  illness  during  the  past  year  has  rather 
exceeded  the  average  in  consequence  of  the  prevalence  of 
diarrhoea  during  the  summer,  but  no  case  of  cholera  occurred 
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in  the  prison.  The  dietary  is  thought  sufficient,  except  in 
cases  of  illness,  when  such  additions  as  are  necessary  are 
ordered  by  the  surgeon.  The  clothing  and  bedding  are 
quite  sufficient. 

One  sleeping  ward  has  been  altered  so  as  to  reduce  the 
number  of  sleeping  compartments  from  16  to  12. 

All  the  rules  in  Schedule  1  of  the  Prison  Act,  applicable 
to  a  debtors'  prison,  are  stated  by  the  governor  to  be 
observed.

Labour  and  Employment. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  \st  Class, 

The    prisoners   work   on    the    treadmill,    and    at    stone- 
breaking. 

The  treadmill  is  constructed  for   10  at  one  time.     They 
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are  divided  by  partitions  on  the  wheel  and  are  always  under 
the  observation  of  an  officer. 

The  task  at  stonebreaking  is  at  the  rate  of  one  ton  per 
day  of  10  hours. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  2nd  Class, 

The  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  by  well-conducted 
prisoners  who  have  served  three  months  of  their  sentences. 
The  selection  is  made  by  the  visiting  justices. 


Eeligious  and  Scholastic  Instkuction. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers  daily  and  performs  two  services 
on  Sundays.  He  also  visits  each  prisoner  twice  a  week^  and 
the  sick  and  those  under  punishment  daily. 

The  prisoners  are  efficiently  instructed  in  reading,  writing, 
and  arithmetic,  the  males  by  the  schoolmaster,  and  the 
females  by  the  female  warder.  There  is  an  abundant  supply 
of  books.  A  ^'  Prisoners^  Relief  Fund,"  supported  by  volun- 
tary contributions,  has  affi^rded  considerable  assistance  to 
prisoners  on  their  discharge. 

'^  Prisoners  of  religious  denominations  differing  from  the 
'^  Established  Church  are  offered  the  privilege  of  being 
"  visited  by  their  own  ministers  without  originating  a 
"  request  to  that  effect." 

The  surgeon  attends  the  prison  daily,  and  makes  an  ex- 
amination of  the  prisoners  once  a  week. 

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 

The  diet  is  considered  by  the  surgeon  to  be  sufficient  but 
not  excessive,  and  sufficient  clothing  and  bedding  are  supplied 
to  the  prisoners. 

One  lunatic  has  been  removed  to  an  asylum. 

The  governor  states  that  the  rules  in  Schedule  1  have  been 
observed  as  closely  as  they  can  be  applied  to  this  prison,  and 
that  any  breaches  of  them  are  attributed  to  the  state  of  the 
prison,  which  does  not  admit  of  prisoners  being  entirely 
separated. 

Punishment  (by  confinement  in  solitary  or  dark  cells)  has 
been  inflicted  on  males  54,  and  on  females  15  times.

Labour  and  Employment. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  First  Class. 

The  prisoners  work  on  the  treadmill  20  at  one  time 
divided  by  partitions  and  always  under  the  inspection  of  an 
officer.  No  use  is  made  of  the  povsrer.  A  single  handed  crank 
is  used  occasionally  for  pumping  water. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  Second  Class. 

Shoe-making,  tailoring,  gardening,  mat-making,  and 
cleaning ;  for  the  women,  picking  oakum,  sewing,  washing, 
and  knitting 

Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers  daily,  and  performs  two  services 
on  Sundays,  and  preaches  twice.  He  visits  the  sick  and 
refractory  prisoners  daily  and  others  twice  a  week. 

The  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress  visit  prisoners  on 
admission,  and  keep  a  register  of  their  educational  attain- 
ments, &c. 

Three  hours  daily  is  the  average  period  devoted  to 
instruction.  These  officers  are  well  qualified  and  give 
satisfaction.     The  supply  of  books  is  sufficient. 
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A  society  was  formed  last  year  for  the  relief  of  prisoners 
on  their  discharge,  and  employs  an  agent  to  seek  employment 
for,  and  otherwise  aid,  such  prisoners,  about  75  have  been 
thus  assisted  since  April  186  and  six  women  have  been  sent 
to  penitentiaries. 

The  chaplain  believes  that  on  admission  of  prisoners 
"  record  is  made  of  their  profession  of  religion,  and  every 
"  facility  is  afforded  for  the  ministry  of  their  respective 
"  denominations  to  visit  all  those  different  from  the  reformed 
"  Church  of  England.  No  request  to  that  effect  is  necessary 
'^  on  the  part  of  prisoners." 


Health. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  sick  daily,  and  other  prisoners 
twice  a  week,  and  oftener  when  required.  The  health  of  the 
prisoners  has  been  good.  The  diet  is  considered  sufficient, 
and  is  of  good  quality.  Sufficient  clothing  and  bedding  are 
supplied  to  the  prisoners. 

Two  deaths  have  taken  place  from  natural  causes,  and  one 
prisoner  has  been  pardoned  on  medical  grounds.

Labour  and  Employment, 

As  hard  labour  of  the  1st  Class  prisoners  work  at  the 
treadmill  and  at  stone  breaking.  The  former  is  constructed 
for  24  at  one  time,  and  the  prisoners  are  divided  by  partitions 
and  always  under  the  supervision  of  an  officer.  The  power 
is  used  to  pump  water  for  the  use  of  the  prison  and  grind 
corn.  At  stone  breaking  the  task  required  is,  of  the  largest 
size,  2  tons  ;  of  the  second  size,  ^  a  ton  ;  and  of  the  third  size, 
2  cwt. 

The  male  prisoners  are  also  employed  in  mat  making, 
tailoring,  clog  making,  and  other  trades,  and  the  females  in 
washing,  ironing,  baking,  repairing  clothing,  and  cleaning. 

The  ser^dce  of  the  prison  is  also  performed  by  convicted 
prisoners  certified  by  the  surgeon  as  incapable  of  performing 
hard  labour  and  prisoners  not  sentenced  to  hard  labour,  the 
selection  being  made  by  the  visiting  justices. 

Ten  hours  are  allotted  to  labour  in  summer  and  eight  hours 
and  a  half  in  winter.     Ten  hours  are  allowed  for  sleep. 

Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  performs  divine  service  on  Sunday,  Christmas 
Day,  Good  Friday,  and  Fast  Days,  and  visits  the  prisoners 
weekly.     There  is  a  good  supply  of  books.     "  Prisoners  are 
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"  offered  the  services  of  their  own  ministers ;  but  they  never 
"  avail  themselves  of  the  offer,  except  Roman  Catholics,  and 
"  those  but  very  seldom,  not  more  than  twice  during  the  last 
"  year." 

Health. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  at  least  four  times  in  the 
week,  examines  prisoners  on  admission,  and  every  prisoner 
once  a  week.  The  general  condition  of  the  prisoners'  health 
has  been  good.  The  surgeon  has  not  yet  been  able  to  form 
an  opinion  of  the  working  of  the  dietary  lately  introduced, 
but  considers  that  it  is  certainly  not  excessive.  The  clothing 
and  bedding  are  sufficient. 

A  prisoner  for  trial  named  Alfred  Newton  escaped  on  the 
19th  December  1865,  was  apprehended  at  Chesterfield  upon 
another  charge  of  burglary,  convicted  in  the  name  of 
Arthur  Francis  Larrell  and  sentenced  to  5  years  penal 
servitude. 

The  part  of  the  prison  appropriated  to  male  criminals  has 
been  reconstructed,  and  the  prisoners  are  now  confined  in 
separate  cells. 

Punishment  has  been  inflicted  17  times  on  male  prisoners 

viz.

The  governor  states  that  every  rule  in  Schedule  1  of  the 
Prisons'  Act  is  observed  in  the  prison,  with  the  exception  of 
Rule  20,  there  being  no  difference  in  the  colour  of  the 
clothing  of  untried  and  convicted  prisoners.

A 
portion  of  the  criminal  prisoners  sleep  on  iron  bedsteads,  or 
a  sheet  of  cast  iron,  and  others  in  hammocks.  They  rise  at 
6  a.m.,  and  retire  at  8.30  p.m.  throughout  the  year. 

When  the  prisoners  are  in  association,  an  officer  is  always 
present. 


Diet. 

The  provisions  and  stores  are  supplied  by  contract,  and 
the  average  weekly  cost  of  food  per  head  is  25.  6d. 

The  dietary  in  use  is  that  which  was  certified  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  in  the  year  1850. 
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Labour  and  Employ^ieist. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  First  Class. 

The  prisoners  work  on  tlie  treadmill,  which  is  constructed 
for  46  at  one  time.  They  are  divided  from  one  another^ 
and  always  under  the  supervision  of  an  officer.  The  power 
is  applied  to  raising  water  for  the  use  of  the  prison.  Task 
work  at  cocoa  matting  weaving  and  rope  beating  is  also 
done  by  the  prisoners. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  Second  Class. 

The  prisoners  are  employed  in  making  door  mats,  sacks, 
and  house  bags,  oakum  and  hair  picking,  and  shoemaking. 

The  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  by  prisoners  who 
are  unfit  for  hard  labour,  selected  by  the  governor  from  the 
best  conducted. 

The  period  allotted  to  labour  is  from  10^  to  11  hours, 
and  9  hours  are  allowed  for  sleep. 

Keligious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  a  selection  from  the  Prayer  Book  daily, 
and  performs  service  on  Sunday,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good 
Friday.  He  also  sees  each  prisoner  on  admission  and  dis- 
charge, and  once  a  month,  and  visits  the  sick. 

The  schoolmaster  teaches  reading  and  writing,  and  gives 
moral  and  religious  lessons  from  appointed  books.  He 
discharges  his  duties  satisfactorily.  There  is  a  good  supply 
of  books. 

No  society  exists  for  aiding  discharged  prisoners,  but  there 
is  a  fund  of  about  8/.  per  annum  partly  applicable  to  this 
purpose. 

*'  The  governor  always  explains  to  each  prisoner  his 
"  privileges  when  he  first  sees  him  relative  to  matters  of 
"  religion." 

Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  daily,  and  oftener  if  required.  The 
general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 

The  dietary  is  considered  sufficient,  but  not  excessive, 
and  the  quality  of  the  provisions  has  been  good.  The 
prisoners' are  supplied  with  sufficient  clothing  and  bedding. 

Three  deaths  have  occurred  from  natural  causes. 

Punishment  has  been  inflicted,  by  stoppage  of  diet,  Q5 
times  on  male  prisoners. 
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A  few  minor  alterations  have  been  made  in  the  cliscii)llne, 
in  order  to  bring  it  into  more  complete  conformity  with  the 
Prisons  Act. 

Tlie  prison  staff  includes  12  male  and  one  female  sub- 
ordinate officers,  whose  united  annual  salaries  amount  to 
664^.  Us.  Od.

The  prisoners  work  on  the  treadmill,  which  is  constructed 
for  28  at  one  time,  divided  by  partitions  and  always  under 
the  observation  of  an  officer.  The  power  is  applied  to 
pumping  water  for  the  use  of  the  prison. 

Four  cranks  are  also  in  use  for  prisoners  under  16,  and 
men  unfit  for  hard  labour.     The  power  is  not  used. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  2nd  Class. 

The  prisoners  are  employed  in  mat-making,  weaving,  and 
other  industrial  occupations. 

For  the  service  of  the  prison  the  governor  selects  prisoners 
not  liable  to  hard  labour  of  the  1  st  class. 

The  hours  for  labour  are  in  summer  from  6  a.m.  to  6  p.m. 
and  in  winter  from  7  a.m.  to  6  p.m.  In  winter  10 J  and  in 
summer  8J  hours  are  allowed  for  sleep. 
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Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers,  and  instructs  prisoners  pri- 
vately daily,  and  performs  two  services  on  Sunday,  with  two 
sermons.  He  visits  the  sick  and  superintends  the  school 
and  library.  There  is  a  qualified  schoolmaster  who  gives 
satisfaction  to  the  chaplain,  and  the  prison  is  well  supplied 
with  books. 

Health. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  daily,  and  sees  each  prisoner 
once  a  week  and  the  sick  daily.  The  health  of  the  prisoners 
has  been  good.  The  diet  is  considered  to  be  sufficient  with- 
out being  excessive,  and  the  quality  of  the  provisions  is  good. 
The  clothing  is  sufficient,  but  an  extra  blanket  has  been 
ordered  in  severs  weather. 

One  death  has  taken  place  from  natural  causes.

The  tread-mill  is  used,  and  20  prisoners  can  work  at  the 
same  time  in  separate  stalls  under  the  observation  of  an 
officer.    The  power  is  occasionally  applied  to  pumping  water. 

Eight  cranks  are  worked  for  1  hour  daily  (Sundays  ex- 
cepted), to  pump  water  for  the  use  of  the  prison.  They 
can  also  be  used  as  a  fire  engine. 

Task  work  is  also  done  on  a  heavy  Mailing  loom. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  Second  Class, 

The  prisoners  are  employed  in  weaving  sacking  and 
canvass,  sack  making,  picking  oakum  by  task,  washing, 
tailoring,  shoemaking,  quill  winding,  and  cleaning. 

The  prison  services  are  performed  by  prisoners  committed 
for  misdemeanour,  the  selection  being  made  by  the  governor 
under  the  direction  of  the  visiting  justices. 

The  hours  for  sleep  are  from  9  p.m  to  5.50  in  summer, 
with  1  hour  additional  in  winter.

Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers  daily,  and  performs  two 
services  on  Sunday,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday.  He 
visits  the  sick  daily.  The  schoolmaster  instructs  daily,  and 
occasionally  acts  as  warder.  He  is  qualified,  and  gives 
satisfaction.  The  prison  is  sufficiently  supplied  with  books. 
Prisoners  of  religious  denominations  differing  from  the 
Established  Church  are  not  now  offered  the  privilege  of 
being  visited  by  their  own  ministers,  without  originating  a 
request  to  that  effect,  though  such  was  the  case  under  the 
former  rule. 

Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  the  sick  daily,  or  visits  the  prison 
and  all  the  prisoners  once  a  week.  The  health  of  the 
prisoners  has  been  good.  The  dietary  is  thought  to  be 
sufficient,  but  not  more  than  sufficient,  and  the  quality  of 
the  provisions  is  good.  The  prisoners  are  well  supplied 
with  clothing  and  bedding. 

Two  prisoners  have  died  from  natural  causes.

The  time  allotted  to  labour  is  10  hours,  and  nine  hours  in 
summer,  and  9^  in  winter  are  allowed  for  sleep. 

Eeligious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers  daily  and  twice  on  Sundays, 
Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday  with  a  sermon.  He 
instructs  the  prisoners  on  four  days  in  the  week  either  by 
addresses,  catechising,  exposition,  or  hearing  them  recite 
lessons,  and  visits  each  one  privately  once  a  week  and  the 
sick,  &c.,  daily.  He  also  sees  prisoners  on  admission  and 
discharge.  There  is  no  schoolmistress,  but  the  visiting 
justices  have  accepted  the  offer  of  the  chaplain  to  instruct 
prisoners  under  long  sentences  in  reading.  There  is  an 
ample  supply  of  books. 

"Prisoners  belono'ing  to  other  denominations  than  the 
"  Established  Church  may  poo  a  minister  of  their  own 
'^  persuasion  on  application,  but  the  privilege  is  very  rarely 
"  embraced." 

Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  and  inspects  the  prisoners  twice  a 
week,  and  oftener  when  necessary.  Their  health  has  been 
generally  good.  The  provisions  are  good  in  quality  and  the 
diet  sufficient  for  health. 

The  prisoners  are  supplied  with  sufficient  clothing  and 
bedding.

Hard  Labour  of  the  1st  Class, 

The  prisoners  work  at  the  treadmill  (which  is  constructed 
for  eight  at  one  time)  in  separate  partitions,  and  always 
under  the  observation  of  an  officer.  The  power  is  not  made 
available  for  any  purpose. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  2nd  Class. 

Consists  in  pumping  water  for  the  use  of  the  prison, 
picking  oakum,  hair,  bass,  manilla,  wool,  &c.,  mat  makino-, 
mattress  washing,  and  repamng  prison  clothing,  and  cleanino-, 
painting,  whitewashing,  &c. 

The  governor  selects  for  the  service  of  the  prison  well- 
conducted  prisoners,  who  have  performed  hard  labour  of  the 
1st  class  for  three  months. 

Ten  hours  daily  are  allotted  to  work,  and  9^  hours  in 
summer  and  10  in  winter  are  allowed  for  sleep. 


Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The   chaplain   reads  prayers  daily,  and  performs  two  full 
services  with  sermons  on  Sundays.     He  visits  the  sick  daily. 
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and  instructs  the  prisoners  in  chapel  on  Friday.  The  school- 
master teachers  the  prisoners  daily  from  5.30  to  7.30  p.m., 
and  is  well  qualified  and  efficient.  There  is  a  sufficient 
supply  of  books.  No  society  exists  for  the  relief  of  dis- 
charged prisoners,  but  there  is  a  grant  of  115/.  from  Rebecca 
Hussey's  Charity. 

"All  prisoners  on  entering  the  gaol  are  asked  to  state 
"  their  religious  denomination,  and  are  offered  the  services 
"  of  their  own  minister."

The  treadmill  is  in  use,  and  is  constructed  for  14  prisoners 
at  one  time,  who  are  divided  by  partitions  and  always  under 
an  officer's  observation.

For  the  service  of  the  prison  the  governor  selects  well- 
conducted  prisoners  who  have  served  three  months  of 
sentences  not  under  six  months  in  the  whole. 

The  period  allotted  to  labour  is  9  hours  in  summer  and 
*J\  hours  in  winter,  and  10  hours  in  summer  and  11;^  hours 
in  winter  are  allowed  for  sleep. 

Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers  daily,  and  performs  two  ser- 
vices and  preaches  a  sermon  on  Sunday,  Christmas  Day,  and 
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Good  Friday.  He  holds  a  Bible  Class  and  visits  each 
prisoner  once  in  each  week.  The  sick  are  visited  daily. 
The  chaplain  and  a  competent  warder  teach  the  boys  on  five 
days  in  the  week.  The  sub-matron  acts  efficiently  as  school- 
mistress. 

The  prison  is  well  supplied  with  books.  

"  When  any  prisoner  professes  himself  to  be  of  a  religious 
^'  persuasion  other  than  that  of  the  Established  Church,  he 
"  is  told  that  he  has  the  option  of  declining  the  religious 
"  teaching  of  the  chaplain  and  attendance  on  public  worship, 
"  and  is  asked  if  he  would  wish  to  be  visited  by  a  priest  or 
*'  minister  of  his  persuasion." 

Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  daily,  and  oftener  when  necessary. 
The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good.  The 
diet  is  considered  to  be  sufficient  and  not  more  than 
sufficient,  and  the  quality  of  the  provisions  is  good.  The 
clothing  and  bedding  are  sufficient.

Labour  and  Employment. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  First  Class. 

The  prisoners  work  on  the  treadmill,  eigiit  at  one  time, 
exclusive  of  reliefs.  There  are  no  partitions,  and  as  the 
officer  is  also  occupied  in  the  kitchen  adjoining,  the  prisoners 
are  net  at  all  times  under  supervision.  The  power  is  not 
used.

Hard  Labour  of  the  Second  Ciass, 

For  the  service  of  the  prison  the  governor,  as  a  general 
rule,  selects  for  the  approval  of  the  visiting  justices  the 
weak  and  infirm,  and  those  who  have  been  longest  con- 
fined. 

Nine  hours  per  day  are  allotted  to  labour  in  summer  and 
six  hours  in  winter.  In  summer  11  J;  hours  and  in  winter 
15-^  hours  are  allowed  for  sleep,  but  prisoners  are  not 
required  to  remain  so  long  in  their  beds. 

Eeligious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  performs  two  services  on  Sundays,  and  one 
on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays.  The  prison  is  not  well 
supplied  with  books. 
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Prisoners  receive  assistance  on  their  discharge  from  a 
fund  of  4Z.  per  annum,  administered  by  the  governor. 

"  Roman  Catholic  prisoners  are  offered  the  privilege  of 
"  being  visited  by  their  priest  without  originating  a  request 
"  to  that  effect." 

Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  at  the  prison  daily,  and  examines 
newly-admitted  prisoners,  and  visits  the  sick.  The  health 
of  the  prisoners  has  been  very  good.  The  provisions  are 
of  good  quality,  and  the  dietary  is  considered  sufficient. 
Sufficient  bedding  and  clothing  are  provided,  but  the  warm- 
ing and  ventilation  are  defective. 

One  death  has  occurred  from  natural  causes.

Hard  Labour  of  the  1st  Class. 

The  prisoners  work  1st  at  the  treadmill,  which  is  con- 
structed for  12  at  one  time.  There  are  no  partitions  on  the 
wheel,  and  though  an  officer  is  always  present  the  supervi- 
sion is  very  ineft'ectlve. 

The  power  is  used  for  grinding  corn.  The  treadmill 
labour  has  lately  been  discontinued  owing  to  the  machinery 
being  in  want  of  repair,  and  the  entire  reconstruction  of  the 
wheel  is  intended. 

2nd.  At  a  crank  pump  on  which  12  can  work,  used  to 
raise  water  for  prison  purposes. 

3rd.  At  stonebreaking.  No  special  task  is  assigned,  but 
continuous  work  is  ensured  by  the  presence  of  a  warder. 


Hard  Labour  of  the  2nd  Class. 

The  prisoners  are  employed  in  picking  oakum,  and  the 
males  have  also  been  occupied  in  the  alterations  made  in  the 
yards  and  buildings  during  the  past  year. 
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The  service  of  the  prison  is  also  performed,  such  prisoners 
being  selected  as  have  undergone  three  months  hard  labour 
at  the  treadmill. 

The  time  allotted  to  labour  is  10  hours  in  summer  and  6 
in  winter,  and  10  hours  are  allowed  for  sleep  in  summer  and 
14  in  winter. 


Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  a  selection  from  the  prayer  book  daily, 
and  performs  full  service  on  Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  and 
Good  Friday,  and  preaches  a  sermon. 

He  also  visits  each  prisoner  once  a  month. 

There  is  no  schoolmaster  or  schoolmistress,  but  the  prison 
is  fairly  well  supplied  with  books. 

In  the  absence  of  a  society  for  the  relief  of  discharged 
prisoners  an  attempt  is  made  to  rfford  a  slight  aid  by  private 
charity,  and  by  the  county  through  the  governor. 

Prisoners  of  denominations  differing  from  the  Church  of 
England  are  not  always  offered  the  privilege  of  being  visited 
by  their  own  ministers  without  originating  a  request  to  that 
effgct,  but  it  is  understood  among  the  prisoners  that  such 
privilege  exists. 


Health. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  twice  weekly  or  oftener  if 
required.  He  speaks  favourably  of  the  general  condition  of 
the  prisoners'  health,  and  considers  the  diet  good  and  suffi- 
cient. The  quality  of  the  potatoes  has  not  been  good.  The 
clothinoc  and  bedding  are  sufficient.  No  artificial  ventila- 
tion  exists  in  the  prison. 

A  new  house  has  been  built  for  the  matron  principally  by 
the  prisoners  labour. 

Plans  are  on  foot  for  warming  and  ventilating  the  prison, 
when  an  entire  alteration  of  discipline  will  take  place. 

Punishment  has  been  inflicted  by  stoppage  of  diet,  10 
times  on  male  prisoners,  and  once  on  a  female.

Labour  and  Employment. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  1st  Class. 

The  kinds  employed  are  shot  drill,  cranks,  hard  labour 
machines,  and  mangling. 

The  ground  for  shot  drill  is  calculated  for  72  men. 

There  is  a  cellular  crank  in  the  cells  for  females,  and 
cranks  are  used  for  pumping  water  on  which  24  men  can 
work  at  one  time,  are  used  for  pumping  water. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  2nd  Class, 

Consists  in  oakum  picking,  matmaking,  tailoring,  clog 
making,  and  washing  and  ironing  for  females. 

The  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  by  men  who  have 
served  three  months'  imprisonment.  The  selection  has 
hitherto  been  made  by  warders. 

In  summer  eight  hours  are  allowed  to  hard  labour  of  the 
1st  class,  and  one  hour  to  that  of  the  2nd  class,  and  in  the 
winter  6 J  and  IJ  hours  respectively.  lOJ  hours  are  allowed 
for  sleep  in  winter  and  9  in  summer. 
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Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers  daily  except  on  Saturdays,  and 
performs  two  full  services  on  Sunday,  and  instructs  half  the 
prisoners  on  Tuesday  and  Friday,  and  the  remaining  half  on 
Monday  and  Thursday.  He  also  sees  each  prisoner  on 
admission  and  discharge,  and  visits  them  twice  a  week,  and 
about  25  prisoners  on  each  of  four  other  days  of  the 
week.  The  schoolmaster  acts  as  chapel  clerk,  and  teaches 
about  40  prisoners  daily.  The  matron  also  gives  instruction, 
and  both  officers  are  qualified  and  efficient. 

There  is  a  good  supply  of  books,  but  the  prisoners  have 
little  time  for  reading. 

A  prison  charity  fund  exists  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
relief  to  destitute  prisoners  on  their  discharge,  and  sending 
boys  to  reformatories. 

*^  Prisoners  of  a  religion  differing  from  the  established  one 
may  see  their  ministers  if  they  desire  it." 


Health. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  daily,  and  examines  the 
prisoners  twice  a  week.  Their  general  health  has  been  good. 
The  dietary  is  thought  sufficient,  and  the  provisions  are  of 
good  quality.  The  prisoners  are  supplied  with  sufficient 
clothing  and  bedding. 

.  Two  deaths  have  taken  place  from  natural  causes,  and  one 
lunatic  has  been  removed  to  an  asylum.

Labour  and  Employment. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  1st  Class. 

This  consists  of,  1st.  The  treadoiill,  at  which  27  can  work 
at  once.  The  prisoners  are  divided  by  partitions,  and 
always  under  the  observation  of  officers.  The  power  is  used 
for  pumping  water,  and  it  is  intended  to  grind  corn.  2nd. 
Hard  labour  machines,  or  cranks,  of  which  there  are  10. 
3rd.  Cranks  for  pumping  water,  at  which  six  prisoners  work 
at  once.  4th.  Stonebreaking  (not  tasked).  5th.  Flax- 
dressing  and  rope-beating. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  2nd  Class, 

The  male  prisoners  are  employed  in  mat-making,  oakum 
picking,  tailoring,  shoemaking,  masonry,  carpentry,  and 
painting.  The  females  in  washing,  cleaning,  ironing,  knittino-, 
sewing,  and  oakum  picking. 

The  prison  service  is  performed  by  prisoners  committed 
for  misdemeanour,  and  those  who,  having  performed  three 
months  hard  labour  of  the  1st  class,  are  undergoing  hard 
labour  of  the  2nd  class.  The  selection  is  made  by  the 
governor.  Ten  hours  daily  are  allotted  to  work,  and  eight 
hours  are  allowed  for  sleep. 
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Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chn  plain  visits  the  prison  for  at  least  three  hours  daily. 
The  schoolmaster  attends  for  10  hours,  and  gives  such 
amount  of  instruction  as  can  be  given  in  the  cells  out  of 
working  hours.  The  schoolmistress  attends  six  hours  daily, 
chiefly  for  the  instruction  of  prisoners.  Both  are  competent 
officers  and  give  satisfaction  to  the  chaplain. 

The  prison  has  been  well  supplied  with  books. 

'^  Roman  Catholic  prisoners  are  requested  to  receive  the 
visits  of  a  minister  of  their  denomination.  Other  dissenters 
are  allowed  to  exercise  their  own  choice." 


Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  almost  daily,  and  as  often  as  neces- 
sary. Each  prisoner  is  seen  by  him  on  admission.  The 
prisoners  have  been  healthy  during  the  past  year.  The 
dietary  is  considered  to  be  sufficient,  but  not  more  than  is 
required.  Sufficient  clothing  and  bedding  are  supplied  to 
the  prisoners.  One  prisoner  has  been  pardoned  on  medical 
grounds,  and  one  lunatic  removed  to  an  asylum. 


Ten  hard  labour  cranks  have  been  provided,  the  treadwheel 
extended  and  ventilated  by  a  lantern  roof,  and  a  bridge 
carried  across  from  the  corridor,  enabling  prisoners  to  reach 
the  treadwheel  without  danger  of  communication  with  per- 
sons passing  the  main  passage  to  the  prison. 

The  flax  shed  has  been  enlarged,  and  its  ventilation  im- 
proved. A  new  mill  house  has  been  erected,  with  store- 
rooms and  all  necessary  apparatus  for  grinding  corn  to  make 
bread  for  the  prison.  Two  ovens  have  been  erected  for 
baking  bread. 

The  rain  water  from  various  roofs  of  the  buildings  has 
been  carried  by  pipes  underground  to  the  soft  water  tanks 
after  passing  filtered  tanks,  and,  if  fit,  will  be  used  for 
general  purposes. 

The  prisoners  received  at  this  prison  under  contract  from 
the  county  of  Middlesex  complain  that  the  treadwheel  work 
is  more  severe  than  at  Coldbath  Fields.  It  appears  that  the 
prisoners  at  the  latter  prison  being  much  in  excess  of  the 
available  space  upon  the  wheels  are  not  able  to  be  worked 
for  the  same  number  of  hours  as  they  are  here. 
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Punishment  has  been  inflicted  37  times  on  male,  and  10 
times  on  female  prisoners,  viz.  : —

Labour  and  Employment. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  \st  Class, 

Consists  In,  1st.  The  treadmill,  on  which  33  prisoners  can 
work,  exclusive  of  reliefs.  They  are  divided  by  partitions, 
and  also  under  the  supervision  of  officers.  The  power  is 
applied  to  grinding  corn.  2nd.  Hard-labour  machines. 
3rd.  Cranks  worked  by  one  man,  two  of  which  are  in  use 
for  pumping  water.  4th.  Stone-breaking  No  task  is 
assigned.     5th.  Eope-beatlng. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  2nd.  Class. 

The  prisoners  are  employed  in  oakum  or  ropepicking, 
tailoring,  shoemaking,  matmaking,  and  weaving. 

The  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  by  prisoners  selected 
by  the  governor,  if  possible,  from  those  not  sentenced  to  hard 
labour. 
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The  time  allotted  to  labour  is  10  hours,  and  8  are  allowed 
for  sleep. 

Keligious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  a  selection  of  prayers  daily,  and  per- 
forms full  services  on  Sunday,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good 
Friday,  with  sermons,  and  gives  an  address  twice  a  week. 
In  addition  to  these  duties  he  devotes  two  hours  to  work 
amongst  the  prisoners  daily. 

The  schoolmaster  teaches  for  four  or  five  hours  daily,  and 
the  schoolmistress  teaches  in  the  cells  in  the  evenings.  Both 
these  officers  are  efficient.  The  prison  is  well  supplied  with 
religious  books,  and  there  are  a  few  of  general  information, 

"  Prisoners  of  a  religious  denomination  differing  from  the 
Established  Church  are  readily  permitted  to  see  their  own 
ministers,  but  this  is  not  suggested  to  them." 

Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  daily  to  see  newly  admitted  prisoners 
and  visit  the  sick.  He  also  sees  all  the  prisoners  once  a 
month,  and  examines  them  in  their  cells. 

The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good  during  the  year. 

The  surgeon  considers  that  the  dietary  is  sufficient,  and 
not  more  than  sufficient,  for  maintaining  the  health  of  the 
prisoners,  but  states  those  at  hard  labour  lose  slightly  in 
strength  and  weight. 

The  quality  of  the  provisions  is  good. 

The  bedding  is  sufficient  in  warm  weather,  but  elderly 
prisoners  suffer  from  lying  on  boards  two  months  in  the 
winter. 

Two  deaths  have  occurred  from  natural  causes,  two  pri- 
soners have  been  pardoned  on  medical  grounds,  and  one  has 
been  removed  to  a  lunatic  asylum. 


A  prisoner  escaped  on  the  18th  January  last,  but  was 
recaptured  the  same  day.

The  prisoners  sleep  in  hammocks,  rising  at  5.30  a.m.  and 
retiring  at  9  p.m.  throughout  the  year.  Plank  beds  are 
used  by  prisoners  undergoing  first-class  hard  labour  during 
the  first  two  months  of  imprisonment. 

Diet. 

The  provisions  and  stores  are  supplied  by  contract;

Labour  and  Employment. 

As  hard  labour  of  the  first  class  the  prisoners  work  at 
stone-breaking,  at  which  no  task  is  imposed,  and  at  pumping 
water. 

As  second  class  hard  labour  they  are  employed  in  oakum- 
picking  and  cleaning  the  prison. 

The  necessary  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  by 
prisoners  of  the  second  class,  and  when  necessary  by  those 
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of  the  first  class.     The  selection  is  made  by  the  governor, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  visiting  justices. 

Nine    hours   per  day  are    devoted  to  labour,  and    eight 
hours  and  a  half  are  allowed  for  sleep. 


Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers  and  visits  the  sick  daily,  and 
generally  gives  religious  instruction  after  prayers.  He  per- 
forms two  services  on  Sundays  and  great  festivals,  and 
preaches  a  sermon.  Four  hours  a  day  are  occupied  by  these 
duties  in  the  prison. 

The  schoolmaster  attends  chapel  on  Sundays,  and  on  week- 
days from  8  a.m.  to  1  p.m.,  from  2  to  3  p.m.  and  from  6.30 
to  8  p.m.,  except  on  Saturdays,  when  he  attends  from  8  a.m. 
to  1.  For  a  portion  of  his  time  he  is  employed  as  clerk  to 
the  governor. 

The  schoolmistress  who  is  also  a  warder  instructs  the 
prisoners  in  their  cells  from  1  to  5  p.m.  Both  these 
officers  are  efficient.  The  prison  is  well  supplied  with 
books. 

Prisoners  needing  assistance  on  leaving  the  prison  are 
relieved  by  the  '^  Bath  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society." 
See  Annual  Report  of  the  Society. 

"  Prisoners  are  asked  on  admission  of  what  religious 
"  sect  they  are,  and  whether,  if  a  minister  of  their  religious 
"  sect  should  come  to  visit  prisoners,  they  desire  to  see  him. 
"  Romish  priests  only  have  visited."  — 

Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  the  prison  daily.  The  health  of  the 
prisoners  is  generally  good.  The  dietary  is  considered  to 
be  sufficient,  but  not  more  abundant  than  is  required  by 
prisoners  at  hard  labour.  The  provisions  are  of  good 
quality,. and  the  clothing  and  bedding  are  sufficient. 

Two  pardons  have  been  granted  on  medical  grounds. 


Three  new  exercise  yards  have  been  added  for  female 
prisoners.     A  tread  wheel  is  in  process  of  construction. 
Punishment  has  been  inflicted  24  times  on  males,*  and

Labour  and  Employment. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  First  Class. 

The  kinds  in  use  are ;  1st,  the  treadmill  which  is  con- 
structed for  48  at  one  time  ;  they  are  divided  by  partitions 
and  are  always  under  the  supervision  of  an  officer  while  at 
work  and  while  resting.  One  officer  has  charge  of  12 
prisoners  and  three  reliefs.  The  power  is  applied  to  grinding 
corn  and  pumping  water;  2d5  hard  labour  machines  are 
used  where  there  is  a  greater  number  of  prisoners  than  can 
be  employed  on  the  tread  wheel  and  cranks.  The  power  is 
applied  to  the  same  purpose.  3d,  stonebreaking,  where 
broken  stones  are  required  for  the  use  of  the  prison; 
4th,  oakum  beating. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  Second  Class. 

Consists  in  oakum-picking,  mat-making,  weaving,  trades, 
and  prison  fatigues. 

The  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  by  classes  4  &  5, 
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i.e.,  prisoners  who  through  industry  have  reached  these 
classes. 

The  minimum  time  in  which  class  4  can  be  reached  is 
5  J  months,  and  in  the  case  of  class  5,  11  months  from 
admission.     The  selection  is  made  by  the  governor. 

The  prisoners  work  for  nine  hours  daily,  class  1  for  10 
hours. 

Eight  hours  are  allowed  for  sleep. 

Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers  daily,  and  performs  two 
services  on  Sunday.  He  sees  all  prisoners  on  admission 
and  discharge,  and  visits  them  daily  when  sick  or  in  punish- 
ment, and  at  other  times  at  his  discretion.  He  examines 
the  male  and  female  schools  frequently.  The  chaplain  also 
conducts  the  correspondence  relating  to  the  gratuities 
allowed  prisoners  for  marks.  His  duties  occupy  upwards  of 
five  hours  daily. 

-^    There  are   two   schoolmasters,  and   the  matron   acts  as 
schoolmistress.     The  schoolmasters  are  engaged  for  six  or. 
seven  hours  daily,  and  all  these  officers  give  satisfaction  to 
the  chaplain. 

The  prison  is  well  supplied  with  books. 

There  is  a  society  for  the  relief  of  prisoners  on  discharge, 
the  income  of  which  is  about  40/.  per  annum. 

''  All  Roman  Catholic  prisoners  are  visited  by  a  Roman 
'^  Catholic  minister  appointed  under  the  Prison  Ministers 
"  Act  without  any  request  on  the  prisoners'  part.  Other 
*'  classes  of  dissenters  are  required  to  make  a  request  to  see 
"  a  minister  of  their  own  persuasion." 

Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  daily.  The  health  of  the  prisoners 
has  been  good.  The  dietary  is  considered  to  be  sufficient 
and  not  more  than  sufficient  for  maintaining  the  health  of 
the  prisoners,  and  the  quality  of  the  provisions  is  good. 
There  has  been  sufficient  clothing  and  bedding. 

Two  deaths  have  occurred  from  natural  causes,  and  one 
prisoner  has  committed  suicide. 

One  prisoner  has  been  pardoned  on  medical  grounds,  and 
five  lunatics  have  been  transferred  to  asylums. 

Punishment  has  beeninfficted  392  times  on  male,  and  134

Religious  and  Scholastic  Instuuction.

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them  daily  when  sick  or  under  punishment.     The  prison  is 
well  supplied  with  books.

Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  the  prison  daily.  The  prisoners  have 
enjoyed  good  health.  The  diet  is  considered  to  be  sufficient, 
and  not  more  than  sufficient,  and  the  quality  of  the  provisions 
is  good.  The  prisoners  are  supplied  with  sufficient  clothing 
and  bedding. 

One  prisoner  has  been  removed  to  a  lunatic  asylum,  and 
one  death  has  taken  place  from  natural  causes. 

Thermometers  are  not  kept  in  the  prison  as  required  by 
Rule  3  of  Schedule  I  of  the  Prisons  Act. 

The  dress  for  prisoners  before  trial  is  the  same  as  that  of 
convicted  prisoners,  which  is  contrary  to  Rule  20. 

The  construction  of  the  prison  is  not  adapted  to  Rule  34, 
which  is  not  therefore  carried  out.

Labour  and  Employment. 

As  hard  labour  of  the  1  st  class,  the  prisoners  work  at  hard 
labour  machines  and  cratdvs. 

Second  class  labour  consists  in  picking  oakum  and  the 
general  v/ork  of  the  prison. 

For  the  prison  service  the  governor  selects  prisoners  at  his 
discretion. 

Eight  hours  per  day  are  devoted  to  labour,  and  9  hours 
are  allowed  for  sleep. 


Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The    chaplain    performs    tw^o    services    on    Sunday,   and 
preaches  once.     He  reads   prayers    daily,  and  preaches  on 
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Wednesday,  and  attends  the  school  five  days  in  the  week  to 
instruct  the  prisoners  in  classes.  The  sick  and  sohtary  are 
visited  by  him  daily. 

The  schoolmaster  attends  on  week  days  from  10  to  12  nnd 
from  2  to  4.45  in  summer,  and  from  2  to  4  in  winter.  The 
schoolmistress  attends  on  week  days  from  4  to  6.  Botli 
efficient,  well  qualified,  and  discharge  their  duties  properl3^ 
There  is  a  good  supply  of  books. 

"  Prisoners  of  denominations  differing  from  the  Established 
''  Church  are  offered  the  privilege  of  being  visited  by  their 
"  own  ministers." 

Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  dail}^  and  sees  all  the  prisoners  twice 
a  week.  Their  health  has  been  good  during  the  past  year. 
The  dietary  is  considered  sufficient,  and  the  provisions  are  of 
good  quality.  The  prisoners  are  sufficiently  provided  with 
clothing  and  bedding.

The  prisoners  are  employed  in  oakum  pickinof,  washing, 
mending,  &;c.  The  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  by- 
prisoners  who  have  been  the  longest  time  in  confinement,  if 
well  conducted.

Health. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  twice  in  the  week,  and  daily 
if  necessary.  The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  generally 
good.  The  diet  is  considered  to  be  sufficient,  and  the  provi- 
sions are  of  good  quaIit3^ 

The  prisoners  are  supplied  with  sufficient  clothing  and 
bedding.

The  Surrey  Society  for  the  Aid  of  Discharged  Prisoners 
renders  assistance  when  required,  but  as  convicted  prisoners 
are  not  permanently  confined  in  this  prison  this  is  seldom 
the  case. 

"  Prisoners  of  a  different  religious  denomination  have 
every  facility  of  being  visited  by  their  own  ministers,  and 
the  suggestion  is  occasionally  made  to  that  effect.  It  is  not, 
however,  the  general  practice  to  make  any  such  suggestion," 

Health. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  daily,  and  examines  all  pri- 
soners on  admission,  and  visits  the  sick.  The  prisoners  "  all 
appear  healthy."  The  dietary  is  considered  sufficient,  and 
the  provisions  are  of  good  quality.  Good  clothing  is  supplied 
to  the  prisoners.

Labour  and  Employment. 
Prisoners  undergoing  hard  labour  of  the  first  class  are 
employed  at  hard  labour  machines,  of  which  there  are  100 
in  the  prison  ;  in  pumping  water  and  grinding  corn  by 
cranks,  of  which  there  are  sufficient  to  occupy  36  prisoners 
at  once  in  the  former,  and  20  in  the  latter  case,  in  addition 
to  27  single  hand  corn  mills  ;  and  in  matmaking  in  looms, 
smutting  and  porterage  of  wheat,  tubbing  oakum,  brick- 
laying, baking,  and  gardening. 
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Hard  labour  of  the  second  class  consists  in  mat  and  sack 
making,  oakum  picking,  cooking,  cleaning,  and  light  trades 
for  the  males,  and  washing  and  laundry  work,  sack  makinof, 
oakum  or  coir  picking,  needlework,  knitting  and  cleaning  for 
the  females. 

The  prison  service  is  performed  by  prisoners  who  have 
served  more  than  three  months  of  their  sentences.  The 
selection  is  made  by  the  governor  for  the  sanction  of  the 
visiting  justices. 

The  time  allotted  to  labour  is  10  hours  per  day,  and  eight 
hours  are  allowed  for  sleep. 

Eeligious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  and  assistant  chaplain  between  them  per- 
perform  Divine  Service  twice  daily  in  the  chapel.  On 
Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday,  they  perform 
the  appointed  morning  and  evening  service  of  the  Church, 
and  preach  a  sermon.  The  holy  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Supper  is  administered  four  times  in  the  year.  They  daily 
visit  the  sick  in  their  cells  and  read  prayers  in  the  infirma- 
ries. They  visit  every  prisoner  on  admission  and  discharge. 
They  also  visit  daily  every  prisoner  under  punishment  for 
prison  offences,  and  those  who  make  special  application  to 
see  them. 

In  addition  to  the  duties  enumerated  above,  each  of  the 
chaplains  takes  upon  himself  the  very  unusual  task  of  lec- 
turing to  the  prisoners  twice  every  week:  a  custom  fraught 
with  much  advantage  to  the  objects  of  their  ministration. 

The  two  schoolmasters  and  the  schoolmistress  take  charge 
of  the  books,  and  issue  them  to  the  prisoners  under  the 
direction  of  the  chaplain.  The  schoolmasters  assemble  the 
prisoners  (that  is  those  of  them  who  wish  to  attend  the 
school)  daily  in  classes  for  the  purpose  of  instruction.  The 
schoolmistress  gives  instruction  from  cell  to  cell.  The 
schoolmasters  also  act  as  chapel  clerks.  These  officers  are 
well  qualified  for  their  work,  and  discharge  their  duties  to 
the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  chaplain.  The  prison  at  the 
present  time  is  tolerably  well  supplied  with  religious  books, 
as  well  as  with  those  of  general  information.  A  society 
exists  for  helping  prisoners  on  their  discharge  from  prison, 
called  "  The  Surrey  Society  for  the  employment  and  reforma- 
tion of  discharged  prisoners."  Its  object  is  to  relieve  desti- 
tute prisoners  on  their  discharge,  and  it  has  been  the  means 
of  rescuing  many  once  depraved  inmates  of  our  prison  from 
their  degraded  state,  and  making  them  honest  and  respectable 
characters. 
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A  priest  of  tlie  Roman  Churcli,  appointed  under  the 
"  Prison  Ministers  Act,"  attends  upon  the  lloman  Catholic 
prisoners,  and  to  him  they  have  access  whenever  they  please. 

Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  three  or  four  times  daily,  according 
to  necessity.  The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been 
good.  The  diet  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  surgeon,  sufficient 
for  maintaining  the  health  and  strength  of  the  prisoners, 
with  one  exception,  viz.,  the  breakfjist  of  those  men  who  are 
solely  employed  at  the  mills.  Taking  into  account  the 
interval  between  supper  and  breakfast  (12  hours),  the  fact 
that  these  prisoners  work  before  breakfast,  and  that  all  so 
employed  lose  weight,  he  is  of  opinion  that  8  oz.  of  bread 
is  not  sufficient  for  their  breakfast. 

The  quality  of  the  provisions  is  good,  and  the  clothing, 
and  bedding  are  sufficient. 

Eleven  deaths  have  taken  place  from  natural  causes. 
Three  prisoners  have  been  pardoned  on  medical  grounds, 
and  14  lunatics  have  been  transferred  to  asylums.

Of  the  cells  for  male  prisoners  six  are  used  as  store-rooms 
and  nine  as  warders'  rooms,  leaving  174  for  prisoners.  Of 
the  latter,  four  have  been  converted  into  two  large  cells  for 
associated  cases  where  ordered  by  the  surgeon.  There  are 
also  two  infirmaries  for  males. 

Of  the  cells  for  females  three  are  used  as  warder's 
rooms,  and  one  as  a  school-room,  leaving  45  for  prisoners, 
of  which  number  four  have  been  turned  into  association 
cells.  There  is  an  infirmary  for  females  containing  two 
rooms. 

All  the  cells  for  criminals  are  warmed,  ventilated,  lighted, 
and  provided  with  bells. 

The  female  prisoners  sleep  in  beds,  the  males  in  hammocks, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  surgeon. 

Ee-convicted  male  prisoners  sleep  on  plank  beds  for  the 
first  14  days,  and  prisoners  convicted  for  the  first  time  if 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  1 4  days  or  under,  sleep  on  the 
same  for  the  first  seven  days. 

Prisoners  in  the  yards  or  at  the  cranks  are  always 
under  supervision.  When  in  association  by  order  of  the 
surgeon,  or  for  want  of  space  (three  in  one  cell)  continual 
supervision  is  impracticable,  but  they  are  visited  when 
requisite.

Labour  and  Employment. 

The  hard  labour  of  the  1st  Class  consists  in  working  hard 
labour  machines,  of  which  there  are  68,  chiefly  of  Under- 
hay's  manufacture. 

As  2nd  Class  labour  the  prisoners  are  employed  in  oakum 
picking,  mat  and  mop  making,  wool  and  coir  picking,  tailor- 
ing and  shoemaking  for  the  prison,  occasionally  in  gardening, 
carpentry,  painting,  &c.  cooking,  and  cleaning  the  prison. 

The  females  do  laundry  work. 

The  prison  service  is  performed  by  well  conducted  pri- 
soners, selected  by  the  Governor  for  the  approval  of  the 
Visiting  Justices,  and  the  choice  is  made,  if  possible  from 
among  those  convicted  for  the  first  time,  and  sentenced  to 
hard  labour  for  long  terms,  a  certain  period  of  which  must 
have  been  completed,  unless  exempted  by  the  surgeon. 

The  period  employed  in  labour  is  eight  hours  in  summer 
and  seven  and  a  half  hours  in  winter,  inclusive  of  chapel 
and  meals.  Nine  and  a  half  hours  in  summer,  10  hours  in 
March  and  October,  and  lOJ  hours  in  winter  are  allowed  for 
sleep. 

Eeligious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 
The  chaplain  reads  prayers  three  times  and  preaches 
twice  on  Sunday,  and  performs  two  services  on  Christmas 
Day  and  Good  Friday.  He  also  reads  prayers  and  expounds 
Scripture  daily  ;  visits  the  prisoners,  especially  the  sick  and 
others  requiring  his  ministrations.  The  schoolmaster  who  is 
also  chapel  clerk  attends  eight  hours  daily.  The  schoolmistress 
attends  for  three  hours  daily.  Both  officers  discharge  their 
duties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  chaplain.  There  is  an 
adequate  library  of  a  varied  character  attached  to  the  prison. 

*  After  14  days. 
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A  small   fund    exists  for  the  relief  of  prisoners   on   their 
discharge. 

An  extract  from  the  rules  is  hung  up  in  the  cells  in  which 
the  prisoners  are  informed  that  they  have  the  privilege  of 
being  visited  by  their  own  ministers. 

Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  daily  and  oftener  if  necessary.  He 
reports  favourably  of  the  health  of  the  prisoners  which  has 
been  quite  equal  to  the  average  of  the  surrounding  neigh- 
bourhood. The  diet  is  considered  to  be  sufficient  and  the 
provisions  are  good.  The  prisoners  have  sufficient  clothing 
and  beddino;. 

Two  prisoners  have  died  from  natural  causes,  one  has  been 
executed,  and  one  has  committed  suicide. 

Two  pardons  have  been  granted  on  medical  grounds  and 
one  prisoner  has  been  placed  in  a  lunatic  asylum.

Labouj^  and  Employment. 

Hard  labour  of  the  \st  Class. 

The  prisoners  work,  first,  on  the  treadmill,  which  is  con- 
structed for  16  at  one  time.  They  are  divided  by  partitions 
and  always  under  the  observation  of  an  officer.  The  power 
is  not  made  use  of.  Second,  at  hard  labour  machines  of 
which  there  are  hve.  Third,  at  cranks,  three  in  number, 
one  of  which  takes  six,  one  eight,  and  the  other  10  prisoners.

For  males,  oakum  picking  and  other  productive  employ- 
ments. For  females,  laundry  work,  knitting,  needlework? 
&c.

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The  prison  service  will  in  future  be  performed  by  the 
best  conducted  prisoners  selected  by  the  Visiting  Justices. 

The  prisoners  work  within  the  prison  for  nine  and  a 
half  hours  daily,  and  outdoor  work  is  regulated  by  the 
season. 

Ten  hours  has  hitherto  been  allowed  for  sleep,  but  the 
time  will  in  future  be  diminished. 


Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  attends  at  the  prison  for  three  hours  daily, 
reads  prayers  every  morning  and  gives  religious  instruction 
twice  during  the  week.  He  visits  prisoners  on  admission 
and  discharge,  the  sick  and  those  under  punishment,  and  other 
prisoners  in  their  cells  at  his  discretion.  He  performs  two 
full  services  on  Sunday,  and  celebrates  the  Holy  Communion 
several  times  in  the  year. 

The  schoolmaster,  who  is  well  spoken  of  by  the  chaplain, 
attends  for  two  hours  daily  and  teaches  from  cell  to  cell. 
The  matron  instructs  the  females. 

The  supply  of  books  is  but  moderate. 

No  society  exists  for  relieving  discharged  prisoners,  but 
they  are  assisted  by  grants  from  the  magistrates,  and  by 
donations  at  the  discretion  of  the  Governor. 

Prisoners  dissenting  from  the  Church  of  England,  are 
offered  the  privilege  of  being  visited  by  their  own  ministers. 

Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  the  prison  daily  and  visits  each  pri- 
soner twice  a  week.  He  describes  the  health  of  the  pri- 
soners as  very  good.  He  is  of  opinion  that  the  dietary  is  under 
ordinary  circumstances  sufficient,  and  not  more  than  suffi- 
cient, for  maintaining  the  health  of  prisoners,  but  considers 
that  those  undergoing  long  sentences  require  occasional 
changes  in  the  diet. 

The  prisoners  have  sufficient  clothing  and  bedding 
One  prisoner  has  been  pardoned  on  medical  grounds.

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During  the  5' ear  the  arrangements  for  the  inspection  of 
cells  have  been  improved,  and  each  cell  has  been  furnished 
with  a  bell-handle  and  label-plate  communicating  with  a 
gong.     All  the  cells  are  now  lighted  with  gas. 

The  window  ventilators  have  been  improved  and  '^  extract- 
ing ^'  pipes  carried  from  each  cell  to  the  roof. 

The  party  walls  in  passages  have  been  entirely  removed, 
gratings  inserted  in  the  new  passage  floors,  and  large  win- 
dows Opened  at  the  end  of  the  passages.  Four  new  cells 
have  been  made  in  division  A,  from  the  old  day-rooms  for 
debtors  of  the  second  class. 

The  following  alterations  of  discipline  have  been  introduced: 
—  Second  class  debtors  are  now  treated  as  prisoners  for  trial, 
i.  e.  in  separation ;     a   schoolmaster  has  been  appointed,  and 
the  chaplain  relieved  from  this  duty;  an  officer  has  been  ap 
pointed  as  baker  and  cook.

Labour  and  Employment. 

As  hard  labour  of  the  1st  class  the  prisoners  work  at  hard 
labour  maclnnes  and  cranks.  Of  the  latter  there  are  18. 
They  are  used  for  pumping  water  for  the  prison.  They 
also  make  mats  with  a  heavy  beater,  and  weave  cocoa  nut 
matting. 
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Hard  labour  of  the  2d  class  consists  in  picking  oakum, 
tailoring,  shoemaking,  making  light  mats  and  brushmaking. 
The  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  by  prisoners  who  have 
earned  two  good  conduct  marks.  The  selection  is  made  by 
the  governor. 

Nine  hours  are  allotted  to  labour  and  9i  hours  are  allowed 
for  sleep. 

Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers  daily,  and  performs  full  services 
on  Sunday,  and  visits  the  prisoners  as  required  by  the  Prisons 
Act.  A  school  for  males  is  held  five  times  in  the  week,  and 
for  females  twice  a  week.  The  chaplain  is  not  well  satisfied 
with  the  schoolmaster  whom  he  does  not  consider  thoroughly 
qualified. 

The  prison  is  well  supplied  with  books.  There  is  a  dis- 
charged Pjisoners'  Aid  Society  duly  certified,  which  operates 
in  the  usual  manner. 

The  chaplain  reports  that  the  provisions  of  the  law  regard- 
ing the  privileges  of  prisoners  differing  in  religion  from  the 
established  church  are  complied  with. 

Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  the  prison  daily  to  see  the  sick,  and 
oftener  if  necessary,  and  sees  every  prisoner  once  in  the  week. 
The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good.  The  diet  is  con- 
sidered to  be  sufficient,  and  the  provisions  are  of  good  quality. 
Sufficient  clothing  and  bedding  are  supplied  to  the  prisoners. 

One  death  has  occurred  from  natural  causes.  Three  pardons 
have  been  granted  on  medical  grounds,  and  five  prisoners  have 
been  removed  to  a  lunatic  asylum.

As  hard  labour  of  the  1st  class  prisoners  are  employed  in 
pumping  water  by  cranks,  at  which  20  can  work  at  one 
time  ;  and  it  is  intended  to  introduce  stone  breaking. 

Hard  labour  of  the  2nd  class  consists  in  (for  males) 
tailoring,  matmaking,  oakum  picking,  brushmaking,  car- 
pentry, &c. ;  and  for  females,  needle-work,  knitting,  heald 
matmaking,  and  oakum  picking. 

The  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  by  well-conducted 
prisoners  undergoing  long  sentences.  The  selection  is  made 
by  the  governor.  From  8  to  9  hours  are  occupied  in  work, 
and  about  8  hours  are  allowed  for  sleep. 


Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  a  selection  of  prayers  and  gives  an 
exposition  every  morning,  and  performs  full  services  on 
Sunday,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday.     He  also  visits 
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each  prisoner  on  admission  and  discharge,  and  from  time  to 
time  to  time  during  imprisonment,  and  superintends  the 
scholastic  instruction. 

The  male  prisoners  are  assembled  in  school  classes  twice 
daily,  except  on  Saturday  and  Sunday.  The  women  and 
men  who  are  unable  to  read  are  taught  in  their  cells. 

The  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress  discharge  their  duties 
efficiently.     There  is  a  good  prison  library. 

A  society  has  existed  for  10  years  under  the  name  of  the 
Biriyiingham  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society. 

A  Roman  Catholic  priest  has  been  appointed  to  visit 
Roman  Catholic  prisoners,  under  the  *'  Prison  Ministers 
Act,  1863.^' 

Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  twice  a  day,  and  examines  the 
prisoners  twice  a  week.  The  general  health  of  the  prisoners 
has  been  good.  The  sii  j;eon  is  of  opinion  that  the  dietary 
is  not  more  than  sufficient;  and  that  where  the  hard  labour 
is  heavy,  and  where  prisoners  are  reduced  from  the  higher  to 
the  lower  scale  after  conviction,  and  in  certain  other  cases, 
it  is  insufficient.  In  such  cases  he  is  accustomed  to  supple- 
ment the  diet  by  extras  or  to  raise  the  scale. 

The  provisions  are  of  good  quality,  and  the  clothes  and 
bedding  are  as  a  rule  sufficient. 

Three  prisoners  have  died  from  natural  causes,  and  4  luna- 
tics have  been  placed  in  asylums.

Labour  and  Employment. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  First  Class. 

The  prisoners  grind  wheat,  barley,  beans,  and  other 
grain  for  the  public,  and  corn  for  the  prison,  by  means  of 
a  crank  mill,  at  which  15  work  at  one  time. 

A  capstan  for  sup[»lying  the  prison  with  water  is  also  used, 
and  the  prisoners  beat  oakum. 


Hard  Labour  of  the  Second  Class, 

Consists  in  oakum  picking,  washing,  mending,  sewing, 
knitting,  and  cleaning. 

The  service  of  the  prison  is  performed  by  prisoners 
selected  by  the  governor  and  magistrates  from  the  fourth 
and  fifth  classes. 

The  first  and  second  classes  work  for  10  hours  daily, 
reducible  in  the  case  of  the  latter  to  nine  by  industry ;  the 
third,  fourth,  and  filth  classes  for  nine  hours.  Eight  hours 
are  allowed  for  sleep. 


Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers  daily,  and  preaches  on  Sun- 
days, Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday.  The  prison  is 
fully  su[)plied  with  books. 

No  society  exists  for  the  relief  of  prisoners  on  their  dis- 
charge, but  the  governor  is  authorized  to  give  pecuniary  aid 
to  those  prisoners  who  require  it. 

''  Prisoners  differing  from  the  established  Church  are 
*^  permitted  the  privilege  of  being  visited  by  the  ministers 
**  if  they  desire  it." 
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Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  daily,  and  examines  the  prisoners 
twice  a  week.  He  describes  the  general  condition  of  the 
prisoners  as  exceedingly  healthy,  and  considers  the  diet 
sufficient  and  not  more  than  sufficient  to  maintain  health 
during  hard  labour.  The  provisions  are  of  good  quality. 
The  prisoners  have  sufficient  clothing  and  bedding.  The 
warming  and  ventilation  are  imperfect. 

Two  prisoners  have  died  during  the  year,  one  from 
natural  causes,  and  one  from  suicide. 

Twelve  of  the  cells  for  males  and  some  of  those  foi* 
females  have  been  enlarged.

The  prison  service  is  performed  by  prisoners  of  the  fourth 
class  who  have  obtained  135  good  marks  after  the  first 
month  of  then  term.  Such  prisoners  also  work  four  hours 
on  the  treadmill  daily.  The  selection  is  made  by  the 
Governor. 

Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  a  selection  of  prayers  daily  and  per- 
forms two  services  on  Sunday  and  other  appointed  days. 
He  sees  all  prisoners  on  admission  and  discharge,  and  visits 
them  when  sick  or  in  punishment  daily.  The  untried  and 
female  prisoners  are  visited  weekly,  class  1  twice  a  week,  and 
all  other  prisoners  at  least  once  a  month.  The  chaplaia 
also  attends  the  school  twice  in  the  week.  The  schoolmnster 
and  schoolmistress  give  instruction  in  readinsj  and  writing: 
daily,  every  prisoner  receiving  two  hours  teaching  during 
the  week.  These  officers  are  well  qualified  and  give  satis- 
faction.    The  prison  is  well  supplied  with  books. 
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*'  Prisoners  of  religious  denominations  differing  from  the 
**  Established  Church  are  offered  the  privilege  of  being  visited 
**  by  their  own  ministers  without  originating  a  request  to 
"  that  effect." 

Health. 

The  Surgeon  attends  daily  and  examines  the  prisoners 
twice  a  week.  He  reports  that  many  of  the  prisoners  are 
admitted  in  an  actual  state  of  disease  or  in  bad  health,  but 
otherwise  the  general  condition  of  the  prisoners  health  is 
good.  The  dietary  is  considered  by  the  surgeon  to  be  suffi- 
cient for  all  classes  of  prisoners  when  not  previously  debili- 
tated, and  not  more  than  is  required  except  in  the  case  of  the 
females. 

The  quality  of  the  provisions  so  far  as  he  has  observed 
has  been  good.     The  clothing  and  bedding  are  sufficient. 

The  warming  and  ventilation  of  some  parts  of  the  prison 
are  imperfect.

Labour  and  Employment. 

Hard  Labour  of  the  \st  Class, 

The  prisoners  work  on  the  treadmill,  which  is  constructed 
for  12  at  one  time,  exclusive  of  reliefs.  They  are  divided 
by  partitions,  and  always  under  observation.  The  power  is 
applied  to  raising  water.  There  is  also  a  crank  pump  used 
for  supplying  water  to  the  females'  prison,  at  which  seven 
prisoners  work  in  separate  compartments. 


Hard  Labour  of  the  2nd  Class 

Consists  in  picking  oakum  or  coir  in  the  cells,  mat-niaklng, 
tailoring,  or  shoemaking,  all  by  task  work. 

The  prison  service  is  performed  by  prisoners  sentenced  for 
long  terms  who  have  merited  the  indulgence  by  industry  and 
good  conduct.  The  selection  is  made  by  the  governor,  for 
the  sanction  of  the  visiting  justices.  The  prisoners  work 
for  10  hours  daily,  and  the  same  period  is  allowed  for  sleep. 


Religious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers  daily,  and  gives  frequent  ex- 
positions.     Divine  service  is  performed  twice  on  Sunday  and 
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other  appointed  days,  with  a  sermon.  The  chaplain  visits 
the  prisoners  individually,  attends  to  the  distribution  of  books, 
and  examines  Protestant  prisoners  on  admission. 

The  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress  attend  for  two  hours 
every  evening,  except  on  Sundays,  and  give  instruction  in 
reading  and  writing  to  a  limited  number  of  prisoners,  after 
working  hours.  These  officers  discharge  their  duties  to  the 
chaplain's  satisfaction.  There  is  a  sufficient  supply  of  religious 
books  and  tracts. 

Prisoners  on  their  discharge  are  assisted  by  "  The  Pri- 
soners' Kelief  Society,"  which  has  existed  for  several  years. 

'*  A  Roman  Catholic  priest  attends  Roman  Catholic 
prisoners,"  whom  he  is  allowed  to  assemble  in  one  of  the 
debtors'  day  rooms,  which  is  not  made  use  of. 


Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  daily,  and  examines  all  prisoners 
twice  a  week.  Their  health  has  in  general  been  good.  The 
dietary  is  thought  sufficient,  and  not  more  than  is  required 
for  health.  The  quality  of  the  provisions  is  good,  and  the 
prisoners  are  provided  w^ith  sufficient  clothing  and  bedding. 

Six  deaths  have  taken  place  from  natural  causes,  two  par- 
dons have  been  granted  on  medical  grounds,  and  two  lunatics 
have  been  transferred  to  an  asylum. 


Punishment  has  been  inflicted  176  times  on  male  and  17 
times  on  female  prisoners,  viz. : —

Six  cells  for  close  confinement  have  been  completed  and 
certified.  A  new  treadwheel  for  70  prisoners  is  in  process 
of  erection,  which  wdll  enable  the  provisions  of  the  Act  as  to 
hard  labour  to  be  complied  with,  which  has  not  hitherto  been 
the  case. 

The  staff  of  the  prison  includes  29  male  and  six  female 
subordinate  officers,  whose  united  annual  salaries  amount  to 
1,922/.  4^.

Prisoners  undergoing  hard  labour  of  the  1st  class  work  on 
the  treadmill  and  at  a  crank-pump  for  raising  water,  worked 
by  two  prisoners.

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Ten  hourt*  are  allotted  to  work  in  summer,  and  six  in 
winter. 

Keligious  and  Scholastic  Instruction. 

The  chaplain  performs  two  services  on  Sunday,  Christmas 
Day,  and  Good  Friday,  and  preaches  once. 

The  prison  ia  well  supplied  with  books  of  all  kind:-.  A 
society,  having  for  its  objects  the  assistance  of  discharged 
prisoners  to  return  home,  and  the  relief  of  their  immediate 
wants,  has  for  some  time  existed.  "  Ministers  of  any 
"  denomination  are,  at  the  request  of  a  prisoner,  admitted  to 
"  the  prison." 

Health. 

The  surgeon  attends  twice  a  week  on  an  average,  and  sees 
each  prisoner  on  admission,  and  once  a  week  during  his  im 
prisonment,  and  examines  all  prisoners  every  month.  The 
general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good.  The  surcreon 
is  of  opinion  that  the  dietary  is  quite  sufficient,  and  that  with 
regard  to  the  5th  class  it  is  more  than  is  requisite  for  health. 
The  provisions  are  of  good  quality,  and  the  clothing  and 
bedding  are  sufficient.  The  surgeon  states  that  the  sleepino- 
cells  are  very  close,  especially  in  hot  weather,  in  consequence 
of  the  want  of  artificial  ventilation. 

One  lunatic  has  been  removed  to  an  asylum. 

Punishment  has  been  inflicted  (by  confinement  in  solitary 
or  dark  cells)  104  times  on  male,  and  19  times  on  female 
prisoners.

I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  Thirty- second  Annual 
Report  on  the  Prisons  in  the  Northern  District. 

Since  the  last  Report  the  new  Borough  Gaol  at  Scar- 
borough has  been  opened,  and  new  Prisons  are  now 
building  for  the  Hundred  of  Salford,  and  for  the  Boroughs 
of  Grantham  and  Hull.  A  new  wing  has  been  added  to 
the  County  Prisons  both* at  Durham  and  Kirkdale,  and 
extensive  alterations  are  in  progress  at  Chester  Castle, 
Knutsford,  Carlisle,  Preston,  Falkingham,  Southwell, 
Leicester  Borough  and  Nottingham  Borough.  In  other 
Counties  Committees  have  been  appointed  to  consider 
the  question  of  Prison  Accommodation  with  a  view  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  Prison  Act,  1865.  In 
Scotland  the  new  Prison  at  Tobermoroy  has  been  opened, 
additional  accommodation  has  been  provided  at  Elgin, 
Kilmarnock,  Rothesay,  and  Selkirk,  and  a  new  Prison  is 
now  in  course  of  construction  at  Greenock.

The  health  of  the 
prisoners,  generally,  has  been  good ;  the  diet  is  sufficient. 
One  prisoner,  a  county  court  debtor,  died  a  few  days  after  he 
was  received  Into  the  prison;  he  was  very  ill  when  admitted. 

The  chaplain  performs  the  usual  weekly  and  daily  services, 
and  visits  the  prisoners,  who  receive  some  secular  instruction 
from  one  of  the  warders.  Koman  Catholic  prisoners  are 
visited  occasionally  by  a  minister  of  their  own  denomination. 

The  building  is  altogether  so  ill-arranged  and  insufficient 
that  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  con?iderable  alterations 
before  anything  like  an  effective  system  of  discipline  can  be 
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carried  out.  There  is  no  hard  labour  of  the  first  class, 
prisoners  are  associated  without  the  presence  of  an  officer, 
and  in  the  winter  months  they  are  locked  in  their  cells  at 
dusk,  in  many  cases  three  or  more  in  one  cell,  without 
employment  or  supervision. 

The  salaries  of  the  officers  amount  to  49 IZ.  2s.

The  duties  of  the  chaplain,  schoolmaster,  and  school- 
mistress are  duly  performed.  The  supply  of  books  is 
sufficient.  A  Roman  Catholic  priest  performs  a  service  on 
Sunday  afternoon,  and  all  prisoners  are  offered  the  privilege 
of  being  visited  by  a  minister  of  their  own  denomination. 

The  surgeon  attends  daily,  and  examines  the  prisoners 
twice  a  week.  The  general  health  has  been  good.  One 
prisoner  died  three  weeks  after  he  was  admitted  ;  and  three 
prisoners  were  removed  to  a  lunatic  asylum ;  of  these,  one 
was  removed  immediately  on  his  reception,  the  others  after 
they  had  been  respectively  35  days  and  104  days  in  the 
prison. 

"'There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  buildings  or  in  the 
discipline  of  the  prison  since  the  last  report. 

The  number  of  punishments  for  prison  offences  has  been, 
males,  542;  females,  118.

The  cells  are  neither  warmed,  ventilated,  nor  supplied  with 
artificial  light,  neither  are  they  furnished  with  the  means  of 
enabling  a  prisoner  to  communicate  with  an  officer.

Koman  Catholic  prisoners  who  decline  to  see  a  minister  of 
their  own  denomination  are  required  to  sign  the  register  to 
that  effect. 

Plans  for  a  proposed  new  wing  have  been  submitted  for 
the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  In  the  meantime  no 
alteration  has  been  made  in  the  buildings,  or  in  the  discipline 
of  the  prison.

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progress  is  completed  the  ventilation  will  be  mucli  im- 
*'  proved." 

Sixteen  prisoners  have  died  during  the  year,  the  verdict 
In  each  case  was  "  Death  from  natural  causes/' 

The  chaplain  performs  daily  service,  with  two  full  ser- 
vices on  Sunday,  admonishes  all  prisoners  on  reception  and 
discharge,  and  visits  the  prisoners  in  their  cells.  The 
Roman  Catholics  are  all  confined  in  one  wing,  and  are 
visited  by  a  minister  of  their  own  persuasion  regularly  on 
Sunday  and  occasionally  during  the  week.  The  school- 
masters and  schoolmistress  are  engaged  five  hours  daily 
giving  instruction  to  the  prisoners.  There  is  a  refuge  for 
discharged  prisoners  which  has  been  successful  in  its 
operations. 

The  salaries  of  the  officers  and  servants  of  the  prison 
amount  to  2,117/.  18s.  6d.

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A  new  wing  to  contain  132  separate  cells  is  now  being 
built,  when  completed  the  prison  will  afford  separate  accom- 
modation for  all  classes  of  criminal  prisoners. 

The  prisoners  rise  at  5.30  a.m.,  and  go  to  bed  at  8.30  p.m. ; 
they  are  employed  10  hours  daily,  weaving  cocoa-nut  mat- 
ting, linsey  woolsey,  and  calico,  &c.,  making  mats,  opening  and 
teasing  hair  and  cocoa  iibre,  picking  oakum,  cotton,  and 
wool,  all  by  task  work ;  some  prisoners  are  also  employed 
at  their  own  trades  when  required  for  the  use  of  the  estab- 
lishment. 

Well-conducted  prisoners,  without  reference  to  any  par- 
ticular class,  are  selected  for  employment  in  the  service  of 
the  prison  ;  when  in  association  they  are  under  the  constant 
supervision  of  an  officer. 

It  is  proposed  to  erect  a  treadwheel  in  order  to  provide 
hard  labour  of  1st  class  for  all  prisoners  for  the  period  pre- 
scribed in  the  Statutory  Rule  34.  The  water  for  the  use 
of  the  prison  is  pumped  by  crank  labour,  16  prisoners  (all  in 
separate  compartments)  working  on  the  crank  at  one  time.

No  extra  diet  has  been  issued. 

The  provisions  are  of  good  quality,  but  the  surgeon  does 
not  consider  the  general  dietary  sufficient  for  prisoners  em- 
ployed at  hard  labour. 

The  average  weekly  cost  of  the  food  is  Is.  9^d.  per  head. 

The  chaplain  performs  the  usual  weekly  and  daily  ser- 
vices, superintends  the  schools  and  the  distribution  of  books 
to  the  prisoners,  and  sees  the  prisoners  in  private. 

The  schoolmaster  attends  daily  from  9  to  5,  except  on 
Saturday  afternoon  ;  the  schoolmistress  from  2  to  5  daily,  to 
give  instruction  to  the  prisoners  in  their  cells;  they  dis- 
charge their  duties  satisfactorily.  The  supply  of  books  is 
sufficient. 

A  Roman  Catholic  minister  has  been  appointed  to  visit 
prisoners  of  that  denomination. 
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The  surgeon  attends  daily  and  sees  every  prisoner  at  least 
once  a  week,  he  also  makes  a  general  monthly  inspection 
accompanied  by  the  Governor.  He  says :  "  The  sanitary 
state  of  the  gaol  has  been  good  during  the  year,  excepting 
in  the  spring  quarter  when  relapsing  fever  displayed  itself, 
27  being  the  number  of  cases,  several  of  which  were  of 
unusual  severity  recurring  again  and  again."  ''  The 
provisions  are  of  good  quality,  but  the  general  dietary, 
I  consider,  is  insufficient  for  maintaining  the  health  and 
strength  of  the  prisoners,  especially  those  engaged  at  hard 
labour  ;*  the  clothing  and  bedding  ure  sufficient ;  the  warm- 
ing and  ventilation,  in  the  main,  and  drainage  satis- 
factory." 

Five  prisoners  died  during  the  year,  and  one  was  executed, 
six  prisoners  were  pardoned  on  medical  grounds,  and  six 
were  removed  to  a  lunatic  asylum,  one  prisoner  escaped  and 
was  not  recaptured. 

Tliere  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  building^s  or  in  the 
discipline  of  the  prison  since  the  last  report,  but  so  soon  as 
the  treadwheel  is  erected,  and  the  new  wing  completed, 
ample  means  will  be  provided  for  enforcing  the  rules  as  con- 
tained in  the  Prison  Act,  1865.

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The  prisoners  rise  at  5.30  a.m.,  and  go  to  bed  at  8  p.m. 
They  are  employed  9  and  10  hours  daily.  Those  sentenced 
to  hard  labour  for  periods  exceeding  6  months  are  not 
allowed  to  work  in  association  until  one  half  the  term  of 
their  sentence  has  expired.  A  treadwheel  is  now  in  course 
of  erection,  in  the  meantime  the  prisoners  on  1st  class  hard 
labour  are  employed  *'  pumping  water  by  crank,  weaving 
"  lindsey  and  matting,  mat  making,  picking  oakum,  and 
'^  sinnot  plaiting ;"  those  on  hard  labour  of  the  2nd  class, 
picking  hemp  and  cocoa-nut  fibre,  tailoring,  shoemaking, 
weaving  calico,  winding  bobbins,  washing,  sewing,  and 
knitting.  Well-conducted  prisoners  who  have  served  at  least 
three  months  of  their  sentence,  and  have  earned  the  privilege 
under  the  mark  system,  are  selected  for  employment  in  the 
service  of  the  prison. 

All  prisoners  sentenced  to  hard  labour  sleep  on  a  guard 
bed  for  the  first  month  of  their  sentence.

Prisoners  who  earn  a  good  mark  have  in  the  followino* 
week,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  diet  of  their  class,  4  ozs.  of 
bread  daily,  ^  a  pint  of  soup  on  Tuesday,  and  1  oz.  of  cheese 
on  Sunday. 

The  women  employed  in  the  wash-house  receive  tea  or  some 
other  allowance,  and  extra  diet  has  been  issued  to  other 
prisoners  by  order  of  the  surgeon  for  the  aggregate  number 
of  488  days. 

The  provisions  are  supplied  by  contract.  They  are  of 
good  quality,  and  suiScient.  The  warming,  ventilation,  and 
drainage  are  satisfactory. 

Average  weekly  cost  of  the  food,  2s,  2\d,  per  head. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  sick  daily,  he  also  sees  the  prisoners 
on  admission,  and  every  prisoner  once  a  month.  The  assistant 
surgeon  (who  resides  on  the  premises)  sees  every  prisoner 
once  a  week,  and  visits  at  all  hours  those  who  are  sick.  Six 
prisoners  have  died ;  the  verdict  of  the  jury  in  each  case 
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was    '^  Death  from  natural  causes."     Five    prisoners   have 
received  pardons  on  medical  grounds. 

The  Roman  Catholics  prisoners  are  visited  by  a  minister 
of  their  own  persuasion :  his  duties  are  similar  to  those  of 
the  chaplain ;  viz.,  weekly  and  daily  services  in  the  chapel ; 
daily  visits  to  the  sick ;  and  to  every  prisoner  once  a  week. 
The  schoolmasters  and  schoolmistress  visit  all  the  prisoners 
and  impart  instruction,  when  required,  to  those  who  are 
committed  for  periods  exceeding  one  month.  The  prison  is 
well  supplied  with  books.  The  Visiting  Justices  meet  at  the 
gaol  once  a  week,  and  order  such  relief  as  they  think 
expedient  to  prisoners  about  to  be  discharged.  An  officer 
is  specially  appointed  to  administer  the  relief  ordered.  This 
plan  has  only  been  a  few  weeks  in  operation,  so  no  results 
can  be  given. 

Since  the  last  report  the  new  wash-house  and  laundry 
have  been  completed  and  occupied ;  and  a  system  of  marks 
has  been  introduced  by  which  prisoners  sentenced  to  im- 
prisonment for  any  term  exceeding  two  months  receive  good 
or  bad  marks,  according  to  their  industry  or  idleness. 
Prisoners  receive  a  good  mark  for  each  day  in  which  they 
perform  the  task  allotted  to  them  in  a  satisfactory  manner, 
and  a  bad  mark  if  they  are  idle  ;  in  case  of  gross  idleness  or 
misconduct,  the  governor  has  power  to  award  more  than 
one  bad  mark. 

With  a  view  to  the  better  understanding  of  the  mark 
system  as  practised  in  this  gaol,  I  cannot  do  better  than 
publish,  as  an  Appendix  to  this  Keport,  a  letter  addressed  to 
me  by  the  governor,  which  affords  a  full  and  clear  explana- 
tion of  the  system  pursued.  This  letter  was  written  with 
the  sanction  and  under  the  instruction  of  the  Chairman  of 
the  Visiting  Justices,  who,  having  bestowed  much  attention 
on  the  subject,  drew  up  a  plan  of  discipline  which  the 
present  governor  since  his  appointment  to  the  office  has 
zealously  carried  out. 

When  I  last  visited  the  prison  I  found  the  prisoners 
generally  industrious  and  contented.  The  number  of 
punishments  for  prison  offences  had  decreased,  and  a  general 
improvement  was  observable  throughout  the  prison. 

The  salaries  of  the  officers  and  servants  of  the  prison 
amount  to  6,390/.  The  pensions  to  retired  officers,  to 
501^.

Thirty -nine  prisoners  received  extra  diet  for  the  aggregate 
number  of  3,580  days. 

Prisoners  sentenced  for  periods  not  exceeding  three 
months,  are  required  to  sleep  on  a  guard  bed  for  the  first 
month  of  their  imprisonment. 

The  chaplain  performs  the  usual  weekly  and  daily 
services,  and  is  engaged  5  J  hours  daily  with  the  sick,  and 
visiting  and  instructing  the  prisoners  both  in  class  and  in 
their  cells.  The  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress  attend 
from  8  a.m.  to  5  j^.m.  A  Roman  Catholic  priest  has  been 
appointed,  and  attends  daily  on  the  prisoners  of  that 
persuasion ;   and  free  access  is  allowed  to  ministers  of  all 
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denominations^  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Visiting 
Justices. 

The  surgeon  attends  daily  and  examines  all  the  prisoners 
once  in  the  week.  He  states,  **  The  general  condition  of 
*^  health  is  very  favourable.  The  provisions  are  good  and 
''  ample  for  all  purposes.  The  clothing  and  bedding  are 
*^  sufficient  and  clean,  and  all  sanitary  conditions  are 
"  favourable." 

One  debtor  and  six  criminal  prisoners  have  died,  all  from 
natural  causes. 

The  number  of  punishments  for  prison  offences  has  been, 
males,  1,923  ;  females,  587. 

The  prison  is  in  good  order,  and  I  received  no  complaints 
requiring  special  remark. 

The  officers  of  the  prison  are, —  a  governor,  chaplain, 
surgeon,  Roman  Catholic  minister,  matron,  schoolmaster, 
and  schoolmistress,  3  clerks,  1  storekeeper,  30  warders, 
5  trades'  instructors,  1  engineer,  1  cook,  1  stoker,  2  watch- 
men, and  1  watchwoman ;  their  united  salaries  amount  to 
4,1 15?.

"  to  maintain  the  health  and  strength  of  the  prisoners, 
*'  especially  those  occupied  in  hard  labour.  The  warming, 
*'  ventilation,  and  drainage  on  the  males'  side  are  satisfac- 
''  tory.  The  females'  side  is  in  the  same  condition  as  it  was 
''  last  year;  but  steps  are  being  taken  for  the  erection  of 
''  a  new  wing  for  the  reception  of  female  prisoners."  Five 
prisoners  have  died  from  natural  causes,  and  one  committed 
suicide  in  a  fit  of  temporary  insanity  ;  one  prisoner  was 
removed  to  a  lunatic  asylum.

No  alteration  has  been  made  in  the  buildings  since  the  last 
report ;  but  a  prison  is  now  being  built  on  a  new  site.  In 
the  meantime  the  prisoners  in  the  old  gaol  are  associated 
without  adequate  supervision.

All  the  cells  are  lighted,  warmed,  and  ventilated,  and 
furnished  with  bells. 

The  prisoners  rise  at  ^  before  6  a.m.  and  go  to  bed  at  10 
p.m.  On  Sundays  they  go  to  bed  an  hour  earlier.  They 
sleep  in  hammocks,  the  guard  bed  not  being  in  use,  except 
in  the  punishment  cells.

The  provisions  and  stores  are  supplied  chiefly  by  contract. 
The  average  weekly  cost  of  the  food  was  2*.  lid.  per  head. 

The  surgeon  sees  each  prisoner  daily.  He  states ;  "  the 
^^  the  general  condition  of  the  prisoners'  health  is  very  good ; 
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the  provisions  are  of  good  quality,  and  as  a  rule,  sufficient, 
but  not  more  than  sufficient ;  the  clothing  and  bedding 
are  sufficient  ;  the  warming,  ventilation,  and  drainage 
satisfactory."  One  prisoner  died  of  pleurisy.  The  verdict 
of  the  jury  was  "  Died  from  natural  causes.'' 

The  chaplain  performs  the  usual  weekly  and  daily  services, 
visits  the  sick,  and  prisoners  under  punishment  daily,  and 
frequently  visits  the  prisoners  in  their  cells.  The  school- 
master is  well  qualified,  and  discharges  his  duty  to  the  chap- 
lain's satisfaction. 

The  supply  of  books  is  sufficient.  Every  facility  is 
afforded  to  prisoners  who  do  not  belong  to  the  Church  of 
England  to  see  a  minister  of  their  own  religious  denomina- 
tion, without  their  being  required  to  originate  a  request  to 
that  effect. 

No  alteration  has  been  made  in  the  prison  since  the  last 
report.

The  plans  for  a  new  wing  for  the  female  prisoners,  with 
a  chapel,  infii^maries  for  males  and  females,  school  rooms, 
and  offices,  have  been  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State, 
but  the  females  are  still  confined  in  the  old  gaol,  which  is 
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so  defective  in  construction  that  no  sort  of  discipline  can  be 
maintained. 

The  prisoners  rise  at  5.40  a.m.,  and  go  to  bed  at  8.45  p.m. 
They  are  employed  from  9  to  10  hours  daily,  except  those 
on  the  tread  wheel,  who  only  work  8  hours.  Hard  labour 
of  the  1st  class  consists  of  work  at  the  tread  wheel,  and  at 
the  cellular  crank  or  hard  labour  machine,  and  weaving 
matting  in  a  heavy  loom.  2nd  class  labour  comprises  mat 
making  and  other  coir  work,  and  employment  as  carpenters, 
smiths,  tailors,  shoemakers,  and  other  handicraft  trades,  as 
opportunity  offers.  Well-conducted  prisoners  who  have 
completed  their  term  of  1st  class  labour  are  selected  by  the 
Visiting  Justices  for  employment  in  the  prison  service. 

The  treadwheel  affords  accommodation  for  ten  prisoners 
in  separate  compartments. 

An  officer  is  always  present  with  the  male  prisoners  when 
they  are  associated,  but  the  supervision  of  the  females  is 
very  insufficient.

The  surgeon  states,  "  I  examine  each  prisoner  twice  a

The  chaplain  continues  to  perform  the  duties  detailed 
in  former  reports.  There  is  no  schoolmaster  or  schoolmistress, 
but  one  of  the  warders  assists  in  the  evening  those  prisoners 
who  are  anxious  to  learn  to  read ;  the  chaplain  has  a  general 
permission  to  furnish  such  books  as  he  considers  necessary. 
The  privilege  of  being  visited  by  a  minister  of  their  own 
denomination  is  offered  to  all  prisoners,  but  no  prisoner  has 
availed  himself  of  this  permission  for  many  years. 

The  surgeon  attends  daily,  and  examines  all  the  prisoners 
once  a  week.  The  general  health  has  been  good.  No 
prisoner  has  died  or  been  removed  on  medical  grounds 
during  the  year. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  make  considerable  alterations  in 
the  cells  before  they  can  be  certified  under  the  provisions  of 
the  18  th  section  of  the  Prison  Act,  1865. 

The  salaries  of  the  officers  and  servants  of  the  prison 
(including  100/.  to  be  paid  annually  to  the  late  governor 
and  matron,  who  were  superannuated  at  the  Michaelmas 
sessions,)  amount  to  540/.

The 
prisoners  are  employed  in  one  of  the  yards  chopping  and 
cutting  wood  for  kindlers,  under  the  supervision  of  an  officer

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  daily.  He  states  :  "  the 
"  food  is  of  good  quality  and  not  more  than  sufficient  to 
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^'  maintain  tlie  health  and  strength  of  the  prisoners, 
''  especially  those  employed  in  hard  labour."  One  prisoner 
died,  he  was  received  on  the  evening  of  the  4th  April  "  in  a 
"  state  of  exhaustion  from  exposure  and  want  of  food,"  and 
died  on  the  7th.  The  verdict  of  the  jury  was  "  Died  from 
"  natural  causes." 

The  chaplain  performs  two  full  services  on  Sunday,  reads 
daily  prayers,  and  visits  the  prisoners  in  their  cells.  The 
schoolmaster  and  mistress  attend  daily  and  perform  their 
duties  satisfactorily.  Prisoners  of  religious  denominations 
differing  from  the  Established  Church  are,  when  they  request 
it,  visited  by  a  minister  of  their  own  persuasion. 

No  alteration  has  been  made  in  the  buildings  or  in  the 
discipline  of  the  prison,  but  the  question  of  prison  accommo- 
dation for  this  division  of  the  county  is  now  under  the  con- 
sideration of  a  committee  of  magistrates  appointed  for  that 
purpose.

All  the  cells  for  criminals  are  lighted^  warmed,  and  venti- 
lated, and  furnished  with  bells. 
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The  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m.  in  summer  and  at  7  in  winter, 
and  go  to  bed  at  9  p.m.,  they  are  employed  ten  hours  daily  ; 
this  being  the  county  gaol  it  is  appropriated  to  prisoners 
committed  for  trial  at  the  assizes,  and  to  convicted  prisoners 
sentenced  to  penal  servitude  until  they  are  removed  to  a 
convict  prison,  there  is  therefore  very  little  hard  labour  of  the 
1st  class.

The  prisoners  are  all  in  separate  confinement  unless  other- 
wise ordered  on  medical  grounds.  The  surgeon  visits  the 
prison  twice  a  week.  The  provisions  are  of  good  quality, 
the  general  dietary  sufficient,  but  not  more  than  sufficient. 
The  warming,  ventilation,  and  drainage  are  satisfactory. 

A  female  prisoner  charged  with  causing  the  death  of  her 
child  by  neglect  was  removed  to  a  lunatic  asylum  :  she  was 
insane  when  admitted  to  the  prison. 

The  chaplain  performs  divine  service  twice  on  Sunday,  and 
reads  prayers  daily  in  the  chapel ;  he  visits  the  prisoners,  and, 
as  there  is  no  schoolmaster,  gives  them  secular  instruction. 
Prisoners  who  do  not  belono;  to  the  Church  of  Eno-land  are 
visited  by  a  minister  of  their  own  denomination  if  they 
request  it.

The  provisions  and  stores  are  supplied  by  contract.  Ave- 
rage weekly  cost  of  the  food,  35.  1^/.  per  head. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  twice  a  week.  He  states  : 
"  The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good,  there 
"  has  been  no  epidemic  in  the  prison ;  the  dietary  is  suffi- 
*'  cient,  and  not  more  than  sufficient ;  the  provisions  are  of 
"  good  quality ;  and  the  warming,  ventilation,  and  drainage 
"  are  satisfactory." 

The  chaplain  performs  divine  service  once  on  Sunday,  and 
once  during  the  week ;    visits  the    sick  daily,  and  all    the 
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prisoners  in  their  cells  frequently.  The  chief  warder  acts  as 
schoolmaster,  and  the  matron  as  schoolmistress.  Prisoners 
who  do  not  belono;  to  the  Church  of  Eno-land  are  told  on 
admission  they  may  see  a  minister  of  their  own  denomi- 
nation. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  buildings  or  in  the 
discipline  of  the  prison  since  the  last  report.

The  prison  affords  accommodation  for  54  male  prisoners, 
in  cells  which  have  not  been  certified.  (Females  are  sent  to 
the  House  of  Correction  at  Spilsby.)  The  warming  and 
ventilation  are  insufficient ;  and  there  are  no  punishment 
cells,  the  ordinary  sleeping  cells  being  used  for  that  purpose. 

The  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m.  and  retire  to  bed  at  8  p.m. 
throughout  the  year ;  they  are  employed  8 J  hours  daily  ; 
those  sentenced  to  hard  labour  work  on  the  tread  wheel,  on 
which  18  prisoners  can  work  at  one  time ;  there  are  also  tw^o 
hard  labour  machines  in  the  prison  ;  the  other  employments 
are  mat  making,  picking  oakum,  pumping  water,  tailoring, 
and  shoemaking.  An  officer  is  present  with  the  prisoners 
when  they  are  associated,  but  the  supervision  is  not  sufficient 
to  prevent  communication,  more  especially  as  the  treadwheel 
is  not  divided  with  a  separate  compartment  for  each 
prisoner  at  work.  Prisoners  are  selected  by  the  governor 
for  employment  in  the  services  of  the  prison. 

The  power  of  the  treadmill  is  not  applied  to  any  useful 
purpose.

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Twenty  prisoners  received  extra  diet  by  order  of  the 
surgeon  for  the  aggregate  number  of  775  days,  and  18  were 
placed  on  a  higher  class  of  diet.  The  provisions  and  stores 
are  supplied  by  contract.

The  usual  weekly  and  daily  services  are  performed  by  the 
chaplain.  The  sick  and  prisoners  under  punishment  are 
seen  daily,  the  other  prisoners  are  visited  occasionally.  The 
chaplain  says :  ''  whenever  a  prisoner  states  that  he  is  not  a 
"  member  of  the  Church  of  England,  I  have  always  offered 
*^  to  procure  for  him  the  services  of  a  minister  of  his  own 
*^  persuasion,  this  generally  is  declined." 

The  surgeon  attends  regularly,  and  sees  all  sick  prisoners 
daily ;  he  also  makes  a  quarterly  inspection  as  required  by 
the  rules.  He  states:  "  the  provisions  are  good,  and  the 
*'  dietary  sufficient,  except  in  the  1st  class.  The  clothing 
*'  and  bedding  are  sufficient,  drainage  good,  but  few  of  the 
*'  cells  are  efficiently  warmed  or  ventilated,  and  no 
"  provision  is  made  for  warming  the  oakum  room,  or  the 
*^  itch  cells. 

Two  prisoners  were  removed  to  a  lunatic  asylum ;  one  had 
been  nearly  three,  the  other  four  months  in  the  prison  before 
they  were  observed  to  be  insane. 

No  alteration  has  been  made  in  the  prison  since  the  last 
inspection,  but  a  committee  of  magistrates  has  been  appointed 
for  the  purpose  of  considering  "  whether  the  outlay  contem- 
"  plated  in  the  enlargement  of  the  prisons  might  not  be 
"  materially  diminished,  and  to  consider  the  present  prison 
*^  system  for  this  division  of  the  county  with  a  view  to  its 
"  consolidation.""

All  the  cells  are  now  warmed,  lighted  with  gas,  and  fur- 
nished with  the  means  of  enabling  the  prisoners  confined 
therein  to  communicate  with  an  officer  of  the  prison. 

The  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m.  in  summer  and  7  o'clock  in 
winter,  and  are  employed,  eight  hours  in  summer  and  six  in 
winter,  on  the  treadwhecl,  beating  and  picking  oakum,  making 
mats  and  coir  brushes,  and  in  the  general  work  of  the 
prison.  Thirty-four  prisoners  can  work  on  the  treadwheel 
at  one  time,  in  separate  compartments,  the  power  is  applied 
to  grinding  corn.  Prisoners  of  the  1st  class,  who  are  ex- 
empted from  labour  on  the  wheel  are  selected  for  employ- 
ment in  the  prison  services.

The  usual  weekly  and  daily  services  and  other  duties  are 
performed  by  the  chaplain,  one  of  the  warders  acts  as  school- 
master, he  is  engaged  two  hours  daily  giving  instruction  to 
the  prisoners.  Every  facility  is  afforded  to  prisoners  of  a 
religious  denomination  differing  from  the  Established  Church 
to  see  a  minister  of  their  own  persuasion. 

The  surgeon  examines  the  prisoners  twice  a  week.  He 
states  :  "  the  general  state  of  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been 
"  good  ;  the  diet  Is  good  and  sufficient  ;  the  clothing, 
"  bedding,  ventilation,  and  drainage  are  satisfactory."  Two 
prisoners  have  died,  and  one  has  been  pardoned  on  medical 
grounds. 

The  number  of  punishments  for  prison  offences  has  been, 
males,  64  ;    females,  9. 

Since  the  last  inspection  the  treadwheel  has  been  en- 
larged and  divided  into  separate  compartments.  Work  rooms 
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have  been  erected  and  prisoners  are  employed  under  super- 
vision. 

The  salaries  of  the  officers    and  servants   of  the  prison 
amount  to  7 08/.  145.

The  prison  affords  accommodation  for  42  males  and  21 
females ;  there  are  also  three  cells  used  as  punishment  cells, 
but  none  of  the  cells  have  been  certified.  The  warming 
and  ventilation  are  insufficient. 

The  prisoners  rise  at  a  quarter  before  6  a.m.  and  go  to  bed 
at  8  p.m.  Those  employed  on  the  treadmill  are  at  the 
wheel  nine  hours,  but  only  work  six  hours  daily ;  they  are 
not  in  separate  compartments,  and  the  supervision  is  very 
defective.  (The  warder  in  charge  being  placed  at  a  window 
at  one  end  of  the  enclosure,  from  which  he  is  supposed  to 
overlook  all  the  prisoners,  both  at  the  wheel  and  in  the 
work  room.)  The  power  is  not  applied  to  any  useful  pur- 
pose. The  other  employments  provided  are,  for  males — 
mat  making,  picking  oakum,  pumping  water,  tailoring,  and 
shoemaking  ;  females — laundry  work,  picking  oakum,  knit- 
ting, needlework,  and  cleaning.  Prisoners  are  selected  by  the 
governor  for  employment  in  the  services  of  the  prison, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Visiting  Justices. 
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An  officer  is  present  with  the  prisoners  when  they  are 
associated,  but  the  supervision  is  not  sufficient  to  prevent 
communication.

Most  of  the  provisions  and  stores  are  supplied  by 
contract.  The  average  weekly  cost  of  the  food  was  %s.  0\d. 
per  head. 

The  usual  weekly  and  daily  services  are  performed  by 
the  chaplain  ;  he  also  sees  every  prisoner  in  private  on  ad- 
mission and  discharge,  and  at  least  once  a  month.  The  sick 
and  prisoners  under  punishment  are  visited  daily. 

The  warders  who  act  as  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress 
give  IJ  hours  on  5  days  of  the  week  to  this  duty,  they  are 
well  qualified  and  discharge  their  duties  in  a  satisfactory 
manner.  Prisoners  who  do  not  belong  to  the  Church  of 
England  are  informed  that  they  may  see  a  minister  of  their 
own  persuasion  if  they  desire  it. 

The  surgeon  attends  twice  a  week,  and  visits  the  sick 
daily.    He   states  :  ''  The  general  condition  of  the  prisoners 
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"  has  been  healthy ;  the  prison  has  not  been  visited  by  any 
"  epidemic." 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  building  since  the 
last  ins])ection,  but  the  question  of  the  enlargement  of  the 
three  prisons  in  this  division  of  the  county  is  under  the 
consideration  of  a  committee  of  magistrates.

The  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m.  in  summer  and  7  in  winter, 
and  go  to  bed  at  8  p.m. ;  they  are  employed  8^  hours  in 
summer  and  7  in  winter.  Those  sentenced  to  hard  labour 
work  on  the  treadwheel,  on  which  four  prisoners  can  work 
at  one  time,  each  occupying  a  separate  compartment, 
under  the  constant  supervision  of  an  officer.

Average  weekly  cost  of  the  food,  35.  A:d.  per  head. 

The  chaplain  performs  the  usual  weekly  and  daily 
services,  visits  the  prisoners  in  their  cells,  and  superintends 
the  schools.  The  schoolmaster  is  engaged  25  hours  in  the 
week  giving  instruction  to  the  prisoners  both  in  their  cells 
and  in  class,  he  is  well  qualified  for  the  duties  of  his  office. 
The  prison  is  well  supplied  with  books.  Roman  Catholic 
prisoners  are  visited  by  a  minister  of  their  own  denomination, 
other  prisoners,  with  very  few  exceptions,  attend  the  services 
of  the  Church  of  England. 

The  surgeon  attends  at  the  prison  twice  a  week.  He  states: 
"  the  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good;  the  pro- 
"  visions  are  of  good  quality,  and  sufficient ;  the  warming, 
*'  ventilation,  and  drainage  are  satisfactory.  One  prisoner 
"  has  died,  and  one  was  removed  to  a  lunatic  asylum  a 
*^  few  days  after  her  admission  to  the  prison." 

Thirty  mal*^  prisoners  are  received  in  this  prison,  under 
contract,  from  the  Middlesex  House  of  Correction. 

The  united  salaries  of  the  officers  and  servants  of  the 
prison  amount  to  678/.

The 
weekly  cost  of  the  food  was  2s.  2\d,  per  head. 

The  surgeon  attends  daily,  and  examines  all  the  prisoners 
weekly.  He  states :  "  the  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been 
"  good ;  no  epidemic  has  prevailed  ;  the  diet  in  my  opinion 
*'  is  of  good  quality  and  sufficient,  and  not  more  than 
'^  sufficient  for  maintaining  the  prisoners  in  health  and 
"  strength  ;  the  clothing  and  bedding  are  sufficient;  the 
^^  warming,  ventilation,  and  drainage  satisfactory."  Two 
prisoners,  one  a  debtor  the  other  summarily  convicted,  were 
removed  to  a  lunatic  asylum. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  duties  performed  by  the 
chaplain. 

Prisoners  are  employed  in  association  in  a  general  work 
room.  An  officer  is  always  present,  but  the  supervision  is 
not  sufficient  to  prevent  communication.  Seven  prisoners 
only  can  work  on  the  tread  wheel  at  one  time  ;  they  are  not  in 
separate  compartments,  but  are  under  supervision. 

The  salaries  of  the  officers  and  servants  of  the  prison, 
including  a  pension  to  two  retired  officers,  amount  to 
1,262^.  4s.

The  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m.  and  go  to  bed  at  7  p.m.,  and 
are  employed  10  hours  daily.  There  is  at  present  only  one 
hard  labour  machine  in  the  prison,  it  is  proposed  to  intro- 
duce stone  breaking,  which,  with  heavy  mat  and  matting 
weaving,  comprise  the  1st  class  hard  labour;  the  2nd 
class  labour  consists  of  weaving,  making  ships"  fenders, 
carpenters'  and  smiths'  work,  shoemaking,  tailoring,  picking 
oakum  and  cocoa  fibre,  washing,  &c.

The  surgeon  attends  daily,  and  sees  all  the  prisoners  twice 
a  week.  He  states :  "  The  general  health  of  the  prisoners 
"  has    been    satisfactory.      The    provisions   are    of   good 
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''  quality,  and  the  dietary,  generally,  is  sufficient  to  main- 
"  tain  the  health  and  strength  of  the  prisoners  undergoing 
''  hard  labour.  The  warming  and  drainage  are  efficient, 
*'  and  the  ventilation  in  the  male  wing  is  considerably  im- 
"  proved."  Three  prisoners  were  pardoned  on  medical 
grounds  ;  they  were  all  in  bad  health  when  admitted,  and 
were  only  for  a  few  days  inmates  of  the  prison. 

The  chaplain  performs  two  full  services  on  Sundays,  reads 
daily  prayers,  superintends  the  schools,  and  performs  all  the 
other  duties  required  by  the  rules.  The  schoolmaster  and 
schoolmistress  continue  to  discharge  their  respective  duties 
satisfactorily. 

Roman  Catholic  prisoners  are  visited  by  a  minister  of 
their  own  denomination. 

The  ventilation  is  defective  in  the  76  small  cells  in 
C.  ward,  which  were  certified  in  1861  for  periods  not  exceed- 
ing one  month.  These  cells  each  contain  only  408  cubic 
feet ;  it  is  therefore  necessary  that  the  ventilation  should  be 
perfected. 

Since  the  last  report  separate  compartments  have  been 
constructed  for  prisoners  employed  breaking  stones.  A 
disinfecting  closet  and  an  additional  punishment  cell  have 
been  added  to  the  females'  ward. 

The  united  salaries  of  the  officers  and  servants  of  the 
prison  amount  to  1,821/.  4^.

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The  prisoners  rise  at  5.30  a.m.  and  go  to  bed  at  8  15  p.m.; 
they  are  employed  10  hours  daily,  breaking  stones,  mat 
making,  shoemaking,  tailoring,  picking  oakum,  and  in  the 
laundry.  A  shed  with  separate  compartments  has  been 
erected  for  prisoners  employed  breaking  stones,  but  they 
are  not  tasked  at  their  work.  Prisoners  are  selected  by  the 
governor  and  Visiting  Justices  for  employment  in  the  prison 
services.  All  convicted  prisoners  sleep  on  a  guard-bed  for 
the  first  three  months  of  their  imprisonment.  The  male 
prisoners  are  for  the  most  part  in  separate  confinement; 
when  associated  an  officer  is  always  present.  The  super- 
vision in  the  females'  prison  is  very  insufficient.

Forty-five  prisoners  received  extra  diet  for  the  aggregate 
number  of  4,380  days. 

This  extra  diet  has  been  issued  principally  to  prisoners 
sentenced  to  long  periods  of  imprisonment,  who  on  the 
progressive  diet  become  *'  weak  "  and  "  lose  flesh."  A 
prisoner  (a  German)  committed  suicide.  The  jury  found  a 
verdict  of  "  felo  de  se."'  One  prisoner  was  pardoned  on 
medical  grounds ;  and  one  was  removed  to  a  lunatic  asylum  : 
he  was  weak,  both  bodily  and  mentally,  when  admitted. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  daily ;  the  general  health 
of  the  prisoners  has  been  good ;  the  provisions  are  of  good 
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quality  ;  and  the  general  condition  of  the  males'  prison 
is  satisfactory. 

The  chaplain  performs  the  usual  weekly  and  daily  ser- 
vices, and  visits  every  prisoner  at  least  once  a  week.  One 
of  the  warders  acts  as  schoolmaster  ;  the  chaplain  says,  he 
is  **  well  qualified  and  discharges  his  duty  satisfactorily." 
Ministers  of  all  denominations  have  access  to  the  prisoners 
of  their  own  religious  persuasion. 

The  building  of  the  new  wing  has  been  again  deferred, 
and  in  the  meantime  the  part  of  the  old  prison  in  which  the 
females  are  confined  remains  in  the  same  unsatisfactory 
state. 

The  salaries  of  the  ofiicers  and  servants  of  the  prison 
amount  to  1,119^.  125.

A  house  has  been  built  for  the  governor,  and  a  new 
wing  is  now  in  course  of  erection  in  which  it  is  proposed  to 
provide  separate  accommodation  for  all  the  male  prisoners. 

The  treadwheel  labour  has  been  suspended, — all  prisoners 
sentenced  to  hard  labour  being  employed  excavating  and 
laying  the  foundations  of  the  new  buildings.  In  the  present 
unfinished  state  of  the  prison  it  has  been  found  impossible 
to  carry  out  all  the  provisions  of  the  Prison  Act,  1865  ;  but 
the  prisoners  employed  on  the  works  and  otherwise 
associated  are  under  constant  supervision.

The  provisions  are  supplied  by  con- 
tract.    Average  weekly  cost  of  the  food,  2^.  l|c?.  per  head. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  daily,  and  sees  every 
prisoner  twice  a  week.  The  health  of  the  prisoners  has 
been  good.  The  provisions  are  of  good  quality,  and  the 
general  dietary  sufficient,  except  for  the  first  month  in  the 
case  of  prisoners  sentenced  for  long  periods.  One  prisoner 
died,  one  has  been  pardoned  on  medical  grounds,  and  three 
have  been  removed  to  a  lunatic  asylum. 

The  chaplain  performs  two  full  services  on  Sunday,  and 
reads  prayers  daily ;  he  also  visits  the  prisoners  as  required 
by  the  rules. 

The  duties  of  the  schoolmaster  have  been  much  hindered 
by  the  alterations  in  progress  in  the  prison.  Prisoners  of  a 
religious  denomination  differing  from  the  Established  Churchy 
can  see  a  minister  of  their  own  religious  persuasion  when 
they  desire  it ;  but  it  is  required  that  a  special  request  to 
that  effect  should  be  made  by  the  prisoner. 

The  salaries  of  the  officers  and  servants  of  the  prison, 
including  a  pension  to  a  retired  warder,  amount  to 
1,161/.  165.

Since  the  last  report  all  the  cells  have  been  lighted, 
warmed,  and  ventilated,  and  furnished  with  the  means  of 
enabling  the  prisoners  to  communicate  with  an  officer  of  the 
prison.

|:  The  chaplain  performs  the  usual  weekly  and  daily 
services,  visits  the  prisoners,  and  gives  them  both  religious 
and  secular  instruction.  The  supply  of  books  is  sufficient, 
the  magistrates  having  recently  made  a  grant  for  that 
purpose.  There  is  a  charity  for  the  aid  of  discharged 
debtors,  but  its  operations  are  so  limited  by  the  Court  of 
Chancery  as  to  render  it  almost  nugatory. 

The  privilege  of  being  visited  by  a  minister  of  their  own 
denomination  is  accorded  to  all  prisoners  of  a  religious  per- 
suasion differing  from  the  Established  Church. 

The  surgeon  attends  twice  a  week.  He  states :  "  the 
*^  general  condition  is  good.  The  gaol  has  not  been  visited 
"  by  any  epidemic.  The  provisions  are  good  in  quality  and 
*'  sufficient  to  maintain  the  general  health  of  the  prisoners. 
**  The  clothing  and  bedding  are  quite  sufficient.  The 
"  w^arming,  ventilation,  and  drainage  excellent.  No  death 
"  has  occurred  during  the  year." 

The  number  of  punishments  for  prison  offences  has  been, 
males,  2  ;  females,  1. 

The  staff  of  the  prison  consists  of  a  governor,  matron, 
and  two  male  warders,  with  a  chaplain  and  surgeon ; 
their  united  salaries  amount  to  429/.

The  prison  affords  accommodation  for  581  male  and 
151  female  prisoners,  with  five  punishment  cells,  all  certi- 
fied; there  are  also  122  ordinary  cells  for  male  criminals, 
which  have  not  been  certified,  12  reception  cells  and 
17  sleeping  rooms,  and  8  day  rooms  for  debtors. 

The  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m.  and  go  to  bed  at  8.30  p.m., 
summer  and  winter ;  they  are  employed  8  hours  daily, 
there  are  three  treadwheels,  which  afford  accommodation 
for  228  prisoners  to  work  at  one  time,  the  power  is  applied 
to  grinding  corn,  and  pumping  water  for  the  use  of  the 
prison ;  there  are  also  hard  labour  machines,  and  a  crank 
worked  by  8  men  for  pumping  water ;  the  other  employ- 
ments provided  are  breaking  stones,  mat  making,  shoe- 
making,  picking  oakum,  tailoring,  and  other  trades. 
Prisoners  committed  for  the  first  time  are  selected  by  the 
governor  for  employment  in  the  services  of  the  prison. 

Prisoners  summarily  convicted,  and  all  other  prisoners 
whose  sentences  do  not  exceed  six  months,  sleep  for  the 
first  three  months  on  a  plank-bed,  when  the  sentence  exceeds 
six  months  they  sleep  on  a  plank-bed  for  one  month  during 
their  imprisonment.

The  chaplain  submits  the  following  statement  with  respect 
to  his  duties ;  ''  Two  services  on  Su^iday  and  daily  prayers, 
'^  daily  visiting  of  hospitals  and  piinishment  cells,  enterin^^ 
"  prisoners  received,  and  admonishing  those  to  be  discharged 
"  on  the  following  day,  superintendence  of  schools,  weekly 
"visits  to  prisoners  in  their  cells,  and  lectures  to  classes.'' 
The  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress  are  engaged  about 
36  hours  weekly  in  giving  instruction  to  the°pnsoners. 
ihe  prison  is  well  supplied  with  books. 

There  are  two  societies  for  the  aid  of  discharged  prisoners, 
one  for  the  north,  the  other  for  the  southern  division  of  the 
county.  The  chaplain  of  the  gaol  acts  as  honorary  secretary 
to  both  societies.  359  prisoners  discharged  from  the 
county  gaol,  and  49  convicts  discharged  on  ticket-of-leave 
have  been  assisted  during  the  year  at  "an  average  cost  to  the 
society  of  125.  del.  per  head  in  the  southern,  and  16^.  2d.  in 
the  northern  division;  of  this  number  a  large  proportion 
are  "doing  well,"  and  only  11  are  known  to  have  relapsed 
into  crime.  ^ 

The  surgeon  attends  generally  twice  a  day,  and  examines 
the  prisoners  once  a  week.     He  states  ;  "  there  has  been  less 
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'^  than  usual  of  epidemic  diarrhoea ;  the  provisions  are  of 
"  good    quality,    but    prisoners  engaged    at   hard   labour, 

especially   tall  men,  often  require  some  addition  to  the 

ordinary  diet  of  the  prison.     The  clothing  and  bedding 

are  generally  sufficient;  the   warming,    ventilation,    and 

drainage  quite  satisfactory." 

Eight  prisoners  have  died  during  the  year,  five  have  been 
removed  to  a  lunatic  asylum,  and  four  have  been  pardoned 
on  medical  grounds. 

Since  the  last  report  the  new  cook-house  and  treadwheel, 
"with  corn  mill  attached,  have  been  completed  and  occupied ; 
there  has  been  no  other  alteration. 

The  united  salaries  of  the  officers  and  servants  of  the 
prison  amount  to  3,641/.  I65.  6d,

The  prison  affords  accommodation  for  21  male  and  4  fe- 
male prisoners,  in  cells  which  have  not  been  certified ;  there 
are  also  2  punishment  cells,  2  reception  cells,  and  3  sleeping 
rooms,  and  1  day  room  for  debtors.  None  of  the  cells  are 
warmed  or  furnished  with  artificial  light. 

The  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m.  in  summer  and  7  in  winter, 
and  go  to  bed  at  7.30  p.m.

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  prison  since  the 
last  report,  and  the  building  of  the  new  gaol  has  made  very 
little  progress. 

The  governor  states  that  the  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m. 
and  go  to  bed  at  9  p.m.,  both  summer  and  winter  ;  but  as 
only  35  of  the  cells  are  supplied  with  artificial  light,  it  is 
difficult  to  understand  how  this  rule  can  be  carried  out  in 
winter ;  they  are  employed  10  hours  daily, — on  the  tread- 
wheel,  breaking  chalk  stone  for  whiting,  weaving  mats  and 
matting  in  heavy  looms,  mat  making,  shoemaking,  tailoring, 
picking  hair  and  oakum,  making,  repairing,  and  washing  the 
prisoners'  clothes.  Well-conducted  prisoners  are  selected 
by  the  governor  for  employment  in  the  prison  service. 

The  treadwheel  affords  accommodation  for  20  prisoners  in 
separate  compartments ;  a  warder  is  always  present  at  the

The  provisions  are  supplied  by  contract.  Average  weekly 
cost  of  the  food,  Is.  lie?,  per  head. 

The  surgeon  attends  the  prison  daily.  He  says,  '^  the 
"  general  health  of  the  prisoners  is  good;  the  dietary  is 
'^  sufficient ;  should  any  prisoner  appear  to  me  to  need  it 
"  I  order  more."  One  prisoner  has  died  from  delirium 
tremens,  and  one  has  been  pardoned  on  medical  grounds. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers  daily,  and  performs  two  ser- 
vices on  Sunday ;  visits  the  sick  and  prisoners  in  solitary 
confinement  daily ;  sees  each  prisoner  on  admission ;  and 
examines  prisoners  in  class  five  times  a  week.  The  school- 
master and  mistress  are  well  qualified  and  perform  their 
duties  satisfactorily.  There  is  a  "  Discharged  Prisoners' 
"  Aid  Society  "  of  which  the  chaplain  is  the  hononary  secre- 
tary, the  number  relieved  during  the  year  has  been  143 
men,  and  63  women,  at  a  cost  to  the  society  of  only 
22/.  16s.  Id,

All  prisoners  sentenced  for  periods  not  exceeding  three 
months  sleep  on  a  guard  bed  the  first  month.  There  are 
30  hard  labour  machines  or  cellular  cranks  in  the  prison, 
which,  -with  matting,  weaving,  and  making  mats,  furnish 
the  hard  labour  of  the  1st  class ;  2nd  class  hard  labour 
consists  of  shoemaking,  tailoring,  picking  oakum  and  wool, 
joiners,  smiths,  and  plumbers'  work,  sewing,  knitting,  and 
washing.

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  daily  and  examines  the 
prisoners  twice  in  each  week.  He  states :  "  The  health  of 
*^  the  prisoners  has  generally  been  good.  With  the  exception 
*^  of  classes  1  and  2  the  diet  is  sufficient,  and  not  more 
^'  than  sufficient  to  maintain  the  health  of  the  prisoners, 
''  especially  those  engaged  in  hard  labour."  Seven  pri- 
soners have  died  ;  of  these,  one  died  on  the  day,  and  another 
on  the  day  follow^ing  his  admission ;  a  third,  who  had  been 
sentenced  to  death,  attempted  to  commit  suicide  by  throwing 
himself  from  the  upper  landing  in  the  corridor,  and  died  a 
fortnight  afterwards  from  the  injuries  he  sustained.  The 
verdict  of  the  jury  in  this  case  was  "  Felo  de  se ;"  one  pri- 
soner, who  was  insane  when  admitted,  was  acquitted  on  the 
ground  of  insanity,  and  removed  to  Broadmoor  Asylum. 

The  chaplain  performs  the  usual  weekly  and  daily  ser- 
vices ;  visits  the  sick  and  prisoners  under  punishment  daily ; 
sees  all  prisoners  on  admission  and,  except  in  the  case  of 
prisoners  committed  for  short  j)eriods,  again  on  their  dis- 
charge. 

The  schoolmaster  and  mistress  discharge  their  duties  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  cha|)lain. '  All  prisoners  under  16  years 
of  age  attend  school.  -       -  » 

The  Society  for  the  aid  of- prisoners  on  their  discharge, 
which  has  now  been  established  about  three  years,  and  of 
which  the  chaplain  is  the  honorary  secretary,  has  been 
moderately  successful. 

Prisoners  who  do  not  belong  to  the  Church  of  England 
are  visited  by  a  minister  of  their  own  denomination  when 
they  make  a  request  to  that  effect. 

The  salaries  of  the  officers  and  servants  of  the  prison 
amount  to  1,745/.

The  prisoners  rise  at  5.30  a.m.  in  summer  and  6  in 
winter,  and  go  to  bed  at  9  p.m.  They  are  employed  10 
hours  daily.  Hard  labour  of  the  1st  class  comprises  the 
treadwheel,  on  which  36  prisoners  can  work  at  one  time, 
two  corn  mills  (which  give  employment  to  eight  prisoners), 
and  breaking  stones.  The  2nd  class  labour  consists  of 
picking  oakum,  mat  making,  sawing  wood,  clog  making,  and 
tailoring.  When  associated  the  prisoners  are  under  constant 
supervision.  The  labour  at  the  treadwheel  is  not  applied 
to  any  useful  purpose,  but  the  corn  mills  grind  the  flour  for 
the  use  of  the  prison. 

Well-conducted  prisoners  who  have  served  six  months 
of  their  sentence  are  selected  by  the  Visiting  Justices  for 
employment  in  the  prison  services.

Fifty-six  prisoners  received  extra  diet  for  the  aggregate 
number  of  1.048  days. 

The  provisions  are  supplied  by  contract. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  daily,  and  examines  all  the 
prisoners  once  a  week.  He  states :  "  A  very  mild  form  of 
''  diarrhoea  prevailed  during  the  summer  and  autumn 
*^  months,  otherwise  the  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has 
*'  been  good.  The  provisions  are  of  good  quality,  but 
**  until  the  recent  improvement  in  the  dietaries  they  were 
*'  barely  sufficient  to  maintain  the  health  and  strength  of 
^^  the  prisoners.  The  clothing  and  bedding  are  sufficient ; 
'^  and  the  warming,  ventilation,  and  drainage  are  satisfac- 
*'  tory."  Three  prisoners  died  during  the  year  ;  they  were 
all  in  indifferent  health  when  admitted,  and  the  verdict  in 
each  case  was  "  Died  from  natural  causes."  Two  prisoners 
were  pardoned  on  medical  grounds,  and  one,  a  female,  was 
removed  to  the  North  Riding  Lunatic  Asylum. 

The  chaplain  performs  daily  service,  with  two  full  services 
on  Sunday,  and  is  engaged  daily  visiting  the  prisoners. 
The  schoolmaster  and  mistress  discharge  their  duties  with 
satisfaction  to  the  chaplain.  The  supply  of  religious  books  is 
sufficient,  but  there  is  a  scanty  supply  of  books  of  general 
information.  A  Roman  Catholic  minister  has  been  ap- 
pointed to  visit  prisoners  of  that  denomination. 

All  prisoners  sentenced  to  hard  labour  are  employed  at 
1st  class  labour  for  the  first  three  months,  picking  oakum  to 
the  end  of  the  sixth  month,  after  which  period  they  are  put 
to  some  other  2nd  class  labour,  unless  selected  for  employ- 
ment in  the  prison  services. 

The  salaries  of  the  officers  and  servants  of  the  prison, 
including  pensions  to  retired  officers,  amount  to  1,621/.  12^. 
An  assistant  wards  woman  is  also  occasionally  employed  at 
\s,  6d,  per  day.

Extensive  alterations  are  in  progress  by  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  convert  part  of  the  old  buildings  in  order  to  provide 
separate  accommodation  for  all  female  prisoners,  and 
the  prison  now  occupied  by  females  wjll  be  appropriated  to 
the  male  prisoners  employed  on  a  tread  wheel,  which  is  in 
course  of  construction.  The  new  buildhigs  and  alterations 
wiU,  it  is  expected,  be  completed  in  the  summer. 

The  prisoners  rise  at  5.30  a.m.  and  go  to  bed  at  9  p.m. 
They  are  employed  9  hours  daily.  Hard  labour  of  the 
1st  class  comprises  weaving  matting  canvas,  mats,  and 
carpeting,  rope  and  oakum  beating,  and  making  mats  on  a 
frame  with  a  heavy  beater. 

Hard  labour  of  the  2nd  class  consists  of  all  descriptions  of 
mat  making  and  finishing  not  included  in  the  above,  weaving 
and  finishing  matting  by  steam  power,  and  calico  by  hand, 
preparing  cocoa  fibre  for  mats,  picking  fibre  and  oakum, 
shoemaking,  tailoring,  smiths',  joiners',  masons',  and  brick- 
layers' work,  making  gas,  &c.  &c. 

Prisoners  are  selected  from  those  eno-aored  in  2nd  class 
labour  for  employment  in  the  service  of  the  prison. 

When  associated  they  are  under  constant  supervision.

The  surgeon  attends  daily,  and  makes  a  special  examina- 
tion of  the  prisoners  once  a  month.  The  general  health  has 
been  good,  and  the  surgeon  considers  the  dietary  sufficient. 
Eighteen  prisoners  have  died,  and  eight  have  been  removed 
to  a  lunatic  asylum. 

The  chaplain  performs  the  usual  weekly  and  daily  services, 
visits  the  sick  and  the  prisoners  under  punishment  daily, 
sees  the  prisoners  on  admission  and  discharge,  visits  from  cell 
to  cell,  and  superintends  the  schools. 

The  schoolmasters  and  mistress  are  occupied  8  hours 
daily  teaching  and  visiting  the  prisoners  in  their  cells.  An 
industrial  home  has  been  established  which  has  proved  of 
service  to  discharged  prisoners. 

Roman  Catholic  prisoners  are  visited  by  the  minister 
appointed  for  that  purpose.  Prisoners  of  other  denomina- 
tions are  visited  by  their  ministers  when  they  make  a  request 
to  that  effect.

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All  tlie  cells  are  partially  warmed  by  gas.  They  are  not 
ventilated,  neither  are  they  furnished  with  the  means  of 
enabling  a  prisoner  to  communicate  with  an  officer. 

The  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m.  in  summer  and  7  in  winter, 
and  go  to  bed  at  8  p.m.

The  male  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m.  and  go  to  bed  at  7.30 
p.m.  The  females  rise  at  6  a.m.  in  summer  and  7.15  in 
winter,  and  go  to  bed  at  7  p.m.  in  summer  and  6  in  winter. 
The  male  prisoners  are  employed  10,  and  the  females  9  hours 
daily.  The  males  breaking  stones  and  cutting  wood  by 
task  work  ;  and  occasionally  as  tailors  and  joiners.  The 
females  washing,  mangling,  knitting,  and  sewing.  Prisoners 
are  selected  by  the  governor  for  employment  in  the  prison 
service. 

The  prisoners  are  in  association  during  the  hours  of 
labour,  under  the  supervision  of  an  officer.

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Eleven  prisoners  received  extra  diet  by  order  of  the 
surgeon  for  the  aggregate  number  of  525  days. 

The  provisions  and  stores  are  supplied  by  contract. 
Average  weekly  cost  of  the  food,  Ss.  lOd.  per  head. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  daily,  and  sees  the  whole  of 
the  prisoners  twice  a  week.  The  general  health  has  been 
good.  One  prisoner  has  died ;  he  was  in  a  bad  state  of 
health  when  admitted.  The  verdict  of  the  Jury  was  '•'  Died 
by  the  visitation  of  God." 

The  chaplain  performs  divine  service  twice  on  Sunday 
and  once  every  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday,  and  gives 
secular  instruction  to  the  prisoners  twice  a  week.  There  is 
no  schoolmaster.  Every  facility  is  afforded  to  prisoners 
who  do  not  belong  to  the  Church  of  England,  that  they 
may  see  a  minister  of  their  own  denomination. 

No  alteration  has  been  made  either  in  the  buildings 
or  in  the  discipline  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
Prisons  Act,  1865.  There  were  at  one  time  as  many  as 
54  male  and  16  female  prisoners,  with  only  41  available 
cells  for  the  males  and  10  for  the  females.  Four  male 
prisoners  occupied  one  cell.  The  females  are  associated  by 
night  as  well  as  by  day  without  supervision ;  the  matron  being 
the  only  female  officer. 

The  salaries  of  the  officers  of  the  prison  amount  to  495/.

The  cells  are  all  lighted,  warmed,  and  ventilated ;  but 
they  are  not  furnished  with  the  means  of  enabling  a  prisoner 
to  communicate  at  any  time  with  an  officer  of  the  prison,  as 
required  by  the  regulations  for  prisons  in  Scotland  (Rule  70). 

The  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m.,  and  go  to  bed  at  8  p.m., 
except  on  Sunday,  wben  they  rise  an  hour  later,  and  go  to 
bed  an  hour  earlier.  All  convicted  prisoners  sleep  on  a 
guard  bed  for  the  first  month  of  their  imprisonment,  unless 
they  are  exempted  by  the  surgeon. 

When  in  association  the  prisoners  are  not  under  constant 
supervision,  but  are  visited  frequently  by  the  officers. 

The  dietaries,  which  are  the  same  in  all  the  local  prisons 
in  Scotland  have  been  published  in  former  reports.  The 
provisions  and  stores  are  supplied  by  contract.  The  average 
weekly  cost  of  the  food  is  Is.  Id.  per  head. 

Four  prisoners  received  extra  diet  for  the  aggregate 
number  of  209  days. 

The  prisoners  are  employed  10  hours  daily,  the  males 
principally  picking  oakum  and  mat-making ;  the  females 
sewing  and  knitting.  The  net  profit  on  work  done  during 
the  year  has  been  132^.  4s.  \d. 

The  chaplain  performs  three  full  services  on  Sunday, 
and  visits  each  prisoner  at  least  once  a  week ;  he  also  gives 
secular  instruction  to  the  male  prisoners  in  their  cells.  The 
females  receive  instruction  from  the  matron.  Prisoners  of  a 
religious  persuasion  differing  from  the  Established  Church 
are  visited  by  a  minister  of  their  own  denomination,  when 
they  desire  it. 

There  are  two  associations  in  the  neighbourhood  in  aid  of 
discharged  female  prisoners.  From  the  reports  sent  to  the 
chaplain,  the  results  appear  to  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  surgeon  states  : — "  I  make  a  regular  visit  twice  a 
"  week,  when  I  examine  all  the  prisoners.  Monthly,  I 
**  ascertain  more  particularly  the  state  of  health  of  prisoners 
*'  committed  for  three  months  and  upwards ;  and  besides  the 
"  regular  visit,  see  other  prisoners  as  often  as  I  think 
''  necessary  in  any  particular  case.     The  general  health  of 
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the  prisoners  has  been  good  ;  the  provisions  are  of  good 
"  quality,  and  sufficient,  but  not  more  than  sufficient  ;  the 
"  clothing  and  bedding  are  also  sufficient,  and  the  warming, 
'*  ventilation,  and  drainage  satisfactory."  One  prisoner  died 
of  typhoid  fever,  and  one  (a  female)  committed  suicide  by 
hanging.  One  prisoner  who  was  found  insane  on  arraign- 
ment was  removed  to  the  general  prison. 

Number  of  punishments  for  prison  offiBUces  :  —

The  prison  staff  comprises,  a  governor,  chaplain,  surgeon, 
matron,  four  male  and  two  female  warders.

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The  prison  contains  1 2  cells  for  male,  and  9  for  female 
criminals,  and  4  for  debtors.  The  cells  are  all  lighted, 
warmed,  and  ventilated,  but  are  not  furnished  witli  the 
means  of  enabling  a  prisoner  to  communicate  at  any  time 
with  an  officer  of  the  prison. 

The  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m.,  and  go  to  bed  at  8  p.m., 
and  are  employed  10  hours  daily,  principally  picking 
oakum.  The  profit  arising  from  their  work  amounted  to 
21.  2s.  6d.  No  prisoner  has  been  sentenced  to  hard  labour 
during  the  year. 

The  provisions  and  stores  are  purchased  as  they  are 
required.  The  average  weekly  cost  of  the  food  is  Is.  11^^. 
per  head.     No  extra  diet  has  been  issued. 

The  chaplain  visits  the  prisoners  twice  a  week,  and 
performs  the  other  duties  of  his  office.  The  governor  and 
matron  give  secular  instruction  to  the  prisoners  under 
the  direction  of  the  chaplain. 

The  surgeon  also  attends  twice  a  week.  He  states,  the 
general  condition  of  the  prisoners  as  to  health  has  been 
"good."  No  death  occurred  during  the  year.  The  pro- 
visions are  of  good  quality,  and  not  more  than  sufficient. 
The  number  of  punishments  for  prison  offences  has  been 
two. 

The  officers  of  the  prison  are  governor,  chaplain,  surgeon, 
matron,  and  one  warder;  their  salaries  amount  to  141^.  4*.

A  new  prison,  containing  four  cells  for  criminals,  and 
one  for  civil  prisoners,  has  been  legalized  for  the  confine- 
ment of  prisoners  sentenced  for  periods  not  exceeding  60 
days. 
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There  was  no  prisoner  in  confinement  on  the  day  of 
inspection. 

The  prison  is  in  good  order,  although  the  cells  show 
marks  of  having  been  damp  during  the  winter  months.  The 
Sheriff  made  the  following  entry  in  the  Inspection  Book  : — 
"  The  cells  bear  the  marks  of  having  admitted  much  wet 
"  during  the  winter,  but  they  are  now  dry.  It  will  be 
"  necessary  to  have  them  washed  externally  with  Portland 
"  cement,  or  otherwise  protected,  before  next  winter." 

I  recommended  that  this  suggestion  should  be  acted  upon 
without  delay.

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All  the  cells  are  lighted  with  gas,  but  the  females  prison 
alone  is  properly  warmed  and  ventilated.  The  cells  are  not 
supplied  with  the  means  of  enabling  a  prisoner  to  communi- 
cate at  any  time  with  an  officer  of  the  prison,  as  required  by 
the  regulations  for  prisons  in  Scotland,  Rule  70. 

The  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m.  and  go  to  bed  at  8  p.m., 
except  on  Sunday,  when  they  rise  an  hour  later,  and  retire 
an  hour  earlier.  They  arc  engaged  10  hours  daily  in  the 
several  employments  as  shown  in  the  above  Table. 

Convicted  prisoners  are  required  to  sleep  on  a  guard-bed 
for  the  first  month  of  their  imprisonment.  The  dietaries  in 
use  in  the  general  prison  at  Perth  are  issued  to  the  female 
convicts  received  under  contract  ;  the  county  prisoners 
receive  the  same  diet  as  in  other  local  prisons  ;  the  pro- 
visions are  good  in  quality  and  sufficient ;  they  are  supplied 
by  contract ;  the  average  weekly  cost  of  the  whole  is  2s.  S^d, 
per  head. 

Twelve  prisoners  received  extra  diet  for  the  aggregate 
number  of  884  days. 

Well-conducted  prisoners  during  the  latter  part  of  their 
sentence  are  selected  for  employment  in  the  prison  service. 

The  chaplain  is  engaged  five  days  of  tlie  week,  three 
hours  each  day,  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  chaplain  and 
teacher  ;  on  Saturday  and  Sunday  he  is  occupied  two 
hours  each  day.  The  schoolmistress  attends  five  hours  each 
week-day,  Saturday  excepted,  and  two  hours  every  Sunday. 
The  chaplain  states  :  "  She  is  well  qualified  for  the  duties 
of  her  office/'  Prisoners  of  a  religious  persuasion  differing 
from  that  of  the  Established  Church  are  invariably  re- 
minded that  they  may  be  visited  by  a  minister  of  their  own 
denomination. 

The  surgeon  inspects  the  whole  of  the  prison  twice  a 
week,  and  sees  the  sick  daily  or  as  often  as  necessary.  He 
states  :  "  The  prisoners  generally  enjoy  very  good  health ; 
"  the  provisions  are  of  good  quality  and  sufficient,  though 
''  not  more  than  sufficient,  to  support  the  health  and  strength 
'*  of  the  prisoners.  The  clothing  and  bedding  are  sufficient ; 
"  the  warming,  ventilation,  and  drainage  satisfactory,  ex- 
*'  cept  in  the  prison  occupied  by  the  males,  which  is  not 
^'  warmed." 

Four  prisoners  have  died  during  the  year,  and  one  who 
was  of  unsound  mind  when  admitted  was  removed  to  a 
lunatic  asylum. 

The  number  of  punishments  for  prison  offences  has  been — 
males  9,  females  83. 

Since  last  report  the  portion  of  the  prison  occupied  hj 
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the  female  county  prisoners,  has  been  heated  with  hot  water, 
and  the  ventilation  in  the  males  department  has  been  im- 
proved. A  safety  gate  has  also  been  erected  at  the  main 
entrance. 

The  prison  staff  comprises  a  governor,  chaplain,  surgeon, 
matron,  schoolmistress,  six  male    and  five  female  warders. 

The  salaries  amount  to  941^.  \s.  Id.

The  prison  contains  10  cells  for  male  criminals  and  five 
for  females,  but  since  the  last  report  the  cells  in  the  South 
wing,  formerly  used  as  a  kitchen,  washhouse,  and  stores, 
have  been  restored  to  their  original  purpose,  adding  six 
cells  to  the  accommodation  for  prisoners.  A  new  reception 
cell,  bath-room,  and  airing  yard  have  also  been  added,  and 
a  heating  apparatus  has  been  erected,  but  it  was  not  in 
good  working  order  at  the  time  I  visited  the  prison. 

None  of  the  cells  are  furnished  with  the  means  of  enabling 
a  prisoner  to  communicate  at  any  time  with  an  officer  of  the 
prison. 

The  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m.  and  go  to  bed  at  8  p.m. ; 
they  are  employed  10  hours  daily,  as  shown  in  the  above 
table. 

The  provisions  are  purchased  in  the  market  as  they  are 
required;  the  average  weekly  cost  is  Is.  ll^d.  per  head. 

No  extra  diet  has  been  issued. 

The  chaplain  visits  each  prisoner  in  his  cell  once  a  week, 
and  performs  Divine  Service  on  Sunday ;  there  is  no  school- 
master.

This  prison  contains  two  cells,  which  are  licensed  for  the 
confinement  of  prisoners  for  periods  not  exceeding  10  days. 

Six  prisoners  have  been  received  during  the  year  ;  the 
greatest  number  in  confinement  at  one  time  has  been  three. 
One  of  the  prisoners  received  had  been  six  times  before  in 
the  gaol,  and  several  times  in  the  county  prison  at  Banff;

"  visit  all  who  are  complaining,  and  inspect  all  the  prisoners 
"  twice  a  week ;  the  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been 
"  very  good,  and  no  epidemic  has  taken  place  during  the 
'^  year.  The  provisions  are  of  good  quality,  and  the  general 
*^  dietary  sufficient  in  ordinary  cases,  and  not  more  than 
"  sufficient,  for  those  employed  in  hard  labour ;  the  clothing 
"  and  bedding  are  sufficient;  the  warming  and  drainage 
*'  satisfactory."  One  prisoner  who  was  insane  when  ad- 
mitted was  removed  to  the  lunatic  department  of  the 
general  prison,  at  Perth,  and  another  who  was  also  insane 
when  admitted,  was  given  into  the  charge  of  the  Parochial 
Board  on  the  expiration  of  his  sentence. 

Number  of  punishments  for  prison  offences, — males  234, 
females  110. 

No  alteration  has  been  made  in  the  buildings  or  in  the 
discipline  of  the  prison  since  the  last  report.  The  building 
occupied  by  the  females  remains  in  the  same  unsatisfactory 
condition  owing  to  the  defective  construction  of  that  part  of 
the  prison. 

The  staff  of  the  prison  comprises  a  governor,  chaplain, 
surgeon,  matron,  schoolmaster,  schoolmistress,  missionary 
teacher,  head  warder,   2    clerks,  i^  male   and  11   female" 
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warders,  and  3  night  watchmen ;  their  united  salaries  amount 
to  2,673^.  105.  lOd. 

The  superannuation  allowance  to  retired  officers   amounts 
to  218/.  6s.  8d.

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The  prison  contains  accommodation  for  seven  male  and 
three  female  criminals,  and  two  debtors.  The  cells  are  all 
lighted,  warmed,  and  ventilated,  and  fitted  as  required  by 
the  rules. 

The  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m.,  and  go  to  bed  at  8  p.m., 
except  on  Sunday,  when  they  rise  an  hour  later  and  go  to 
bed  an  hour  earlier.  They  are  employed  ten  hours  daily, 
teasing  hair  and  oakum,  at  the  crank,  sewing,  knitting,  and 
in  the  prison  services.  The  profit  arising  from  their  labour 
amounted  to  24Z.  7s.  7ld. 

Prisoners  are  required  to  sleep  on  a  guard  bed  for  the 
first  month  after  conviction. 

The  provisions  are  supplied  principally  by  contract.  The 
average  weekly  cost  is  2s.  4|(i.  per  head. 

Three  prisoners  received  extra  diet  for  the  aggregate 
number  of  98  days. 

The  chaplain  was  seriously  ill,  and  I  did  not  see  him 
when  I  visited  the  prison. 

The  surgeon  attends  twice  a  week  and  oftener  when  re- 
quired. He  states :  "  The  general  health  of  the  prisoners 
^^  is  good,  the  provisions  are  of  good  quality  and  sufficient 
'^  to  maintain  good  health  and  strength,  the  warming  and 
*^  ventilation  is  now  satisfactory,  and  the  drainage  in  good 
*^  working  order." 

Eight  cells  for  criminals  and  a  day-room  for  civil  prisoners, 
an  office  for  the  governor,  store  room,  bath  room,  and  other 
offices  have  recently  been  added  to  this  prison,  but  as  the 
cells  were  not  legalized  at  the  close  of  the  year  they  are  not 
included  in  the  accommodation  shown  above. 

The  officers  of  the  prison  are, — governor,  chaplain,  sur- 
geon, matron,  and  one  male  warder  ;  their  salaries  amount

The  prison  affords  accommodation  for  34  male  and  15 
female  criminals,  and  one  civil  prisoner  ;  the  cells  are  lighted, 
warmed,  and  ventilated,  but  are  not  furnished  with  the 
means  of  enabling  a  prisoner  to  communicate  at  any  time 
with  an  officer  of  the  prison,  as  required  by  the  Prisons 
Regulations,  rule  70. 

The  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m.  and  go  to  bed  at  8  p.m.,  and 
are  employed  mat-making,  teasing  hair,  picking  oakum, 
winding,  sewing,  and  knitting.  The  profit  from  their  labour 
amounted  to  691.  Is.  Id. 

The  provisions  are  supplied  partly  by  contract.  The 
average  weekly  cost  of  the  food  is  Is.  10^.  per  head. 

Five  prisoners  received  extra  diet  for  the  aggregate 
number  of  396  days. 

The  offices  of  chaplain  and  teacher  are  here  conjoined. 
He  is  occupied  19  hours  a  week  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

The  prison  is  well  supplied  with  books.  About  70 
volumes  have  been  added  to  the  library  during  the  last  two 
years,  by  grants  from  the  County  Prison  Board.  The 
chaplain  expresses  his  regret  that  there  is  no  society 
for  helping  prisoners  on  their  discharge  from  prison.  On 
admission  all  prisoners  are  asked  to  what  religious  denomi- 
nation they  belong,  and  those  who  do  not  belong  to  the 
Church  of  Scotland  are  informed  that  a  minister  of  their 
own  denomination  will  visit  them  if  desired. 

The  surgeon  attends  regularly  twice  a  week,  and  more 
frequently  if  necessary.  He  states  :  "  The  prisoners  enjoy 
"  good  health,  no  epidemic  has  prevailed  during  the  last 
''  year ;  the  provisions  are  of  excellent  quality,  and  certainly 
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"  not  more  than  sufficient.  When  necessary,  prisoners  are 
"  put  on  extra  diet,  especially  if  on  hard  labour,  tall  and 
*^  growing."  The  warming,  ventilation,  and  drainage  are 
satisfactory. 

The  number  of  punishments  for  prison  offences  has  been 
12. 

No  alteration  has  been  made  in  the  building,  or  in  the 
discipline  of  the  prison,  since  the  last  report. 

The  officers  of  the  prison  are — governor,  chaplain,  surgeon, 
matron,  two  male  and  two  female  warders;  their  united 
salaries  amount  to  419^.  12s.,  and  the  late  matron  receives  a 
pension  of  221.

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The  prison  has  accommodation  for  13  male  and  7  female 
criminals,  and  2  civil  prisoners. 

The  cells  are  all  lighted,  warmed,  and  ventilated ;  three 
only  are  furnished  with  bells.  The  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m. 
and  go  to  bed  at  8  p.m.,  except  on  Sunday,  when  they  rise 
at  7  a.m.  ;  they  are  employed  nine  hours  a  day  making  mats, 
picking  oakum,  and  occasionally  as  shoemakers  and  tailors  ;

The  chaplain  performs  divine  service  on  Sunday,  and 
visits  each  prisoner  once  a  week  ;  the  schoolmaster  attends 
daily.  The  females  are  instructed  by  the  matron ;  the  supply 
of  books  is  sufficient.  Ministers  are  admitted  freely  to  visit 
prisoners  of  religious  denominations  differing  from  that  of 
the  established  church. 

The  surgeon  attends  twice  a  week.  He  states  :  "  The 
*'  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  very  good  during  the 
"  last  year;  the  provisions  are  of  excellent  quality,  and 
'^  the  dietary  sufficient  to  maintain  the  prisoners  in  health 
"  and  strength.''  One  prisoner  who  was  found  insane  when 
brought  up  for  trial  was  removed  to  the  lunatic  department 
of  the  general  prison  at  Perth.  The  warming,  ventilation, 
and  drainage  are  satis^factory. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  buildings  or  in  the 
discipline  of  the  prison  since  the  last  report.  I  was  sorry  to 
find  the  Governor  in  very  feeble  health,  unable  to  accompany 
me  round  the  prison.  The  officers  of  the  prison  are, — 
governor,  chaplain,  surgeon,  matron,  schoolmaster,  and  one 
male  warder ;  the  salaries  amount  to  234/.  145.

The  cells  are  lighted,  warmed,  and  ventilated,  but  they 
are  not  furnished  with  the  means  of  enabling  a  prisoner  to 
communicate  with  an  officer  of  the  prison,  as  required  by 
the  Regulations  for  Prisons  in  Scotland,  Rule  70.  The 
prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m.  and  retire  to  bed  at  8  p.m.,  and  are 
employed  10  hours  a  day,  except  on  Saturday,  when  they 
are  only  at  work  five  hours  ;  the  several  means  of  employ- 
ment are  shown  in  the  above  table.  Well  conducted  prisoners, 
towards  the  expiration  of  their  sentence,  are  selected  for 
employment  in  the  prison  service.  All  prisoners  for  the  first 
month  after  conviction  are  required  to  sleep  on  a  guard-bed, 
unless  exempted  by  the  surgeon. 

The  chaplain  performs  divine  service  twice  on  Sunday 
(one  service  in  the  males',  the  other  in  the  females'  prison). 
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and  attends  daily  from  9  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  except  on  Saturday, 
when  he  leaves  at  1 1  o'clock ;  he  visits  the  prisoners  in  their 
cells,  and  assisted  by  the  matron  gives  secular  instruction 
to  all. 

The  surgeon  attends  daily,  and  examines  each  prisoner 
twice  a  week  ;  he  also  makes  a  more  minute  examination 
once  a  month.  He  says :  "  The  health  is  good,  the  provisions 
"  are  of  good  quality,  and  as  a  general  rule  the  dietary  is 
"  sufficient ;  the  drainage  is  not  very  satisfactory.''  One 
prisoner  has  died  ;  he  Avas  admitted  on  the  31st  October,  far 
gone  in  consumption  and  debility,  and  died  on  the  2d 
December. 

Two  insane  prisoners  were  received  from  the  police  court 
and  removed  to  an  asylum.

The  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m.  (except  on  Sunday  when  they 
rise  an  hour  later)  and  go  to  bed  at  8  p.m.  They  are 
employed  eight  hours  on  Saturday,  and  10  hours  on  other 
days,  mat  making,  picking  hair  and  oakum,  sewing  sacks, 
making  and  repairing  the  prison  clothing,  and  in  the  prison 
service,  as  shown  in  the  above  table.

The  warming  and  ventilation 
satisfactory,  but  the  drainage  might  be  improved. 

Since  the  last  report  bells  have  been  fitted  to  12  cells; 
there  has  been  no  other  alteration,  and  the  rules  have  been 
fully  observed.  The  officers  of  the  prison  are, — governor, 
chaplain,  surgeon,  matron,  and  one  male  warder.  The 
salaries  amount  to  186/,,  including  a  pension  of  10/.  to  the 
late  matron.

The  prison  affords  accommodation  for  19  male  and  10 
female  criminals,  and  two  civil  prisoners.  The  cells  are  all 
lighted,  warmed,  and  ventilated,  and  furnished  with  bells. 

The  prisoners  rise  at  a  quarter  before  6  a.m.,  and  go  to 
bed  at  8  p.m.  They  are  employed  10  hours  a  day,  weaving, 
winding,  mat  making,  picking  oakum,  making  sheep  nets, 
joiners'  work,  sewing  and  knitting,  and  occasionally  as 
tailors  and  shoemakers.  The  profit  arising  from  their  labour 
amounted  to  123/.  45.  4jd 

All  prisoners  sleep  on  a  guard  bed  for  the  first  30  days 
after  their  conviction. 

The  provisions  are  supplied  principally  by  contract ; 
average  weekly  cost  2s.  Ad.  per  head.  Three  prisoners 
received  extra  diet  for  the  aggregate  number  of  26  days. 

The  chaplain  performs  divine  service  on  Sunday,  and 
visits  each  prisoner  at  least  once  a  week ;  he  also  exercises 
a  general  superintendence  over  the  school.  The  schoolmaster 
attends  two  hours  a  day  for  six  days  in  each  week,  and  dis- 
charges his  duty  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  The  matron 
teaches  the  female  prisoners,  and  is  well  qualified  to  do  so. 

The  supply  of  books  is  scanty,  and  many  of  those  in  use 
are  much  worn. 
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Prisoners  of  a  religious  persuasion  differing  from  that  of 
the  Established  Church  are  visited  by  a  minister  of  their 
own  denomination  when  they  desire  it. 

The  surgeon  attends  at  least  twice  a  week,  and  in  case 
of  illness  as  often  as  the  case  requires.  The  health  of  the 
prisoners  generally  is  good.  The  provisions  are  of  good 
quality,  and  the  dietary  sufficient ;  but  it  has  occasionally 
been  found  necessary  to  place  some  prisoners  on  a  higher 
scale  of  diet.  The  clothing  is  sufficient  and  in  good  order. 
The  warming,  ventilation,  and  drainage  satisfactory.  One 
prisoner  committed  for  trial  died  seven  days  after  his 
admission,  and  three  who  were  of  unsound  mind  when 
admitted  were  removed  to  an  asylum. 

The  number  of  punishments  for  prison  offences  has  been 
12. 

No  alteration  has  been  made  since  the  last  report. 

The  officers  of  the  prison  are,  governor,  chaplain,  surgeon, 
matron,  teacher,  three  male  and  one  female  warders.  The 
salaries  amount  to  420/.  12^.

The  prison  affords  accommodation  for  ten  male  and  three 
female  criminals  and  three  civil  prisoners.  The  cells  are  all 
lighted,  warmed,  and  ventilated,  but  two  only  are  furnished 
with  bells  or  other  means  of  communicating  with  an  officer. 

The  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m.  and  go  to  bed  at  8  p.m.,  and 
are  employed  as  shown  in  the  above  table. 

Convicted  prisoners  sleep  on  a  guard  bed  for  the  first  month. 

The  provisions  are  supplied  principally  by  contract ;

The  surgeon  attends  regularly  twice  a  week,  and  oftener 
when  required.  There  has  been  no  death.  One  prisoner,  who 
was  insane  v/hen  admitted,  was  removed  to  a  lunatic  asylum 
on  the  following  day.  The  provisions  are  of  good  quality 
and  sufficient.    The  warming  and  ventilation  are  satisfactory. 

Number  of  punishments  for  prison  offences,  11. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  buildings,  or  in  the 
discipline  of  the  prison,  since  the  last  report,  i^o  regular 
warder  has  been  appointed,  but  a  man,  67  years  of  age, 
attends  occasionally  to  give  assistance  when  required.  The 
salary  of  the  governor  is  only  50/.  with  an  allowance  of  10/. 
per  annum  as  schoolmaster ;  the  matron  also  receives  5/.  6s.

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Many  of  the  cells  are  very  small,  and  the  ventilation  is 
defective ;  they  are  all  lighted,  warmed,  and  ventilated,  but 
are  not  furnished  with  the  means  of  enabling  a  prisoner  to 
communicate  with  an  officer  of  the  prison,  as  directed  in  the 
Regulations. 

The  number  of  prisoners  is  frequently  in  excess  of  the 
number  of  cells.  Many  prisoners,  therefore,  are  necessarily 
associated  by  night  as  well  as  by  day,  without  any  super- 
vision beyond  that  aiforded  by  the  occasional  visit  of  an 
officer.  The  attention  of  the  County  Prison  Board  has  been 
directed  to  the  subject,  and  I  understand  there  is  a  desire  on 
their  part  to  enlarge  and  improve  the  prison;  it  is  very 
desirable  this  should  be  done  at  once,  and  that  the  unre- 
stricted association  of  prisoners  in  small  and  badly  ventilated 
cells  should  be  discontinued. 

The  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m.  and  go  to  bed  at  8  p.m. ; 
they  are  employed  ten  hours  a  day,  as  shown  in  the  above 
table.  Guard  beds  are  in  use  for  prisoners  during  the  first 
month  after  conviction.  Of  6,788  prisoners  committed  to 
the  prison  during  the  year  only  142  were  sentenced  to  hard 
labour. 

The  provisions  and  stores  are  supplied  principally  by 
contract;  the  average  weekly  cost  of  the  food  is  Is.  ll^d, 
per  head. 

Seventy-four  prisoners  received  extra  diet  for  the  aggre- 
gate number  of  1,430  days. 

Prisoners  sentenced  for  short  periods  who  have  been  well 
conducted  in  prison  are  selected  for  employment  in  the  prison 
service. 

The  chaplain  performs  two  and  frequently  three  services 
on  Sunday,  and  is  engaged  about  five  hours  daily  (Saturday 
excepted)  visiting  the  prisoners  ;  the  teachers  are  occupied 
two  hours  on  Saturday  and  Sunday,  and  six  hours  the  other 
five  days  of  the  week  giving  instruction  to  the  prisoners. 
The  chaplain  says,  "  they  are  well  qualified  for  their  duties, 
and  give  satisfaction."  There  is  an  institution  at  Glasgow 
called  "  The  House  of  Shelter  for  Females,'*  which  has 
afforded  assistance  to  some  of  the  female  prisoners  on  their 
discharge.  The  institution  is  managed  by  a  committee.  In 
their  last  report  they  state,  "the  committee  have  great 
"  pleasure  in  being  able  to  testify  that  most  of  those  who 
"  left  satisfactorily  are  going  on  steadily,  their  deportment 
"  consistent,  and  their  gratitude  to  the  Shelter  unbounded.** 
Prisoners  of  a  religious  persuasion  differing  from  that  of  the 
Established  Church  are  reminded,  by  a  card  which  is  posted 
in  each  cell,  that  they  may  be  visited  by  a  minister  of  their 
own  denomination  if  they  desire  it. 
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The  surgeon  examines  the  prisoners  daily.  Pie  states : 
*'  The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good ;  the 
"  provisions  are  of  good  quality  and  sufficient ;  the  bedding 
'*  and  clothing  are  also  sufficient  ;  the  wanning,  ventilating, 
"  and  drainage  arrangements,  on  the  whole,  are  satisfactory. 
"  Owing  to  the  Avant  of  accommodation,  however,  some 
"  cells  require  to  be  used  in  which  the  ventilation  is  im- 
"  perfect,  but  I  have  never  knowm  the  health  of  the  prisoners 
'^  to  suffer  in  consequence." 

Five  prisoners  have  died  during  the  year  ;  three  have 
been  pardoned  on  medical  grounds  ;  and  one,  who  was  insane 
when  admitted,  has  been  removed  to  a  lunatic  asylum. 

The  number  of  punishments  for  prison  offences  has  been — 
males  153,  females  35  =  188.

The  cells  are  all  lighted, 
warmed,  and  ventilated  ;  but  five  only  (in  the  females  prison) 
are  furnished  with  the  means  of  enabling  a  prisoner  to  com- 
municate with  an  officer  of  the  prison.

The  prison  is  licensed  for  the  confinement  of  prisoners 
sentenced  for  periods  not  exceeding  20  days.  The  cells

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The  alterations  referred  to  in  my  last  report  have  been 
completed,  and  the  prison  was  legalized  on  the  10th 
December  for  the  detention  of  all  descriptions  of  civil  and 
criminal  prisoners.  During  the  progress  of  the  alterations 
all  prisoners  sentenced  for  periods  exceeding  three  weeks 
were  removed  to  the  prison  at  Jedburgh,  under  a  contract 
with  the  county  of  Koxburgh.  The  prison  now  contains 
seven  cells  for  male  and  three  for  female  criminals,  and  one 
for  debtors  ;  the  old  cells  have  been  enlarged,  and  new  cells 
added  to  complete  the  number ;  an  office  for  the  governor, 
a  room  for  the  warder,  and  two  airing  yards  have  also  been 
added  to  the  accommodation. 

The  cells  are  all  lighted,  warmed,  and  ventilated,  and 
furnished  with  bells. 

The  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m.  and  go  to  bed  at  8  p.m. ; 
they  are  employed  10  hours  a  day,  breaking  sandstone,  mat- 
making,  teasing  hair  and  oakum,  sewing,  and  in  the  service 
of  the  prison  ;  the  net  profit  on  work  done  by  the  prisoners 
amounted  to  21  12s.  A:\d.  Guard  beds  are  in  use  for 
prisoners  during  the  first  month  after  trial. 

The  provisions  are  supplied  by  contract ;  they  are  of  good 
quality.  Average  weekly  cost  of  the  food.  Is,  9f(^.  per 
head.     No  extra  diet  has  been  issued. 

The  chaplain  performs  the  usual  service  on  Sunday,  and 
visits  the  prisoners  once  a  week.  A  schoolmaster  attends  to 
give  instruction  to  prisoners  sentenced  to  imprisonment  for 
one  month  or  more.  Prisoners  are  informed  that  they  may 
be  visited  by  a  minister  of  their  own  religious  denomination 
if  they  desire  it. 

The  surgeon  attends  regularly  twice  a  week,  and  examines 
the  prisoners.  There  have  only  been  three  cases  of  sickness 
during  the  year. 

The  prison  has  been  put  into  a  good  state  of  repair,  and 
the  warming,  ventilation,  and  drainage  are  satisfactory ;  but 
the  yard  in  which  the  male  prisoners  are  exercised  is  not 
secure.

The  prison  affords  separate  accommodation  for  six  male 
and  six  female  criminals,  and  two  debtors ;  the  cells  are 
lighted,  warmed,  and  ventilated,  but  they  are  not  furnished 
(as  required  by  the  Regulations  for  Prisons  in  Scotland) 
with  the  means  of  enabling  a  prisoner  to  communicate  at 
any  time  with  an  officer  of  the  prison. 

The  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m.,  and  go  to  bed  at  8  p.m. 
They  are  employed  picking  oakum,  and  in  cleaning  and  other 
necessary  work  in  the  prison. 

Guard  beds  are  in  use  for  the  first  month  after  conviction. 

The  provisions  are  purchased  as  they  are  required. 
Average  weekly  cost  of  the  food,  2^.  lid.  per  head. 

The  chaplain  performs  divine  service  on  Sunday  when 
there  are  as  many  as  five  prisoners  in  confinement,  and  visits 
them  in  their  cells.  There  is  no  schoolmaster.  The  prison 
is  well  supplied  with  books.  Prisoners  who  do  not  belong 
to  the  Established  Church  are  always  offered  the  privilege 
of  a  visit  by  a  minister  of  their  own  religious  denomination. 

The  surgeon  attends  twice  every  week,  and  more 
frequently  when  necesssary.  There  have  been  seven  cases 
of  slight  sickness  during  the  year.  The  general  health  of 
the  prisoners  has  been  good.  The  provisions  are  of  good 
quality  and  sufficient  ;  the  warming,  ventilation,  and 
drainage  satisfactory. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  building  or  in  the 
discipHne  of  the  prison  since  the  last  report.  The  kitchen 
chimney  remains  in  the  same  unsatisfactory  state,  it  smokes 
so  much  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  use  the  stove  ;  in  other 
respects  the  prison  is  clean  and  in  good  order. 

The  officers  of  the  prison  are,  governor,  chaplain,  surgeon, 
matron,  and  one  warder  ;  the  salaries  amount  to  139?.  16s.

The  prison  affords  accommodation,  in  separate  cells,  for 
six  males  and  two  females,  criminals,  and  two  debtors.  The 
cells  are  all  warmed  and  ventilated,  and  during  the  winter 
season  each  prisoner  is  supplied  with  a  candle  in  his  cell. 
No  provision  is  made  to  enable  a  prisoner  to  communicate  at 
any  time  with  an  officer  of  the  prison,  as  required  in  the 
Regulations  for  Prisons  in  Scotland. 
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The  prisoners  rise  at  6  a.m.,  and  go  to  bed  at  8  p.m. 
They  are  employed  picking  oakum,  and  cleaning,  &c.  The 
net  profit  on  work  done  by  the  prisoners  amounted  to 
241.  lOs.  9id. 

No  prisoner  has  been  sentenced  to  hard  labour  during  the 
year. 

All  criminal  prisoners  sleep  on  a  guard  bed  for  the  first 
30  days  of  their  sentence. 

The  provisions  arc  purchased  as  they  are  required  ;  they 
are  of  good  quality. 

Average  weekly  cost  of  the  food,  2s.  per  head. 

Three  prisoners  received  extra  diet  for  the  aggregate 
number  of  8 1  days. 

The  chaplain  states :  '^  I  preach  in  the  prison  on  Sunday, — 
*'  the  service  generally  lasts  about  an  hour,  and  I  visit  the 
^^  prisoners  individually  in  their  cells  on  a  week  day.  There 
*'  is  no  schoolmaster.  I  have  never  found  any  desire  on  the 
{'  part  of  the  prisoners  to  be  visited  by  any  other  minister." 

The  surgeon  attends  once  a  week  as  a  general  rule,  but 
every  day  if  required.  The  health  of  the  prisoners  generally 
has  been  good.  Two  prisoners  who  had  been  in  the  prison, 
one  of  them  three,  the  other  two  months,  were  pardoned  on 
medical  grounds,  and  one  prisoner  who  was  insane  when 
admitted  was  removed  to  a  lunatic  asylum  eight  days  after 
his  admission. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  building  or  in  the 
discipline  since  the  last  report. 

Number  of  punishments  for  prison  offences,  males  14, 
females  6. 

The  officers  of  the  prison  are, — governor,  chaplain,  sur- 
geon, and  matron;  the  salaries  amount  to  93^.  18^. 


rORT  CHARLOTTE  (ZETLAND)  PRISON. 

The  prison  contains  six  cells  for  criminals,  used  indis- 
criminately for  males  and  females,  and  one  room  for  debtors. 
The  cells  are  warmed,  but  they  are  not  lighted  during  the 
winter  months,''  neither  are  they  furnished  with  the  means  of 
enabling  a  prisoner  to  communicate  at  any  time  with  an 
officer  of  the  prison,  as  directed  in  the  Prison  Regulations  for 
Scotland  ;  the  only  ventilation  is  by  the  window,  which  cannot 
be  opened  in  cold  and  stormy  weather.  The  prison  is  situated 
in  the  fort,  in  which  there  are  other  public  offices.     There 
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is  nothing  to  prevent  a  person  outside  talking  to  a  prisoner 
at  the  cell  windows. 

I  found   the   prison  clean,  and,  so  far  as  the  defective 
construction  of  the  building  will  admit,  it  was  in  good  order.

Liverpool,  Borough  Prison, 
My  dear  Sir,  I7th  December  1867. 

In  compliance  with  your  desire  to  have  full  particulars  of 
the  system  of  discipline  in  the  Liverpool  Borough  Prison,  I  have 
great  pleasure  in  furnishing  you  with  the  following  account  of  it. 

The  rules  for  the  government  of  the  prison  are  formed  with  the 
intention  of  making  the  whole  of  short  imprisonments  and  the 
first  part  of  long  ones  very  penal,  but  of  affording  to  prisoners 
during  the  latter  part  of  long  imprisonments  opportunities  for 
bettering  the  conditions  of  their  imprisonment  by  steady  industry 
and  self  control. 

Criminal  convicted  prisoners  are  accordingly  divided  into  four 
classes  distinguished  by  the  letters  A,  B,  C,  andD.  All  prisoners 
are  placed  in  the  first  instance  in  the  lowest  or  A  class,  in  which 
class  they  remain  all  their  time,  if  not  sentenced  to  over  two 
months  imprisonment.  If  sentenced  for  over  two  months  their 
progress  at  the  end  of  that  period  to  the  higher  classes  depends 
entirely  on  their  industry  and  good  conduct  as  recorded  by  good 
and  bad  marks. 

All  prisoners  sentenced  for  a  term  of  imprisonment  exceeding 
two  calendar  months  are  placed  under  the  marking  system  as 
soon  as,  but  not  before,  they  have  been  six  weeks  in  the  prison. 
When  under  the  marking  system  they  receive  a  good  mark  each 
day  in  which  they  perform  the  task  allotted  to  them  in  a  satis- 
factory way,  no  mark  if  they  fall  a  little  short  of  it,  and  a  bad 
mark  if  they  be  positively  idle.  The  governor  has  power  in  cases 
of  general  bad  conduct  to  award  bad  marks  for  it,  as  well  as  for 
idleness.  One  bad  mark  cancels  one  good  mark  and  vice  versa. 
The  marks  are  awarded  daily  by  the  divisional  superintendents, 
subject  of  course  to  the  general  supervision  and  control  of  the 
governor  and  matron.  The  divisional  superintendents  are  officers 
who  have  charge  of  a  certain  number  of  wards  in  the  prison,  and 
are  among  the  most  highly  paid  and  trusted  of  the  officers.  The 
marks  are  recorded  daily  on  moveable  slips  of  paper  kept  in 
frames  of  wood,  one  of  which  is  placed  inside  the  prisoner's  cell 
and  one  outside  over  the  door.  The  slips  are  changed  every 
Saturday,  the  total  number  of  marks  a  prisoner  has  earned  from 
the  beginning  are  added  up  and  entered  on  the  new  slips,  and  the 
weekly  totals  of  good  and  bad  marks  are  also  entered  up  from  the 
old  slips  weekly  to  the  prisoners  respectively  in  a  record  book  in 
the  office  of  the  prison.  The  number  of  good  marks  required  to 
obtain  a  prisoner's  entrance  into  a  higher  class  depends  upon  the 
length  of  sentence  as  shown  in  the  accompanyimg  tables. 

The  various  kinds  of  labour  performed  in  the  prison  are  divided 
in  the  certified  rules,  for  the  purpose  of  being  approved  of  by  the 
Secretary  of  State,  into  two  classes  only,  namely,  "  Hard  labour 
of  the  first  class,"  and  "  Hard  labour  of  the  second  class,"  in 
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compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  Prisons  Act  of  1865,  but  for  the 
purposes  of  the  discipline  of  the  prison  they  are  divided  by  the 
bjelaws  into  three  divisions,  namely  : 

1st.  "Hard  labour  of  the  most  penal  kinds,"  consisting  of 
work  on  the  treadmill  or  crank,  oakum  picking,  and  sinnot 
plaiting,  the  two  first  kinds  of  labour  for  able-bodied  male  adults 
only. 

2nd.  "Hard  labour  of  the  ordinary  kinds,"  consisting  of 
picking  hemp,  cocoa-nut  fibre,  tailoring,  shoemaking,  weaving 
calicoes,  winding  bobbins,  sewing  and  knitting,  weaving  mats 
and  matting  with  handlooms,  and  ordinary  mat  making. 

3rd.  "Labour  in  association,"  consisting  of  all  kinds  of  labour, 
such  as  twine  making,  work  in  the  power-loom  room,  in  the 
laundry,  kitchen,  &c.,  whether  industrial  or  in  the  service  of 
the  prison,  which  are  performed  in  company  with  other  prisoners 
with  the  exception  of  work  on  the  treadmill  or  crank,  which  is 
not  considered  as  labour  in  association. 

You  will  see  by  a  reference  to  the  accompanying  tables  that 
though  the  three  divisions  into  which  we  divide  the  various 
kinds  of  labour  do  not  correspond  with  the  divisions  required  by 
the  "  Prisons  Act,"  they  are  in  no  respect  inconsistent  with  them. 
Of  the  four  kinds  of  labour  classed  by  us  as  "  Hard  labour  of  the 
most  penal  kinds,"  only  labour  on  the  treadmill  and  crank  are 
allowed  by  government  to  be  considered  "  Hard  labour  of  the 
first  class,"  and  accordingly  our  tables  are  so  framed  in  com- 
pliance with  section  No.  34.  of  the  schedule  of  the  "  Prisons  Act" 
of  1865,  that  no  able-bodied  male  adult  prisoner  sentenced  to  over 
14  days  shall  have  less  than  six  hours  daily  labour  on  the  tread- 
mill or  crank,  until  he  shall  have  been  at  least  three  months  in 
prison. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  kinds  of  labour  are  classed  as 
penal  or  ordinary,  more  with  reference  to  their  estimated 
monotony  and  dullness  than  to  the  physical  exertion  required  for 
their  performance.  It  is  certain  that  bodily  exertion  unless 
pushed  to  excess  is  not  necessarily  disagreeable,  indeed  in  mode- 
ration it  lessens  to  many  prisoners  the  tedium  of  confinement,  by 
diminishing  the  feeling  of  restlessness  and  ennui.  For  instance, 
the  great  majority  of  prisoners  in  the  Borough  Prison  prefer  very 
much,  weaving  matting  with  a  loom  which  requires  a  fair  amount 
of  bodily  exertion  to  oakum  picking  which  requires  much  less. 

The  character  of  labour  performed  by  the  prisoners  depends 
on  the  class  they  are  in,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the 
accompanying  tables,  subject  to  this  exception,  that  the  privilege 
of  a  prisoner  to  be  transferred  from  one  class  of  labour  to  another 
under  the  marking  system  is  contingent  on  he  or  she  being  able 
and  willing  to  make  the  less  penal  class  of  labour  profitable  to  the 
prison.  This  condition  is  embodied  in  the  extracts  of  the  bye- 
laws  put  up  in  the  cells,  and  is  essential,  otherwise  prisoners  who 
were  too  clumsy  to  perform  any  work  requiring  skill,  or  who 
might  reach  a  higher  class  only  a  few  days  before  discharge 
might  expect  to  be  put  to  some  kind  of  labour  which  it  might  be 
impossible  to  teach  them  at  all,  or  which  it  might  not  be  worth 
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while  attempting  to  teach  them  during  the  short  remainder  of 
their  sentence. 

Labour  in  association  which  is  reserved  as  the  highest  reward 
for  industrious  and  well-conducted  prisoners,  is  what  is  generally 
most  desired,  and  seems  to  be  an  appropriate  preparation  for 
discharge  by  rendering  less  violent  the  change  from  imprisonment 
to  liberty.  Accordingly  no  prisoners  sentenced  to  hard  labour 
are  allowed  to  be  put  to  labour  in  association  until  they  have 
been  at  least  three  months  in  prison,  and  if  sentenced  to  over  six 
months,  until  they  have  been  at  least  half  their  time  in  prison, 
and  have  also  reached  a  high  class. 

When  it  is  stated  in  the  accompanying  tables  that  prisoners 
shall  work  a  certain  number  of  hours  at  any  kind  of  industrial 
work,  it  is  meant  that  they  shall  perform  as  much  of  such  work 
as,  regard  being  had  to  a  prisoner's  strength,  previous  practice,  and 
acquired  skill,  it  is  estimated  he  or  she  can  perform  by  reasonable 
exertions  in  the  specified  number  of  hours,  but  there  are  maximum 
tasks,  particulars  of  which  I  annex,  defined  by  the  Visiting 
Justices,  beyond  which  no  prisoner,  however  skilled,  is  allowed 
to  be  tasked. 

The  equitable  tasking  of  prisoners,  even  in  the  simplest  kinds 
of  labour,  in  proportion  to  their  previous  practice  and  estimated 
skill  is  of  the  highest  importance  ;  even  in  oakum  picking,  skill 
makes  a  wonderful  difference  in  the  ease  of  the  work.  In  the 
Borough  Prison  men  and  women  occasionally  pick  voluntarily 
more  than  the  maximum  tasks  ever  allotted,  merely  to  pass  the 
time,  whereas  clumsy  and  unskilled  prisoners,  though  they  may 
do  their  best,  are  often  unable  to  pick  more  than  half  the 
quantity. 

It  is  true  that  it  is  impossible  to  estimate  skill  exactly,  but  it  is 
better  to  do  so  approximately  than  not  at  all.  Nothing  can  be 
more  unjust  than  to  give  the  same  tasks  to  offenders  recently 
received  in  prison  for  the  first  time,  and  new  to  the  work,  which 
are  given  to  old  hands,  who  are  well  up  to  it.  Our  constant  aim 
is  to  guard  against  young  hands  being  over,  and  old  hands  under- 
tasked. 
Privileges.  All  prisoners  who  can  read  are  furnished  with  a  Bible  or  New 

Testament,  and  one  other  devotional  book,  but  the  privileges  of 
having  secular  books,  of  writing  or  receiving  letters,  and  of 
receiving  visits  from  friends  depend  on  the  class  a  prisoner  is  in 
as  shown  in  the  accompanying  tables. 

The  attendance  of  male  adult  prisoners  sentenced  to  hard 
labour  at  the  daily  prayers  in  the  prison  also  is  not  made  a  matter 
of  course  routine,  but  a  privilege  to  be  earned  by  industry  and 
good  conduct,  and  dependent  on  the  class  a  prisoner  is  in.  The 
results  of  the  introduction  of  this  change  have  been  decidedly 
satisfactory  in  securing  more  order  and  attention  in  chapel. 
Female  prisoners  however  attend  daily  prayers  irrespective  of  the 
class  they  are  in,  provided  they  are  sentenced  to  any  term  of 
imprisonment  exceeding  fourteen  days;  and  all  juveniles  and  male 
adults  sentenced  to  simple  imprisonments  attend  prayers  daily 
from  the  first  day  of  their   confinement.     The   Governor   has 
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power,  should  he  see  any  special  reason  for  according  any  of 
these  privileges  to  a  prisoner  whose  class  does  not  entitle  him  or 
her  to  them,  to  do  so,  but  he  must  report  any  cases  in  which  he 
exercises  such  discretionary  power  to  the  Visiting  Justices  on 
their  next  visit. 

Prisoners  who  are  industrious  have  a  little  extra  diet.  The  Diet, 
rule  under  which  this  is  provided  for  is,  that  every  prisoner  who 
shall  earn  a  good  mark  mark  daily  from  Monday  to  Saturday,  or 
who,  not  having  been  a  full  week  under  the  marking  system,  has 
been  placed  under  it  any  day  in  the  week  not  later  than  Wednes- 
day, and  shall  earn  a  good  mark  daily  up  to  the  Saturday  follow- 
ing, shall,  during  the  succeeding  week,  have  the  following  extra 
diet,  namely,  1  oz.  of  cheese  on  Sunday,  ^  pint  soup  on  Tuesday, 
and  4  oz.  bread  daily.  The  extra  bread  might  be  dispensed  with 
on  Sunday  and  Tuesday  with  advantage. 

Convicted  criminal  prisoners,  sentenced  to  hard  labour,  sleep  Beds, 
on  plank  beds  without  a  mattress,  but  with  sufficient  bedclothes 
during  the  whole  of  their  sentence  if  it  does  not  exceed  one  month, 
and  if  it  exceeds  one  month,    during   the  first  month  of  such 
S'entence. 

The  Liverpool  magistrates  have  considered  the  question  of  Aid  to  dis- 
whether  it  is  desirable  to  allow  prisoners  to  participate  as  a  rule  charged 
in  their  prison  earnings,  and  have  decided  not  to  do  so.  In  the  I*risoners. 
first  place,  no  prisoner  really  earns  enough  to  repay  the  State  the 
expenses  he  has  put  it  to,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  his  crime,  and 
he  has  therefore  no  claim  in  justice  to  any  of  his  earnings  in 
prison.  In  the  second  place,  if  a  prisoner  is  allowed  to  establish 
a  claim  to  earnings  on  his  discharge,  the  magistrates  cannot 
exercise  any  absolute  control  over  the  manner  in  which  they  are 
expended,  and  they  would  often  be  wasted  in  debauchery  and 
extravagance.  But,  though  the  earnings  of  prisoners  are  all 
credited  to  the  borough  fund,  aid  is  occasionally  given  to  pri- 
soners on  their  discharge.  The  Governor,  assisted  by  the  chaplain 
and  prison  minister,  is  directed  to  bring  before  the  Visiting 
Justices,  weekly,  the  particulars  of  all  cases  which  are  of  such  a 
nature  as  to  call,  in  their  opinion,  for  assistance  on  their  discharge, 
and  if  the  Visiting  Justices  approve  of  the  proposal,  they  make 
an  order  for  aid  to  be  given  under  the  42d  or  43d  sections  of 
the  Prisons  Act  of  1865  ;  when  the  Act  does  not  allow  of  a 
sufficient  sum  being  granted  to  carry  out  the  proposal,  the  grant 
is  supplemented  from  a  private  fund.  The  Governor  and  Visiting 
Justices  are  assisted  by  a  very  intelligent  and  painstaking  member 
of  the  police  force,  and  the  aid  is  rarely  given  to  the  prisoners  in 
actual  money,  but  generally  handed  to  the  officer  to  be  used  only 
for  the  special  purpose  for  which  it  is  granted.  Some  prisoners 
have  their  fares  paid  to  other  parts  of  the  country  where  they 
have  friends  or  relatives,  some  are  assisted  to  emigrate,  and  others 
to  ship  as  seamen,  and  by  the  aid  of  the  officer  work  is  occasion- 
ally obtained  for  discharged  prisoners  who  would  not  be  able  to 
get  it  for  themselves. 

A  record  of  the  aid  given  is  kept,  and  if  any  prisoner  who  has 
been  aided  on  his  discharge  again  comes  under  the  notice  of  the 
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police,  the  oflGlcer  reports  particulars  of  his  case  to  the  magistrates 
to  be  entered  in  the  record  book.  We  shall  thus,  in  time,  be  able  to 
form  some  idea  of  how  far  this  system  of  aiding  prisoners  is  really 
productive  of  good.  So  far  it  has  been  very  cautiously  carried  out. 
Results  of  the  The  system  which  I  have  described  was  commenced  on  the 
>iscipliue.  1st  October  1866,  and  has  been  carried  out  in  all  its  parts,  with 
the  exception  of  the  work  on  the  treadmill,  which  has  not  been 
commenced,  the  treadmills  not  being  yet  completed.  Oakum 
picking  has  in  the  meantime  been  very  much  used  as  a  temporary 
substitute  for  the  treadmill  labour. 

Among  the  ascertained  results  of  the  new  discipline  are  a 
considerable  increase  in  the  industrial  profits  of  the  prison,  and 
a  nearer  approach  to  the  enforcement  of  real  hard  labour  than 
had  ever  been  arrived  at  before,  and  this  has  been  accompanied 
by  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  punishments  for  prison  offences 
inflicted  on  prisoners  who  are  in  for  sufficiently  long  periods  to 
come  within  the  influence  of  the  marking  system.  Of  the 
reformatory  influence  on  prisoners  of  the  new  discipline  it  would 
be  premature  to  speak,  nor  is  it  indeed  ever  likely  that  statistics 
can  be  obtained  which  will  render  it  possible  fairly  to  test  its 
reformatory  results.  We  can  only  hope  that  by  encouraging 
prisoners  while  in  prison  for  long  periods  to  acquire  habits  of 
persevering  industry  and  self-control,  some  few  at  least  may  be 
assisted  in  turning  over  a  new  leaf  after  their  discharge. 

As  there  are  often  over  1,000  prisoners  in  the  prison,  great 
simplicity  is  essential  in  all  our  rules.  In  a  smaller  prison  it  is 
possible  the  marking  system  might  be  more  elaborated  with 
advantage.

Note. — The  prisoners,  after  some  instruction,  generally  perform 
the  full  tasks  stated  in  the  preceding  particulars,  with 
the  exception  of  tasks  in  oakum  picking  in  which 
many  prisoners  fall  short.  In  oakum  picking  the 
prisoners  under  the  marking  system  average  much 
larger  tasks  than  the  others.  During  the  last  four 
weeks  362  male  prisoners  engaged  in  oakum  picking 
averaged  2  lbs.  9  oz.  daily,  and  164  female  prisoners 
engaged  in  oakum  picking  averaged  1  lb.  11  oz.  daily. 
Of  the  male  prisoners  engaged  in  oakum  picking  112 
were  under  the  marking  system,  of  whom  80  were  in 
for  medium  periods  of  imprisonment,  and  averaged 
3  lbs.  10  oz.  daily;  while  32,  who  Avere  in  for  long 
periods,  averaged  4  lbs.,  one  man  doing  as  much  as 
5  lbs.  11  oz.  a  day.  As  the  prisoners  are  not  allowed 
to  wet  or  beat  the  junk  the  oakum  picking  in  this 
prison  is  of  the  severest  kind.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  present  my  Eleventh  Annual 
Report  on  the  Reformatory  and  Industrial  Schools  under 
my  inspection,  being  the  Report  for  the  year  1867. 

Reformatory  Schools. 

No  change  occurred  in  the  number  or  situation  of  these 
schools  during  the  year.*  There  were,  therefore,  sixty-four 
of  these  institutions  in  operation  on  the  31st  December 
1867,  viz.  :— 

England,  Boys         -     36  Girls         -     14 

Scotland,  Boys         -       8  Girls         -       6 

Of  the  English  schools  thirty  receive  Protestant  boys 
and  four  Roman  Catholic  boys  only ;  two  (the  North- 
Eastern  in  Northumberland,  and  the  Glamorgan  Reformatory 
in  South  Wales)  receive  boys  of  both  denominations  ; 
twelve  receive  Protestant  girls  and  two  Roman  Catliolic 
girls  only. 

*  The  Farm  School  at  Riddrie,  near  Glasgow,  was  certified  as  a  separate 
institution  in  January,  but  no  boys  were  committed  to  it,  and  the  certificate 
has  been  since  recalled  and  reissued,  so  as  to  constitute  the  school  a  portion  of 
the  House  of  Refuge  (the  parent  institution),  and  to  allow  of  the  provisions  of 
the  local  Act  by  which  the  latter  establishment  was  originally  founded  being 
applied  to  its  support. 
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Of  the  Scotch  Reformatories,  seven  of  the  schools  for 
boys,  and  five  of  those  for  girls,  are  for  Protestant  children, 
one  of  each  class  for  Roman  Catholics. 

The  number  of  juvenile  offenders  vmder  detention  in 
these  schools  increased  during  the  year  from  5,335  to  5,880, 
the  boys  advancing  by  482,  the  girls  by  63.  Of  the  total 
under  detention,  December  31,  1867,  586  boys  and  6(S  girls 
were  out  on  licence,  and  1 01  boys  and  14  girls  had  absconded 
at  various  times  in  the  three  or  four  years  preceding  and 
had  not  been  recovered,  so  that  the  numbers  actually  in 
the  schools  at  that  date  were,  boys  4,064,  and  girls  1,046. 
These  figures  show  an  increase  of  260  boys  and  52  girls  on 
the  corresponding  numbers  on  December  31,  1866. 

On  comparison  with  the  Report  of  last  year  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  increase  of  the  number  under  detention  for 
1866  as  compared  with  1865  was  nearly  the  same.  The 
increase  was  not  due,  however,  to  a  corresponding  increase 
in  the  number  of  admissions. 

The  admissions  for  the  year  were  1,680,  viz., — 
Protestant  Boys  -         -    1,018         Girls      -     238 
Roman  Catholic  Boys  -       359  Girls     -       Q5 

Those  for  the  year  1866  were  1,620,  viz., — 

Protestant  Boys  -         -    1,013         Girls     -     224 
Roman  Catholic  Boys  -        299         Girls     -       84 
Those  for  the  year  1865  were  1,555,  viz., — 

Protestant  Boys  -         -        922  Girls     -     262 

Roman  Catholic  Boys  -  307  Girls  -  64 
These  fio-ures  show  that  the  annual  increment  arisino- 
from  the  increased  supply  of  children  requiring  to  be 
committed,  and  therefore  from  an  increased  demand  for 
Reformatory  treatment,  has  remained  for  the  last  three 
years  at  about  the  same  average  of  60.  The  increase  there- 
fore in  the  number  of  inmates  (312  for  1867  as  compared 
with  1866,  and  602  as  compared  with  1865)  is  mainly  due 
to  the  greater  length  of  time  for  which  the  inmates  are 
detained.  I  believe  this  to  be  a  point  to  which  the  attention 
of  managers  of  the  schools  ought  to  be  more  vigilantly 
directed,  though  it  is  one  on  which  the  intervention  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  can  only  be  cautiously  exercised.  I  still 
meet  with  many  who  conscientiously  believe  that  the  longer 
a  boy  or  girl  can  be  retained  in  the  Reformatory,  the 
happier  and  the  better  for  them,  and  who.  avail  themselves 
of  the  long  sentences  which  the  Act  of  Parliament  allowed 
in  consideration  of  the  various  ages  and  circumstances  of 
the  offenders  to  be  dealt  with,  to  keep  them  in  tlie  school 
long  after  it  is  either  necessary  or  advantageous  to  retain 
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them,  forgetting  that  the  plant  which  is  too  long  kept  under 
artificial  shelter  is  sure  to  want  the  hardness  and  vigour 
necessary  for  the  natural  conditions  of  its  life,  and  that  the 
best  medicine  may  be  continued  till  it  has  not  only  ceased 
to  cure,  but  has  begun  to  operate  injuriously  on  the  genera] 
system.  There  is  no  doubt  that  after  a  time  discontent 
and  restlessness,  or  indifference  and  apathy,  take  the  place 
of  the  wish  to  improve,  and  that  a  too  long  detention 
hinders  rather  than  helps  reformation.  It  was  with  the 
view  of  inducing  the  managers  of  Eeformatories  to  place 
out  their  inmates  sooner,  and  to' continue  the  reformatory 
process  beyond  the  limits  of  the  school,  that  the  allowance 
sanctioned  by  Mr.  Walpole  in  March  1867  for  young 
offenders  placed  out  on  licence  was  granted.  The  increased 
number  reported  on  licence  on  December  31  (642  as  against 
537,  December  31,  1865)  shows,  I  hope,  that  this  measure 
has  not  been  entirely  without  effect.  But  it  is  so  much 
less  trouble  to  manage  and  instruct  a  lad  of  15  or  16  years 
old  in  the  school  than  to  urge  him  forward,  get  liim  pro- 
bationary employment  in  some  farm  or  workshop,  and 
superintend  and  visit  him  for  a  year  or  two  while  thus 
under  supervision,  that  I  fear  whether  the  licence  system 
will  be  at  all  adequately  used ;  and  this  is  still  more  the 
case  with  girls,  whose  services  in  the  laundry  become  more 
profitable  as  the  girl  grows  older.  Should  this  prove  to 
be  the  case,  it  may  be  found  almost  necessary  to  curtail  the 
sentence,  or  at  least  the  actual  detention  of  all  young 
offenders  admitted  after  the  age  of  13  years  to  3  years 
instead  of  5, 

Looking,  however,  to  the  increasing  populations  of  the 
large  towns,  from  which  the  reformatory  schools  are  mainly 
supplied,  and  to  the  regular  average  augment  already 
noticed  in  the  number  of  commitments  to  these  schools, 
and  to  the  overcrowded  state  of  many  of  the  schools  at 
present,  I  believe  that  two  or  three  more  institutions  are 
needed,  and  especially  another  one  in  Lancashire  for  Roman 
Catholic  boys,  and  one  in  the  south  of  England  for 
Protestant  girls. 

Tiie  usual  analysis  of  the  admissions  for  the  year  shows 
that  of  the  1,377  boys  recedved  23  were  under  10  years  of 
age,  237  between  10  and  12,  50.9  between  12  and  14,  and 
608  above  14.  Of  the  303  girls  2  were  under  10,  39  from 
10  to  12,  91  from  12  to  14,  and  171  above  14  years  old. 
663  boys  and  246  girls  had  not  been  convicted  before,  480 
boys  and  50  girls  had  been  once  previously  in  prison,  137 
boys  and  7  girls  twice,  56  boys  three  times,  25   boys  four

times,  and  IG  boys  five  times.  The  proportion  of  first  com- 
mitments to  the  whole  number  was  rather  greater  than 
for  1865  (909  as  against  876).  That  of  old  offenders  con- 
victed three  or  more  times  previously  much  the  same  (97 
as  against  93). 

The  discharges  for  the  year  (deducting  26  transfers  from 
one  school  to  another)  were,  boys  896,  girls  249,  total  1,145. 
Of  these  35  boys  and  13  girls  died,  27  boys  and  6  girls 
were  discharged  as  having  absconded  in  that  or  previous 
years  and  free  by  expiration  of  sentence  ;  12  boys  and 
3  girls  were  discharged  on  grounds  of  disease,  11  boys  and 
5  girls  as  incorrigible,  or  as  having  been  convicted  of  crime 
and  sentenced  to  penal  servitude  when  on  licence  or  absent 
by  desertion.  Of  the  remaining  811  boys  18  enlisted  in 
the  army,  153  went  to  sea_,  81  emigrated,  559  found  em- 
ployment in  England.  Of  the  remaining  222  girls  8  emi- 
grated, 128  placed  directly  in  service,  86  placed  out  through 
their  relatives.  That  the  number  of  deaths  should  have 
increased  (to  48  as  against  34  in  1866)  is  a  matter  of 
regret,  although  the  rate  of  mortality  (48  on  an  average 
number  of  about  4,900  inmates)  is  very  small,  being  jusfc 
about  one  per  cent.  It  is  remarkable  that  nearly  one  fourth 
of  the  deaths  occurred  in  the  group  of  reformatories  con- 
nected with  Liverpool,  three  being  returned  from  each  of 
the  school  ships  in  the  Mersey,  the  ''Akbar"  and  the 
"  Clarence,"  three  from  the  Mount  Yernon  Girls'  School,  and 
two  from  the  Liverpool  Farm  School  at  Newton  The 
Committee  of  the  Liverpool  Association  complain  very  much 
of  the  infirm  state  of  health  and  diseased  constitutions  of 
a  large  proportion  of  the  children  committed  to  them,  and 
of  the  carelessness  with  which  the  medical  certificates 
usually  required  on  admission  are  filled  up.  But  I  hardly 
see  why  these  causes  should  operate  more  unfavourably 
with  one  school  than  another.  The  whole  question  presents 
many  points  of  difficulty.  Were  it  merely  a  question  of 
unfavourable  climate  and  hardship  from  fieldwork  and 
exposure  the  North-eastern  Farm  School  near  Morpeth  and 
the  Wellington  Farm  School  on  the  slopes  of  the  Pentland 
Hills,  in  one  of  the  coldest  and  most  unfavourable  situations 
possible,  would  hardly  have  to  report  the  one  only  6  deaths 
in  14  years,  upon  an  aggregate  of  500  boys,  the  other 
only  1  in  8  years,  on  a  total  of  240.  There  is  probably 
somethino;  however  in  the  continuous  confinement  to  a 
limited  space  and  the  want  of  varied  exercise  and  labour 
incidental  to  a  school  ship  moored  always  in  the  same  spot 
which    makes   it    more   difficult   to   rally   and    invigorate 
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partially  diseased  constitutions  in  this  class  of  institutions 
than  in  an  open  farm  or  a  workshop,  and  I  may  repeat  the 
remark  of  my  last  year's  Report  that  the  managers  of  the 
several  ships  are  bound  to  enforce  stricter  conditions  in 
reference  to  the  health  and  physical  condition  of  those 
whom  they  admit  than  would  be  necessary  in  other  schools. 
I  would  add  that  in  these  schools  every  effort  is  most 
wisely  made  to  amuse  and  interest  the  boys,  to  encourage 
active  exertion,  and  to  give  the  discipline  as  kindly  and 
cheerful  a  tone  as  possible. 

I  am  able  to  report  very  favourably  of  the  order  and 
general  discipline  maintained  in  the  reformatories  under 
my  inspection  and  of  the  average  standard  of  behaviour 
and  general  conduct  prevailing  in  them.  Anything  like 
an  outbreak  or  serious  disorder  has  been  almost  unknown. 
A.  wholesome  moral  tone  pervades  the  great  majority  of 
them,  and  both  serious  faults  and  severe  punishments  are 
rare  among  them.  After  the  painful  investigation  into  the 
state  of  the  Glasgow  House  of  Refuge  I  thought  it  right  to 
make  very  careful  inquiry  through  the  officers  and  the 
medical  attendants  of  the  schools  into  the  moral  condition 
of  both  the  English  and  Scotch  reformatories,  and  I  believe 
I  may  assert  with  confidence  that  the  immoral  and  indecent 
practices  which  had  been  allowed  to  gain  so  great  a  hold 
in  the  House  of  Refuge  occur  most  rarely  and  are  almost 
uniformly  discountenanced  and  arrested  by  the  boys  them- 
selves. I  was  glad  to  find  also  that  the  superintendents  of 
the  schools  were  thoroughly  alive  to  the  danger  of  such 
evils  entering  or  being  allowed  to  work  unnoticed  in  the 
school,  and  that  they  exercised  a  quiet  but  steady  vigilance 
upon  the  point.  I  have  found  also  a  marked  improvement 
in  the  educational  condition  of  many  of  the  schools,  though 
some  have  to  my  surprise  declined  iDoth  in  the  quality  and 
the  extent  of  the  instructions  given.  The  reliofious  teachino- 
is  generally  sound  and  earnest.  The  industrial  training  is 
almost  uniformly  good.  The  considerable  sums  realized  in 
the  way  of  payments  from  neighbouring  employers  in  many 
of  the  country  reformatories  for  the  labour  of  the  boys  and 
the  amounts  earned  by  laundry  work  by  the  girls  are  a 
sufficient  proof  of  this.  As  I  have  referred  to  the  Glasgow 
House  of  Refuge  I  should  mention  that  the  measures  re- 
commended in  Mr.  Walpole's  letter  to  the  managers  last 
spring  have  been  gradually  and  successfully  carried  out,  and 
the  condition  of  the  establishment  so  materially  improved 
that   it  has  been  lately  found  possible  to  remove  the  re- 
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strictions  imposed  on  the  reception  of  any  new  inmates 
twelve  months  ago,  and  it  may  be  hoped  that  in  another 
year  the  institution  will  resume  its  operations  on  the  scale 
which  its  size  and  importance  justify.  The  new  super- 
intendent appears  as  likely  as  he  is  desirous  to  answer  to 
the  wishes  and  efforts  of  the  managers  and  to  work  as  great 
a  change  in  the  internal  tone  and  spirit  of  the  school  as 
they  are  gradually  effecting  in  its  material  arrangements 
by  removing  the  bars,  gratings,  &;c.  which  gave  the  insti- 
tution so  much  of  the  aspect  of  a  gaol,  and  by  doing  away 
with  the  small  and  imperfectly  superintended  dormitories 
which  were  the  nurseries  of  so  much  evil. 

The  usual  tables  will  be  found  annexed  to  this  Report 
showing  the  Expenditure  of  each  reformatory  for  the  year, 
and  the  comparative  cheapness  of  their  management.  I 
give  here  only  a  few  general  results. 

The  total  expenditure  for  1867,  on  an  average  number 
of  5,140  inmates,  amounted  to  110,108?,  14<s.  4d  or  211. 8s.  5d. 
per  head.  This  included,  however,  rent  (which  is  paid  in 
the  case  of  23  reformatories*)  2,2911.  7s.  Id.,  cost  of  dis- 
posal 4,418?.  .36'.  9d.,  and  building  expenses  4,608?.  19s.  8c?. 
Deducting  these,  the  expenditure  for  superintendence,  food, 
clothing,  washing,  &c.  amounted  to  98,790?.  35.  lOd.  or 
19?.  4s.  5c?.  per  head;  and  this  was  further  reduced  by 
industrial  profits  11,171?.  2s.  6c?.,  leaving  the  net  average 
cost  per  head  17?.  Os.  lie?.

The  expense  of  maintenance  and  management  varied 
remarkably  in  different  schools,  as  will  be  seen  in  the 
tabular  statement.  Appendix  IX.  (e).  Taking  into  account 
the  industrial  profit  and  loss,  the  net  cost,  for  English 
boy's  reformatories  was  as  high  as  24^.  9s.  lOd.  in  the  Man- 
chester and  Salford  Reformatory  and  as  low  as  13^.  126\  2d. 
at  the  Northampton,  the  average  being  19^.  7s.  8c?.  For 
English  girls  reformatories  it  reached  24Z.  8s.  Sd.  at  Allesley 
and  was  as  low  as  11?.  126'.  2d  at  Toxteth  Park  (Liverpool), 
the  average  being  1 71.  Qs.  Od.  For  Scotch  boys  reforma- 
tories the  maximum  was  at  the  Kibble  Reformatory  (Pais- 
ley) 18?.  14s.  lOd.,  and  the  minimum  at  the  Parkhead 
(Roman  Catholic)  near  Glasgow  14?.  10s.  10c?.,  the  average 
being  16?.  9s.  4c?.  ;*  and  for  Scotch  girls' reformatories  the 
maximum  was  14?.  18.«.  OcZ.  at  the  Girls  House  of  Refuge, 
Glasgow,  the  minimum  12?.  15s.  9d.  at  Dairy  (Edinburgh), 
the  average  being  14?.  I5. 10c?.  The  difference  in  the  cost 
of  the  schools  arises  in  most  cases  from  the  greater  or  less 
profit  derived  from  the  labour  of  the  inmates  ;  and  this 
again  depends  mainly  for  boys  on  the  facilities  for  their 
employment  on  the  farms  in  the  vicinity  of  the  school, 
and  for  girls  on  the  obtaining  laundry  work  and  the  capa- 
bility of  the  girls  in  point  of  age  for  doing  it.  At  Red  Hill 
the  realized  earnings  amounted  to  51.  15s.  per  head  on  the 
boys ;  at  Hardwicke  to  51. 13s. ;  at  the  Northampton  Re- 
formatory to  51. ;  at  the  Bedford  to  4?.  135.;  at  the  Dorset 
to  4?.  7s. ;  at  the  Wandsworth  to  4?.  ;  at  the  Monmouth, 
Warwickshire,  and  Market  Weigh  ton  to  about  3?.  10s. ;  at 
the  Stranraer  to  about  51.  For  girls  schools  the  earnings 
were  51.  per  head  at  Toxteth  Park,  51. 12s.  at  Ipswich,  4?.  13s. 


*  I  have  omitted  the  Hants  Reform  atoiy  and  the  Glasgow  Boys  House  of 
Refuge  from  this  comparison,  the  expenses  of  each  of  these  schools  havipo- 
been  largely  increased  by  exceptional  circumstances. 
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at  the  Liverpool  Girls',  4^.  10s.  at  Limpley  Stoke,  41.  2s.  at  the 
Yorkshire  Catholic  (Sheffield),  and  ol.  Ss.  at  Hampstead. 
The  industrial  returns  at  the  Leeds  and  North  Lancashire 
and  Glamorgan  Reformatories  show  a  loss  ;  while  at  the 
Cumberland  Reformatory  the  profit  was  but  9s.  3d,  and  at 
Calder  Farm  only  9d.  per  head,  results  whicli  seem  to  show 
that  the  labour  of  the  40  and  80  boys  under  detention  in 
these  two  schools  can  scarcely  have  been  as  adequately 
emploj^ed  or  applied  as  it  might  be. 

The  expenses  of  management  or  superintendence  vary 
considerably  and  cannot  easily  be  made  a  matter  for  accu- 
rate comparison.  The  wages  of  industrial  teachers  beiiig 
in  some  cases  debited  to  the  farm  or  workshop,  and  in 
otliers  included  with  the  general  salaries.  The  comparative 
table,  Api)endix  IX.  (c.)  shows  how  the  schools  stand  in 
relation  to  each  other  on  this  head  of  their  expenditure,  as 
well  as  on  that  of  clothing,  food,  and  industrial  earnings. 

Contributions  from  rates  are  now  made  from  most  of  the 
English  counties  and  many  of  the  boroughs  towards  the 
maintenance  of  the  young  offenders  committed  from  them, 
and  in  a  few  cases  towards  the  extension  or  establishment 
of  the  schools  themselves  which  receive  them.  The  Town 
Council  of  Liverpool  has  aided  the  exertions  of  the  Refor- 
matory Association  for  that  large  borough  very  liberally, 
havino'  advanced  3.000?.  for  the  establishment  of  the  Farm 
School  at  Newton,  and  making  an  allowance  of  Is.  a  week 
towards  the  maintenance  of  each  young  offender  committed 
to  the  Liverpool  and  other  reformatories.  This  allowance 
is  however  scarcely  sufficient  in  the  case  of  schools  not  con- 
nected with  the  borough  and  deriving  no  aid  from  Liver- 
pool subscriptions  either  for  their  establishment  or  their 
support.  The  allowance  from  other  localities  varies  from 
Is.  ^d.  to  2s.  Qd.  per  week.  It  is  not  surprising  that  the 
managers  of  Mount  St.  Bernard  and  the  Yorkshire  Catholic 
Girls'  have  declined  to  receive  Roman  Catholic  children 
committed  from  Liverpool  on  these  terms.  At  the  present 
hio-h  price  of  provisions  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  ma- 
nao-ement  is  necessarily  considerably  enhanced,  and  to  this 
has  to  be  added  the  expenses  of  outfit,  &c.  on  discharge. 

Most  of  the  reformatories  receive  a  considerable  amount 
of  support  from  voluntary  subscriptions.* 


*  The  large  sums  of  2,8.58/.  and  2,154/.  were  contributed  by  private  sub- 
scriptions to  the  Mount  St.  Bernard's  f  Roman  Catholic)  and  the  Eed  Hill 
Keforraatories  respectively.  In  the  latter  case  above  500/.  was  contributed 
towards  the  enlargement  of  the  central  hall  or  schoolroom  as  a  memorial  to 
the  late  Mr.  Moxon,  whose  services  as  the  chief  financial  director  the  friends 
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In  Scotland  some  of  the  reformatories  liave  been  assisted 
by  grants  from  the  County  Prison  Boards ;  but  except  at 
Glasgow,  where  the  Houses  of  Refuge  are  partly  supported 
by  a  local  rate,  no  regular  contributions  are  made  from  the 
rates  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  inmates.  The  year 
has  been  marked  by  two  very  unusual  casualties,  the 
Hants  Reformatory  (near  Eling)  and  the  Suffolk  (at 
Thorndon  near  Eye)  having  both  been  almost  destroyed  by 
fire.  In  the  first  case  the  fire  originated  from  the  ignition 
of  a  beam  inserted  after  the  old  fashion  in  a  chimney  ;  in 
the  second  from  the  accidental  combustion  of  the  thatched 
roof  covering  the  older  portion  of  the  buildings.  In  botli 
cases  the  boys  distinguished  themselves  by  their  active 
exertions  to  extinguish  the  fire,  and  to  secure  and  protect 
the  school  property,  as  also  by  the  orderly  and  willing 
spirit  with  which  they  bore  the  inconveniences  which  the 
burning  of  the  premises  entailed.  No  attempt  at  abscond- 
ing, no  insubordinate  conduct  occurred.  The  boys  showed 
a  thorough  desire  to  avoid  anything  that  would  increase 
the  trouble  and  anxiety  which  their  superintendents  and 
teachers  had  to  contend  with. 

The  criminal  statistics  for  tlie  year  1867  show  a  very 
serious  increase  in  the  number  of  commitments  for  Enerland 
and  Wales  ;  the  total  for  ofi'enders  of  all  ao^es  having  risen 
from  124,291  to  131,398,  or  nearly  6  per  cent;  a  result 
probabl}' of  the  depressed  condition  of  trade  and  the  distress 
from  want  or  suspension  of  employment, which  have  weighed 
so  heavily  on  the  metropolitan  and  other  districts.  It  is 
satisfactory  to  find  that  tlie  increase  was  much  greater  in 
the  class  of  adult  offenders  (those  above  IG  years  of  age) 
than  among  the  juveniles  ;  the  number  of  commitments 
rising  for  the  former  from  114,935  to  121,767,  i.  e.,  by  5*94 
(or  nearly  6)  per  cent,,  and  for  the  latter  from  9,356  to 
9,631,  i.e.,  by  2-93  (or  nearly  3)  per  cent. 

In  Scotland  the  prison  returns,  made  up  as  usual  to  30th 
June,  give  a  similar  result.  The  commitments  of  offenders 
above  16  being  24,656  as  against  24.045  for  the  year  ending 
30th  June  1866,  and  those  of  juveniles  being  1,070  as 
against  1,061.  The  following  Tables  show  the  variations 
in  the  num^ber  of  commitments  for  each  country  for  the  last 
nine  years.

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It  should  be  remarked  on  the  above  figures,  that  the 
increase  of  population  in  the  nine  years  would  account  for 
a  considerable  part  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
commitments  for  1867  as  compared  with  the  number  for 
1859. 

The  Returns  from  English  and  Scotch  prisons  continue 
to  give  very  satisfactory  proofs  of  the  permanent  effect  of 
reformatory  discipline  on  the  young  offenders  subjected  to 
it.  The  whole  number  of  prisoners,  adult  and  juvenile, 
recognized  in  gaol  during  the  year  ending  31st  December 
1867  as  having  been  formerly  committed  to  reformatory 
schools,  was  for  England,  males  310,  females  34,  and  for 
Scotland,  males  117,  females  20. 

These  numbers  may  be  compared  most  fairly  (as  in  former 
reports)  with  the  numbers  of  young  offenders  of  either  sex 
discharged  from  reformatory  schools  on  the  same  and  the 
three  preceding  years  (1864-7),  the  prisoners  being  most 
likely  to  get  into  prison  and  to  be  recognized  on  the  first 
three  or  four  years  after  their  discharges. 

The  numbers  thus  discharged,  deducting  those  who  died 
previous  to  olst  December  1867,  were  males  2,798,  females 
760.  The  prison  returns  would  give  on  these  figures  a 
per  centage  of  reconviction  and  relapse  into  crime  of  just 
above  15  per  cent.  (15-2)  for  the  boys,  and  7  per  cent.  (7*1) 
for  the  girls. 

If  the  Returns  were  compared  with  the  whole  number 
discharged  from  reformatories  to  the  end  of  1867  (10,165) 
the  result  would  be  under  5  per  cent.  But  this  would  not 
be  a  fair  standard  of  comparison,  as  so  many  might  by 
lapse  of  time  elude  recognition.* 

*  I  found,  however,  more  than  one  instance  of  offenders  discharged  as  long 
ago  as  1859  and  1860  being  recognized  in  the  last  year  or  two  in  the  Glasgow 
prison. 

The  prison  returns  may  be  analysed  as  regards  Protestant  and  Roman 
Catholic  schools  as  follows  : — 

Of  those  recognized,  218  had  been  from  Protestant  boys'  schools,  and  23 
from  Protestant  girls'  school,  92  from  Roman  Catholic  boys'  schools,  and  1 1 
from  Roman  Catholic  girls'  schools.  The  reconvictions  on  the  number  dis- 
charged in  1864-1866,  deducting  those  who  died  after  discharge,  would  there- 
fore be  —

These  comparisons  are  only  useful  as  they  may  arouse  managers  of  either 
denomination  to  look  more  carefully  to  the  circumstances  under  which  they 
discharge  the  inmates  of  their  schools,  and  to  exercise  more  watchful  super- 
vision over  them  after  they  leave  the  school.     On   this  the  result  of  failure 
and  success  mainly  depends. 
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The  usual  returns  of  the  result  of  their  past  oi)erations 
from  the  managers  of  the  schools  are  given  in  the  Appendix. 
They  present  the  following  results. 

In  the  3^ear  186i-G6  tliere  were  discharged  from  the 
English  reformatories  2,354  boys  and  619  girls,  and  from 
the  Scotch  reformatories  536  boys  and  156  girls.  Of  these, 
192  boys  and  45  girls  absconded,  or  were  expelled,  or  dis- 
charged on  account  of  disease,  50  boys  enlisted,  493  boys 
went  to  sea,  247  boys  and  13  girls  emigrated.  The  re- 
mainder, 1,908  boys  and  717  girls,  were  placed  in  service 
or  employment  in  Great  Britain,  either  direct  from  the 
schools  or  with  the  help  of  their  relatives. 

Of  the  2,890  boys,  92  have  died  and  15  of  the  775  girls, 
leaving  the  numbers  to  be  reported  on  as  to  their  present 
character  and  circumstances  2,798  boys  and  760  girls 
respective^.  Of  these,  1,903  boys  (68  per  cent.)  and 
514  girls  (67 '5  per  cent.)  were  known  to  be  doing  well  ; 
113  boys  (4  per  cent.)  and  98  girls  (nearly  13  per  cent.) 
were  reported  as  of  doubtful  or  indifferent  characters. 
441  boys  (nearly  16  per  cent.)  and  74  girls  (nearly  10  per 
cent.)  had  been  convicted  of  crime  ;  and  341  boys  (above 
12  per  cent.)  and  74  girls  (nearly  10  per  cent.)  were  un- 
known. These  results  are  less  favourable  than  those 
derived  last  year  from  the  report  on  the  discharges  for 
1863-65  by  about  4  per  cent,  on  the  boys,  the  results 
on  the  girls  being  about  the  same.  The  difference  is 
mainly  due  to  the  different  character  of  the  return  of  the 
discharges  from  the  Glasgow  House  of  Refuge  for  boys. 
The  circumstances  of  the  institution  during  the  year  have 
precluded  the  exact  inquiry  into  the  circumstances  of  the 
boys  previousl}^'  discharged,  so  that  the  number  returned 
unknown  stands  at  102  instead  of  5,  and  the  number  re- 
turned as  doing  well  at  41  instead  of  180.  I  have  no 
doubt  that  this  last  number  would  be  considerably  modified, 
as  the  number  of  ''  unknown  "  was  lessened  by  more  inquiry. 
I  have  always  feared,  however,  that  the  statistics  of  results 
from  this  institution  were  too  favourable  to  be  quite  accurate, 
and  that  to  make  up  such  an  unusually  large  percentage 
of  success  as  nearly  90  per  cent,  the  inquiry  into  character 
and  circumstances  must  have  been  imperfect,  or  the  in- 
terpretation of  the  reports  too  indulgent.  Allowing  that 
a  fair  proportion  of  those  "  unknown "  are  doing  well, 
we  shall  find  the  long-standing  average  of  about  70  per 
cent,  fairly  maintained.  It  is  satisfactory  to  observe  that 
the  results  from  the  English  Catholic   boys'  schools  have 
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advanced.  Mount  St.  Bernard  from  45  to  58  per  cent., 
and  Brook  Green  from  63  to  72  per  cent.,  doing  well. 
Market  Wright  on  remains  at  about  55  per  cent.  As 
the  principal  of  earlier  discharge  and  more  careful  super- 
vision afterwards  while  on  licence  is  more  thoroughly 
acted  on,  I  believe  these  results  will  be  still  more 
favourable.  The  returns  from  "Parkhead"  (Scotland)  must 
be  taken  probably  with  some  deduction,  all  of  the  boys 
being  reported  as  doing  well,  if  not  actually  convicted  or 
unknown.

The  amounts  obtained  from  parents  on  account  of  young 
offenders  under  detention  in  reformatory  schools  during  the 
year  was  o,ll'2L  ISs.  (exclusive  of  1,869^.  9s,  lid.  paid 
for  children  in  industrial  schools).  I  have,  as  in  former 
reports,  to  acknowledge  the  active  assistance  rendered  in 
this  important  matter  by  the  superintendents  of  the  County 
and  Borough  Police,  and  the  services  of  the  regular  agents 
employed  by  my  office,  Mr.  Brannan  in  London,  Mr.  Graham 
at  Liverpool,  and  Mr.  Roy  in  Glasgow.  The  number  of 
cases  to  be  inquired  into  in  connection  more  especially  with 
the  industrial  schools  has  increased  so  largely  in  the  London 
district  that  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  appoint  an 
assistant  agent  for  the  metropolis,  a  measure  which  will, 
I  believe,  be  found  not  only  advantageous  as  regards  the 
more  effectual  enforcement  of  the  responsibility  of  parent, 
but  remunerative  as  regards  the  increased  amount  of  the 
sums  collected. 
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Certified  Industrial  Schools. 

The  number  of  these  useful  auxiliaries  to  the  Refor- 
matory School  system  has  been  increased  during  the  year 
from  57  to  63  ;  certificates  being  issued  to  the  Middlesex 
Industrial  Schools  at  Feltham  (13th  February);  the  Girls 
Home,  Charlotte  Street,  Portland  Place  (4th  May)  ;  the 
Boys'  Home, Wandsworth  (30tli  March)  ;  St.  Anne's  (Roman 
Catholic)  Industrial  School  for  Girls,  Mason  Street,  Liver- 
pool (13th  June)  ;  Falkirk  Industrial  School  (5th  May)  ; 
the  Industrial  Home  for  Girls  at  Doncaster  (I'ith  Decem- 
ber) ;  and  the  Slatefields  Roman  Catholic  Industrial  School 
for  Boys,  Glasgow  (14th  December)  :  and  on  t])e  other 
hand,  the  certificate  of  the  Lisson  Street  Training  Refuge 
for  Girls  being  withdrawn  at  the  request  of  the  managers, 
who  wished  to  confine  the  operation  of  this  school  to 
voluntary  inmates  only. 

In  addition  to  these  additions,  measures  are  being  taken 
to  establish  a  large  county  branch  of  the  Glasgow  Indus- 
trial Schools  at  Moss  Bank  (about  3  miles  from  Glasgow), 
Training  Ships  at  Newcastle  and  at  Hull,  a  large  Industrial 
School  at  Gateshead ;  and  since  the  beginning  of  the  year 
certificates  have  been  granted  to  the  Staffordshire  County 
Industrial  School  for  Boys  at  Werrington,  mainly  esta- 
blished and  supported  from  the  county  rate  ;  to  the  Shustoke 
Industrial  School  for  Boys  near  Birmingham,  chiefly  founded 
and  maintained  by  the  town  council  of  that  borough  ;  to 
the  Birmingham  Industrial  Schools  for  Boys  and  Girls  in 
Gem  Street ;  the  Roman  Catholic  Refuge  for  Boys,  Soho 
Street,  Liverpool ;  the  Girls'  Industrial  Home  at  Alresford  ; 
and  the  Industrial  and  Ragged  Schools  (for  Boys  and  Girls) 
at  Stirling.  A  corresponding  increase  has  taken  place  in 
the  number  of  children  committed  to  industrial  schools 
during  the  year.  This  amounted  to  1,938;  boys  1,429, 
girls  509.  The  discharges  amounted  to  527  (boys  404, 
girls  123).  The  numbers,  therefore,  under  detention  on  the 
31st  December  1867  was  3,976  ;  and  deducting  60  on 
licence,  and  104  absconded  in  that  or  previous  years  whose 
sentence  hfid  not  expired,  there  were  actually  in  the 
schools  3,802  (boys  2766,  girls  1036,)  as  against  2,462  (boys 
1,804,  girls  658,)  on  the  31st  December  1866. 

The  number  under'  detention  does  not,  however,  fully 
exhibit  the  useful  operation  of  these  schools,  as  most  of  the 
schools   receive    either   as   voluntary   inmates    or    as   day 
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scholars  (fed  and  partially  clothed  as  well  as  tauglit) 
almost  as  many  as  they  admit  under  the  order  of  a 
mao'istrate.  The  whole  averasje  number  of  children  under 
inspection  in  industrial  schools  during  the  year  amounted 
to  6,572. 

I  examined  the  greater  part  of  the  voluntary  and  day 
scholars  in  conjunction  with  the  inmates  under  detention 
in  the  course  of  my  annual  inspections,  and  found  good 
reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  pains  taken  with  their  train- 
ing and  instruction.  It  would  be  of  great  advantage  if  the 
industrial  school  system  could  be  extended  in  this  direction 
in  the  large  towns  where  large  and  well- organized  certified 
schools  are  or  could  be  maintained.  There  are  many  thou- 
sands of  children  now  untaught  and  neglected  y/ho  cannot 
be  taken  up  as  vagrants  or  destitute,  but  are  now  left  un- 
taught and  uncontrolled  by  their  parents'  neglect  or  inability 
to  look  after  them,  and  who  might  be  required  and  com- 
pelled by  a  magistrate's  order  to  attend  the  school  daily  for 
instruction  and  industrial  and  moral  training ;  their  parents 
contributing  the  cost  of  the  child's  daily  meal  {6d.  or  9d.  a 
week). 

Of  the  1,938  children  admitted,  57  were  under  7  years 
old,  310  between  7  and  9,  621  between  9  and  11,  651  be- 
tween 11  and  13.  Their  family  circumstances  sufiiciently 
indicate  the  importance  of  the  operations  of  the  Industrial 
Schools  Acts ;  102  of  the  children  were  illegitimate  ;  285 
were  orphans  ;  757  had  lost  either  father  or  mother;  299  had 
been  deserted  by  their  parents  ;  of  101,  one  or  both  parents 
were  in  prison. 

Of  the  527  discharged,  37  died,  46  absconded  and  were 
not  recovered,  37  were  sent  to  reformatory  schools,  33  were 
discharged  on  ground  of  disease,  &c.,  1  enlisted,  26  went  to 
sea,  3  emigrated,  205  were  placed  out  in  service,  and  139 
assisted  to  employment  through  their  relatives. 

The  whole  number  of  children  committed  to  industrial 
schools  since  the  passing  of  the  first  Industrial  Schools 
Act,  1857,  amounted,  on  31st  December  1867,  to  6,620 
(boys  4,781,  girls  1829).  Of  these,  2,498  (boys  1,795  and 
girls  703)  have  been  discharged. 

With  reference  to  the  important  question  of  the  results 
of  industrial  school  training  on  the  inmates  of  the  schools,  I 
have  asked  for  a  return,  similar  to  that  furnished  b}^  the 
managers   of  reformatories,  of  the  character  and  circnm- 
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stances  of  the  children  discharged  during  the  years  1864-66 
as  known  up  to  the  31st  December  1867. 

The  numbers  so  discharged  were— boys,  Protestant,  658  ; 
Homan  Catholic,  124  :  girls,  Protestant,  174  :  Roman 
Catholic,  93.  Of  the  Protestant  children,  404  boys  and 
118  girls  are  doing  well,  42  boys  and  19  girls  are  '*  doubtful,'' 
33  boys  and  5  girls  have  been  convicted  of  crime,  and  167 
boys  and  29  girls  are  unknown.  Of  the  Roman  Catholic 
children,  18  boys  and  29  girls  are  doing  well,  lO  boys  Md 
8  girls  are  '*  doubtful,''  3  boys  have  been  convicted,  93  boys 
and  56  girls  are  unknown. 

Putting  the  results  in  the  usual  comparative  form,  on 
the  number  discharged  in  the  years  1864,  1865,  and  1866j 
see  Appendix,  No.  2,  we  have  —

The  large  proportion  of  those  discharged  that  are 
returned  unhnoiun  from  the  Roman  Catholic  schools  is 
discouraging,  and  demands  the   serious  attention  of  their 


manao'ers. 


The  effect  produced  by  industrial  schools  has  been  so  far, 
I  think,  highly  satisfactory.  It  is  difficult  to  estimate  their 
value  as  preventive  agents,  as  certainly  a  considerable  pro- 
portion of  the  children  belong  rather  to  the  destitute  than 
to  the  (jriminal  classes ;  and  the  majority  of  the  young 
offenders  committed  to  reformatories  belong  to  a  section  of 
the  community  different  from  the  vagrant  and  the  pauper, 
and  usually  both  better  off  and  better  educated.  It  is  a 
drawback  to  their  usefulness  that  on  the  one  hand  the 
children  must  usually  be  sent  to  them  very  young,  and  so 
must  either  be  detained  in  them  for  five  or  six  years,  or  be 
discharged  while  stiU  at  an  age  when  they  cannot  eafii 
their  living  by  independent  service  or  labour,  a,nd  are 
exposed  to  the  influence  of  the  relatives  and  associates 
from  whom  their  commitment  to  the  school  has  separated 
them. 
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The  whole  amount  expended  by  the  managers  during 
the  year,  including  cost  of  building,  disposal,  &;c.,  was 
87,825^.  5s.  4<d.,  distributed  under  the  heads —

The  management  and  training  of  the  children  are,  I 
think,  generally  very  satisfactory.  The  children  are  almost 
uniformly  well  fed,  kindly  treated,  and  fairly  taught. 

The  continuous  increase,  however,  in  the  number  of 
schools,  and  so  also  of  the  inmates  and  scholars,  makes  it 
almost  impossible  for  one  inspector  to  adequately  super- 
intend the  treatment  or  test  the  educational  pi  ogress  of 
the  children.  It  would  be  far  more  .iatisfactory,  both  as 
regards  the  children  and  the  public,  if  some  arrangement 
could  be  made  by  which  they  could  be  more  frequently 
visited.  Scotland  with  Durham,  Northumberland,  and 
Cumberland  would  alone  give  an  additional  inspector  full 
employment.  It  is  scarcely  possible  for  one  inspector, 
charged  at  the  same  time  with  the  supervision  of  the 
business  of  the  central  office  and  an  almost  incessant  corre- 
spondence, to  do  justice  to  130  schools  (reformatory  and 
industrial)  with  some  11,000  children  scattered  throughout 
Great  Britain,  from  Inverness  to  Exeter. 

I  have  only  to  add  that  the  usual  detailed  reports, 
showing  the  state  of  each  reformatory  and  industrial  school 
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when  inspected,  will  be  found  annexed,  as  also  the  tabular 
analyses  prepared  by  my  chief  clerk,  Mr.  Rogers,  and  the 
other  gentlemen  of  my  office,  showing  the  admissions  and 
discharges,  expenditure  and  income,  results  of  past  opera- 
tions, (fee.  for  each  school;  as  well  as  the  number  of  com- 
mitments of  young  offenders  to  prison,  and  the  particulars 
of  parents'  payments.

The  managers    of  this  reformatory   resigned  their   Certificate 
in  October,  in  consequence  of  the  discharge,  by  order  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  of  a  girl  who  they  were  of  opinion  should  be  re- 
tained.    As  they  have  since  withdrawn  their  resignation,  it  is  not 
necessary  to   detail   the   particulars  of  the  case.     The   managers 
acted  no  doubt  from  a  conviction  that  their  authority  was  unduly 
interfered  with  ;   but  with   every  desire  to    do  justice   to  their 
views  and  motives,  I  cannot  think  that  their  resignation  of  the 
certificate  was  called  for  by  the  circumstances.

Stoke  Farm  Reformatory  for  Boys,  Broriisgrove. 
Inspected  September  25,  1867.     Number  in  school,  71. 

Premises. — The  alterations  and  additions  to  the  farm  buildings 
have  been  completed  very  satisfactorily.  The  dormitories, 
&c.  of  the  school  were  clean  and  in  good  order. 
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Health. — No  serious  cases  of  illness  had  occurred. 

Discipline. — I  found  a  marked  improvement  in  the  manner  and 
conduct  of  the  boys.  The  school  appeared  to  have  gone 
on  without  much  disturbance,  except  from  some  cases  of 
absconding. 

Education. — Mr.  Davis,  who  was  schoolmaster  in  the  insti- 
tution some  years  ago,  has  been  recently  re-engaged  in 
the  same  capacity.  The  school  instruction  is  now  given 
more  regularly,  and  the  boys  have  considerably  advanced. 
The  younger  classes  are  well  attended  to,  and  the 
school  better  furnished  with  books,  slates,  &c.  The  boys 
passed  my  examination  very  fairly,  the  1st  and  2nd 
classes  doing  very  well  in  ciphering,  reading,  and  dicta- 
tion. 

Industrial  Training. — I  found  this,  as  in  former  years,  thoroughly 
well  attended  to  by  Mr.  Hancock,  who  siill  has  the  general 
superintendence  of  the  institution,  and  especially  of  the 
cultivation  of  the  farm. 

— House  superintendent  and  matron,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Man- 
ning ;  schoohnaster,  Mr.  Davis  ;  3  industrial  assistants, 
including  shoemaker.

The  removal  of  the  school  to  some 
more  convenient  situation  where  more  land  conld  be  got, 
and  to  more  suitable  premises,  is  much  to  be  desired. 

Health. — Good. 

Discipline. — The  boys  appeared  to  have  gone  on  very  fairly  ; 
two  cases  of  absconding  had  occurred,  one  of  the  deserters 
had  not  been  recovered. 

Industrial  Training. — This  is  necessarily  limited  by  the  small 
extent  of  land  attached  to  the  school.  The  boys  had  been 
employed  lately  by  the  neighbouring  farmers  in  hop 
picking  and  harvesting. 

Education. — Many  of  the  boys  having  been  out  at  work  in  the 
neighbourhood,  there  had  been  ro  reirular  school  instruc- 
tion  for  a  month  or  so  preceding  my  visit.

Premises. — In  good  order.  No  alterations,  except  that  the 
earth  closets  at  the  upper  building  have  been  made  more 
complete. 
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Health  and  appearance. — There  had  been  no  sickness.  The 
boys  looked  well  and  comfbrtaljle.  Their  bright  expres- 
sion and  good  manners  give  a  very  favourable  impression 
of  the  master's  management  and  influence. 

Discipline. — All  faults  and  punishments  are  brought  under  the 
master's  notice,  and  are  recorded.  The  number  of  entries 
seems  large,  but  there  are  few  of  a  serious  character.

I  was 
sorry  to  find  that  from  the  ditticulty  of  finding  suitable 
female  servants  this  essential  part  of  a  domestic  and  home- 
like institution  was  about  to  be  almost  wholly  dispensed 
with.  The  cooking,  the  care  of  the  infirmary,  the  laundry 
work,  and  the  cleanliness  of  a  school  belong  far  more 
naturally  to  women  than  to  men,  and  are  better  managed 
by  them.

— Mr.  Craster's  spirit  of  improvement  and  mechanical 
skill  had  been  employed  in  making  some  valuable  alterations 
and  additions.  I  found  the  dining-room  enlarged,  a  ciood 
sick-room  and  store-rooms,  laundry  nnd  drying  closet 
built,  the  smaller  dormitory  extended,  and  earth  closets 
provided,  both  the  dormitories  better  ventilated,  and 
the  conveniences  attached  to  them  made  more  whole- 
some. The  buildings  are  now  very  commodious  and  com- 
plete, and  do  great  credit  to  the  zeal  and  liberal  support  of 
the  directors.  A  large  portion  of  the  work  had  been  done 
by  the  boys  under  Mr.  Craster's  superintendence. 

Health. — Remarkably  good. 

Discipline. — No  desertion  had  occurred  for  above  nine  months, 
no  serious  fault  or  punishment  for  above  six.  Twenty 
of  the  older  ])oys  are  lodged,  under  the  superintendence  of 
the  schoolmaster,  in  the  cottages  lately  built  at  a  little 
distance  from  the  main  building,  and  twelve  of  the  younger 
boys  with  the  labourers  in  cottages  at  the  other  end  of  the 
farm.

Education. — The  boys  passed  my  examination  very  creditably, 
and  the  writing  from  dictation  of  the  first  two  classes  very 
good.

My  questions  on  re- 
ligious and  general  subjects  were  answered  with  much 
intelligence.  The  school  stands  quite  among  the  first  of 
our  reformatories,  and  shows  how  school  instruction  and 
thorough  industrial  training  may  be  combined  when  the 
superintendent  really  interests  himself  in  all  that  the  boys 
learn  and  do.

Health  and  Discipline. — Very  satisfactory.  The  boys  looked 
well,  and  were  cheerful  and  orderly,  no  case  of  desertion 
had  lately  occurred.  I  advised  Mr.  Keay  not  to  keep  the 
boys  too  long,  but  to  use  the  power  given  for  licensing  them 
out  on  trial  as  soon  as  their  conduct  and  proficiency 
allowed. 

Education. — The  boys  read  and  spelt  very  well,  and  several 
wrote  fairly  from  dictation.  Their  ciphering  was  less 
satisfactory,  but  the  school  instruction  seemed  on  the 
whole  well  conducted.

The  number  of  inmates  was  reduced  during  the  year  from  about 
300  to  150.     No  new  admissions  were  allowed  after  February. 

Premises. — The  Directors  are  making  very  extensive  alterations 
in  the  building,  tlu'owing  the  small  dormitories  into  large 
ones,  and  fitting  up  rooms  for  the  residence  of  the  head 
teacher.  The  iron  grates  shutting  off  the  passages  to  the 
dormitories  and  the  iron  bars  to  the  windows  have  been 
removed.  The  alterations  will  tend  to  give  more  of  the 
character  of  a  school  to  the  institution,  and  to  take  away 
much  of  its  prison  aspect. 

Health. — The  number  of  cases  in  the  sick  room  has  considerably 
diminished,  and  the  health  of  the  boys  is  much  better 
attended  to  ;  better  diet,  more  exercise,  and  a  freer  tone  of 
discipline  will,  I  hope,  still  further  raise  the  sanitary 
condition. 

Discipline. — The  exceptional  state  of  the  institution,  and  the 
measures  necessary  for  eradicating  the  moral  evils  so  pre- 
valent in  it,  have  necessarily  entailed  a  great  deal  of  anxiety 
and  precaution,  but  the  good  order  of  the  school  has  been 
very  satisfactory  upon  the  whole.  All  faults  and  punish- 
ments are  now  fully  entered  and  fairly  brought  before  the 
Directors. 

Education. — The  instruction  of  the  boys  lias  been  carefully 
attended  to. 

Industrial  Training. — This  has  gone  on  as  formerly,  but  the 
Directors  see  the  necessity  of  making  the  workshops  less 
expensive  and  more  effective  than  they  have  been. 

Staff.— Mr.  McCullum  having  resigned,  Mr.  Rae,  the  head 
schoolmaster,  was  engaged  as  interim  superintendent.  In 
September  he  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Allan,  previously 
superintendent  of  the  Kibble  reformatory  at  Paisley,  to 
whose  place  Mr.  Rae  was  elected.  Mr.  ]\tcKay  and  some 
other  of  the  former  officers  have  left.

Premises. — No  alterations.  I  found  a  great  improvement  in 
cleanliness  and  good  order. 

Health. — Had  been  usually  good.  There  were  5  or  6  patients 
in  the  sick  room,  but  the  appearance  and  manner  of  the 
boys  were  very  satisfactory. 

Discipline. — The  boys  seemed  in  very  good  order,  but  the  cases 
of  absconding  have  been  very  numerous. 

Education. — I  examined  about  160  of  the  boys  in  the  usual 
subjects,  and  found  a  considerable  advance  on  the  previous 
year.  About  140  read  fairly  from  the  "  Easy  Lessons  "  to  the 
5th  book  of  the  Irish  scries.  All  wrote  more  or  less  from 
copies,  but  the  writing  was  generally  too  careless ;  the 
first  class  very  well,  and  the  second  fairly,  from  dic- 
tation.

The  schools  would,  I  think,  be  more  useful 
and  efficient  were  the  number  of  scholars  less,  or  the  large  school- 
rooms divided,  or  furnished  with  more  class-rooms.  The  instruc- 
tion is  wholly  given  by  female  teachers,  of  whom  there  are  9  or 
10;  the  classes  consisting  of  from  30  to  40  each.  The  teachers 
appeared  earnest  and  intelligent  ;  but  they  have  a  great  deal  to  do 
in  maintaining  the  necessary  order,  and  the  teaching  is  for  the 
most  part  of  a  very  elementary  character.  I  examined  some  of 
the  classes  in  reading,  easy  dictation,  and  ciphering.  The  chilch-en 
are  provided  with  a  meal  in  the  middle  of  the  day. 

I  conferred  with  the  Rev.  Major  Lester,  who  has  established 
the  schools,  and  advised  him,  if  possible,  to  procure  a  house  for 
such  children  as  were  sent  to  the  school  by  magistrates  ;  it  is 
impossible  to  detain  or  control  them  i)roperly  in  the  institution 
as  now  conducted.  The  three  now  under  detention  lodge  in  a 
neighbouring  family. 

St.  Anne's  Industrial  School  for  Roman  Catholic  Girls, 

Mason  Street,  Liverpool. 
Inspected  January  29,  May  23,  and  November  13,  1867. 

This  school  was  certified  June  13,  1867.  The  premises  con- 
sist of  a  large  house  and  playground,  to  which  the  adjoining  house 
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will  probably  be  added.  I  found  all  clean  and  in  good  order. 
The  liryt  inmates  were  16  of  the  girls  transferred  from  St.  George's 
school,  Ijut  the  number  has  rapidly  increased,  and  is  likely  still  to 
do  so.

I  inspected  this  institution  at  the  request  of  the  Rev.  J.  Nugent 
(Roman  Catholic  chaplain  to  the  Borough  Gaol),  with  a  view  to 
its  being  certified  ;  it  has  (since  March  1868)  been  placed  under 
the  Act.  It  will  give  accommodation  for  about  40  boys.  It  is 
under  the  superintendence  of  the  Christian  Brothers. 
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Middlesex. 

Boys'  Refuge,  Commercial  Street,  Whitechapel,  London. 

Inspected  May  29  and  August  12,  1867. 
Number  of  inmates,  92. 

This  institution  was  founded  by  the  late  Mr.  Robert  Hanbury, 
and  has  been  carried  on  for  above  12  years  as  an  establishment 
supported  only  by  voluntary  contributions   and  receiving  volun- 
tary inmates.     The   managers   decided  on   placing  it   under  the 
Industrial  Schools  Act  ;  and  it  wcis  accordingly  certified  June  6. 
The  premises  contain  a  good  school-room,  capital  work-rooms, 
dormitory,   and   all  necessary  offices,    and    enclose  a  fair 
space  for  playground.     The   dormitory   arrangements  are 
peculiar,  and  not  so  convenient  as  might  be  wished.     The 
boys  appeared  to  me  to  be  v/ell  taught,  and  their  general 
training  to  be  practical  and  good. 
The  staff  consists  of  superintendent,  Mr.  Darbyshire,  and  his 
wife  who  acts  as  matron;  schoolmaster  ;  industrial  teachers. 
On  December  31  the  numbers  committed  under  the  Industrial 
Schools  Act  had  reached  11. 


Middlesex  Industrial  Schools,  Feltham,  Middlesex. 
Inspected  February  20  and  July  12,  1867. 

These  large  schools  were  established  originally  under  a  special 
Act  as  a  county  institution  for  both  criminal  and  vagrant  boys 
under  the  age  of  14.  The  buildings  were  erected  for  800  boys. 
The  magistrates  appointed  to  superintend  it  thought  that  the 
institution  would  be  more  useful  and  work  more  effectively  under 
the  larger  powers  of  the  Industrial  Schools  Act,  and  accordingly 
applied  to  have  it  placed  under  the  provisions  of  that  statute. 

The  schools  were  certified  February  13  ;  in  the  first  instance  100 
boys  were  to  be  admitted  ;  but  this  limit  has  been  gradually 
enlarged  to  300,  and  finally  to  400,  occupying  half  the  establish- 
ment. 

The  premises  are  now  arranged  so  as  to  divide  the  boys  into 
sections  of  100  or  150  each,  each  section  having  a  separate 
playground,  and  distinct  staff  for  instruction  and  supervision.  A 
large  farm  is  attached  to  the  institution,  affording  outdoor  employ- 
ment for  the  larger  portion  of  the  boys  ;  some  of  them  have  also 
been  engaged  by  the  farmers  in  the  neighbourhood.  There  are 
also  workshops  for  tailoring,  shoemaking,  &c.,  and  a  regularly 
rigged  ship  built  and  fitted  for  naval  exercise. 

I  examined  the  section  of  boys  (82)  received  under  the  Act  ; 
they  were  remarkably  ignorant  ;  and  I  doubted  whether  the  mili- 
tary style  and  order  which  pervade  the  school,  and  have  many 
uses  in  other  ways,  did  not  interfere  with  their  school  progress. 
The  estal)lishment  is  remarkable  for  its  cleanliness,  regularity, 
and  order. 
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I  believe  the  general  health  of  the  boys  to  be  good  ;  but  there 
appear  to  l)e  usually  a  considerable  number  of  patients  in  the 
infirmary  ;  on  this  I  should  remark  that  under  the  special  Act 
the  managers  have  no  power  of  selection.  In  whatever  state  of 
either  body  or  mind  the  boy  may  be,  if  committed,  he  must  be 
received.  The  institution  is  superintended  by  Captain  Brooks, 
assisted  by  a  chaplain  and  60  officers. 

Boys'  Home  Industrial  School,  Regent's  Park  Road,  London. 
Inspected  eJuly  11,  1867.     Number  of  boys,  51. 

Premises. — In  good  order  and  clean.  The  yard  seemed  too 
much  crowded  by  the  stores  of  wood  for  the  wood- 
chopping  ;  but  the  boys  get  exercise  beyond  the  boun- 
daries of  the  institution,  and  looked  very  well  and 
cheerful. 

Discipline. — The  school  appeared  to  have  gone  on  in  a  very 
satisfactory  manner  ;  very  few  serious  faults  or  punish- 
ments had  occurred. 

Education. — The  boys  passed  my  examination  very  creditably. 
Those  on  the  1st  and  2nd  class  read  and  wrote  from  dicta- 
tion, and  spelt  very  well  ;  the  ciphering  was  uncertain 
and  incorrect.  The  3rd  and  4th  classes  did  very  fairly ; 
many  of  the  latter  had  been  admitted  during  the  last  few 
months,  and  had  needed  to  be  taught  their  letters.  The 
system  of  instruction  seemed  vv^ell  arranged  and  effective. 

Industrial  Training. — Tailoring,  shoemaking,  carpentry,  wood- 
cutting, &c.  The  boys  are  well  trained  for  employ- 
ment ;  many  of  them  go  out  daily  to  clean  knives  and 
shoes  at  private  houses  ;  some  also  take  the  firewood  out 
for  sale. 

Staff".  —  Master,  Mr.  Rayment  ;  schoolmaster,  Mr.  Howson  ; 
Mrs.  Rayment,  widow  of  the  late  master,  is  matron  and 
housekeeper.     There  are  five  industrial  teachers.

— I  was  sorry  to  find  the  premises  lessened  by  the 
giving  up  of  the  building  at  the  back,  which  was  used  for 
a  laundry,  and  for  which  an  increased  rent  had  been 
demandd.  Tliis  entails  the  loss  of  laundrj'-  work  for  the 
employment  of  the  girls. 
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Health   had   been   very    good.      The   discipline  and  order  of 
the  school  very  satisfactory. 

Education. — The  girls  in  the  1st  and  2nd  classes  read  well  and 
answered  my  questions  intelligently.  About  20  of  the 
girls  wrote  fairly  from  dictation.  The  ciphering  was  very 
indifferent. 

Industrial  Training.  —  Housework  and  needlework.  More 
active  employment  would  be  very  desirable,  and  would  give 
the  girls  more  life  and  energy. 

Staff. — .Matron  (Miss  Browton),  schoolmistress,  and  assistant. 

Cost  for  1867,  788/.  6s.  5d. 

Results  of  Discharges  in  1864-6. — The  2  discharged  are  un- 
known. 


Girls'  Industrial  Home,  Charlotte  Street,  Portland  Place,  London. 
Inspected  April  1867,  August  7,  1867.     Number  of  girls,  21. 

This  school  was  certified  May  4th,  1867.  The  premises  con- 
sist of  a  very  convenient  house,  which  the  managei's  have 
adapted  and  added  to  for  the  purposes  of  the  school. 

Health. — The  girls  looked  well. 

Discipline. — The  school  appeared  to  be  in  very  good  order,  and 
managed  in  a  very  kindly  spirit. 

Education. — About  half  of  the  girls  read  and  spelt  fairly,  but 
the  school  instruction  was  as  yet  imperfectly  organized. 

Industrial  Training. — House  and  needle  work,  and  washing  for 
the  school. 

Staff. — Matron  (Miss  Allan),  schoolmistress,  and  assistant. 

Cost  for  1867,  576/.  16^.  5d. 

The  school  has  been  but  recently  established. 


Lisson  Street  Training  Refuge. 
Inspected  April  11,  1867.     Number  of  girls,  16. 

The  managers  of  this  institution  have  resigned  their  certificate 
under  the  Industrial  Schools  Act,  being  alarmed  by  an  attempt 
of  two  or  three  of  the  girls  to  set  the  premises  on  fire.  The 
attempt  did  not  succeed ;  the  girls  themselves  giving  the  alarm 
immediately,  and  the  fire  being  easily  extinguished.  It  was  not 
known  or  supposed  to  be  the  act  of  any  of  the  girls  till  about  two 
months  after  the  occurrence,  when  a  discharged  inmate  gave 
information.  I  could  see  no  valid  reason  for  the  alarm  which 
seemed  to  possess  the  matron  and  some  of  the  committee,  nor  for 
their  giving  up  the  certificate,  and  so  narrowing  most  materially 
their  usefulness  and  lessening  the  resources  of  the  school.  As 
this,  however,  was  the  decision  come  to,  and  the  girls  under 
detention  could  be  received  on  transfer  into  the  Girls'  Home, 
Charlotte  Street,  and  other  schools,  the  resignation  was 
accepted  and  the  certificate  revoked. 
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Islington  Reformatory  for  Boys. 
Inspected  May  29,  1867. 

The  committee  of  this  institution  applied  to  have  it  certified ; 
but  on  my  suggesting  that  some  alterations  would  be  advisable  in 
the  dietary,  and  some  improvement  required  in  the  number  and 
quality  of  the  officers,  they  withdrcAV  their  application.  The 
buildings  are  very  suitable,  and  with  more  efficient  arrangements 
for  teaching  and  superintendence,  an  excellent  school  might  be 
formed. 


Northumberland. 

Newcastle  Industrial  and  Ragged  School. 
Inspected  June  5,  1867.     Number  of  inmates,  87,  and  of 


day  scholars,  partly  fed,  175. 

Premises. — Considerable  alterations  and  additions  are  proposed 
by  the  Committee,  but  no  change  had  yet  been  made. 

Health. — The  children  looked  well.  The  master's  report 
showed  that  there  had  been  a  good  deal  of  fever  in  the 
spring,  brought  in  by  the  day  scholars.  The  sanitary  state 
of  the  school  had  been,  however,  generally  good. 

Discipline. — The  inmates  do  not  seem  to  give  much  trouble 
under  Mr.  Morgan's  management.  Their  manner  was  veiy 
cheerful  and  orderly. 

Education. — The  girls  passed  my  examination  very  fairly,  and 
the  school  seemed  well  organized  and  managed.  The 
boys'  school  appeared  to  be  conducted  on  a  less  satisfactory 
system.  There  was  too  much  noise,  and  the  classes  were 
left  too  much  to  themselves.  This  arises  from  the  want  of 
a  sufficiently  experienced  and  competent  schoolmaster. 
Mr.  Morgan,  the  superintendent,  is  repeatedly  called  out 
and  interrupted,  and  cannot  give  the  continuous  and 
individual  attention  which  is  required  ;  and  the  assistant, 
Mr.  Cameron,  has  much  more  upon  his  hands  than  he  can 
manage.  The  1st  class  of  boys  showed  much  intelligence 
and  quickness,  but  wanted  accuracy. 

Industrial  Training. — The  boys  work  at  tailoring,  sack-making, 
mat-making,  &c.  ;  the  girls  at  needlework.  The  provision 
of  sufficient  and  real  employment  for  boys  in  an  industrial 
school  without  land  attached  to  it,  is  very  difficult. 

Staffi — Mr.  Morgan  (superintendent)^  assistant  in  school,  4 
industrial  assistants ;  Miss  Baxter  (matron),  schoolmistress, 
and  assistant.

Somerset  Industrial  School  for  Boys,  Wells  Road^  Bath. 
Inspected  July  27,  1867.     Number  of  boys,  68. 

Premises. — I  found  the  school  clean  and  in  good  order,  but 
since  my  visit  the  building  has  been  found  to  need  such 
serious  repairs  that  it  is  a  question  whether  the  school  can 
be  continued  in  it. 

Health. — The  boys  had  been  generally  well,  and  looked  so. 

Education. — The  school  instruction  is  well  attended  to.  From 
the  rapidity  with  which  fresh  inmates  have  been  received 
during  the  year,  and  the  age  and  previous  circumstances 
of  many  of  them,  a  high  average  can  hardly  be  obtained  ; 
but  the  1st  class  did  very  well  in  reading  and  dictation, 
and  the  2nd  very  fairly ;  both  classes  doing  tolerably  well 
in  ciphering. 

Industrial  Education. — The  boys  had  earned  a  good  deal  by 
labour  in  neighbouring  farms  and  gardens.  They  are 
employed  in  the  school  in  tailoring,  shoemaking,  stone 
breaking  (for  the  roads),  and  stocking  knitting. 

Staff. — Master  (Mr.  Chevins)  and  wife,  and  an  assistant  ; 
tailor  and  shoemaker  three  hours  a  day. 

Cost  for  1867,  1,040/.  2s.  Id. 

No  children  have  as  yet  been  discharged  from  the  school. 

Surrey. 

Boys'  Home  Industrial  School,  Wandsworth. 
Inspected  March  5.     Number  of  boys,  40. 

To  meet  the  pressing  demand  that  seemed  to  exist  for  a  Surrey 
Industrial  School,  Mr.  Ley  land  agreed  to  divide  off  a  portion  of 
the  large  premises  occupied  by  him  as  a  reformatory,  and  certify 
it  temporarily  for  an  industrial  school,  while  other  and  more 
suitable  premises  were  being  obtained  or  built.  About  50  boys 
have  been  sent  there  altogether,  but  the  arrangement  has  not 
answered.  The  school  premises  have  been  repeatedly  overflowed 
by  the  river,  the  high  tides  rising  to  greater  height  since  the  new 
embankment  on  the  northern  side  has  progressed  so  far.  The 
health  of  the  boys  has  suffered,  and  Mr.  Leylaud  finds  it  necessary 
therefere  to  remove  the  reformatory,  and  to  take  for  this  purpose 
the  new  buildings  on  Wandsworth  Common,  which  he  had  intended 
for  an  industrial  school.  The  industrial  certificate  will  probably 
not  be  retained. 

Warwick. 

Vale  Street  Industrial  School  for  Girls,  Birmingham. 
Inspected  October  23,  1867.     Girls  under  detention.  6. 

This  is  properly  a  large  day  school  for  young  children  of  either 
sex,  and  is  attended  by  about  90  scholars,  of  whom   nearly  half 
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are  infants.  The  use  of  it  as  a  school  of  detention  is  only  tem- 
porary, pending  the  opening  of  a  more  suitable  institution.  The 
children  are  instructed  by  two  female  teachers  and  an  assistant. 
The  mistress  (Miss  Bassage)  of  the  older  division  had  but  lately 
entered  on  her  duties.  I  thought  she  would  have  enough  to  do 
to  introduce  the  necessary  order  and  to  make  the  instruction 
efficient.  The  6  girls  under  detention  lodge  in  a  small  house 
adjoining  the  school.  They  looked  well  and  comfortable,  Avith 
the  exception  of  one  suffering  from  consumption. 

Winson  Green  Industrial  Home  for  Girls,  Birmingham. 

Inspected  December  3,  1867. 
Numl)er  of  inmates,  29.     Under  detention,  9. 

Premises. — Very  clean  and  in  good  order.     No  alterations. 

Health. — The  girls  had  been  free  from  illness,  and  looked  well 
and  healthy. 

Discipline. — The  girls  being  mostly  voluntary  inmates,  and 
paid  for  by  relatives  or  persons  interested  in  them,  cannot 
perhaps  be  subjected  to  such  exact  regulation  as  would  be 
the  case  if  they  were  sent  to  the  school  under  a  magistrate's 
warrant,  and  there  seems  a  want  of  the  quiet  order  which 
would  prevail  in  most  schools  of  this  class.  Miss  Burt 
(the  lady  superintendent)  spoke  very  favourably,  however, 
of  their  general  conduct  and  willingness  to  observe  the 
rules. 

lulucaiion. — I  did  not  examine  the  voluntary  inmates.  Of  the 
9  under  detention,  6  could  read  and  write  and  cipher  (in 
the  lower  rules)  very  fairly. 

Industrial  Training. — The  girls  are  taught  needlework  and 
carefully  prepared  for  household  service. 

Staif. — Miss  Weale's  broken  health  has  compelled  her  to  reside 
for  the  last  year  or  two  in  Devonshire.  The  school  has 
been  most  efficiently  supei'intended  in  her  absence  by 
Miss  Burt,  who  appears  to  take  a  lively  interest  in  it,  and 
to  manage  it  very  judiciously. 

The  cost  for  the  year  1867  was  736/.  195.  2d. 

I  regretted  to  find  that  the  funds  of  the  school  were  veiy  low. 
About  100/.  per  annum  is  required  to  maintain  it  in  addition  to 
the  payments  for  the  children. 

Results  of  1864-6. — Of  2  girls  discharged,  1  is  doing  well,  and 
1  unknown. 


Penn  Street  Industrial  School  for  Boys,  Deritend,  Birmingham. 

Inspected  October  23,  1867. 
Number  in  school,  101.     Under  detention,  45. 

Premises.- — The  managers  have  at  length  been  able  to  take 
practical  steps  for  enlarging  the  institution,  having  secured 
a  plot  of  ground  immediately  adjoining  it  in  Alcock  Street, 
on  which  an  additional   dormitory,  workroom,  &c.  will   be 
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built,  the  two  cottages,  which  are  now  occupied  for  want 
of  anything  better,  being  given  \x\). 
Health. — There  had  been  no  sickness,  and  the  boys  looked  clean 
and  well.  The  mixture  of  the  inmates  with  upwards  of 
50  day  scholars  attending  from  the  neighbourhood  neces- 
sarily involves  a  greater  risk  of  illness,  and  requires  great 
care  and  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  master  and  mistress. 
Discipline. — The  boys  had  conducted  themselves  generally  very 

well,  and  given  but  little  cause  for  complaint. 
Education. — Mr.  Nightingale  has  charge  of  the  instruction,  and 
fulfils  his  duties  most  efficiently.  The  good  order  and 
attention  of  the  boys,  and  their  interest  in  what  they  are 
doing,  are  very  satisfactory.  The  classes  are  all  well 
attended  to.  The  day  scholars  change  very  rapidly,  from 
the  removal  of  their  parents  or  from  their  obtaining  some 
kind  of  employment. 
Industrial  Training. — The  inmates  only  share  in  this.     Wire 

sieve  making,  shoemaking,  &c.  are  taught. 
Staff. — Mr.  and  Mrs.  May,  master  and  matron  ;   Mr.  Nightin- 
gale, the  schoolmaster;  industrial  teacher. 
Cost  for  the  year  1867,  720/.  14^. 
Results  of  Discharges  in   1864-6. — Of  10  boys  discharged,  5 

are  doing  well. 
Day  schools  for  girls  and  for  infants  are  attached  to  this  insti- 
tution, and  carried  on  in  the  school  room  on  the  lower  floor  of  the 
front  building.  I  found  the  girls'  school  (taught  by  Miss 
Nightingale)  considerably  improved,  the  girls  looknig  well  and 
in  good  order.  Miss  Nightingale  had  to  complain  of  the  irre- 
gularity of  their  attendance.  I  found  about  30  present.  The 
infant  school  contained  about  50  very  young  children.  They 
looked  well  and  happy,  and  were  being  taught  the  elements  of 
reading,  writing,  &c.

Inspected  November  8,  1867. 
Number  of  inmates,  30.     Under  detention,  7. 

Premises. — In  excellent  order.     No  alterations. 

Health  of  Inmates. — Had  been  uninterrupted. 

Discipline. — Nothing  had  occurred  to  disturb  the  good  order 
of  the  school.  The  appearance  and  manner  of  the  girls 
were  very  satisfactory. 

Education. — I  did  not  examine  the  voluntary  inmates,  except 
8  of  the  younger  ones  who  were  attending  the  same  class 
as  the  girls  under  detention.  I  found  a  considerable 
advance  in  the  degree  of  instruction.  About  half  of  the 
15  whom  I  questioned  read,  spelt,  and  ciphered  very  fairly,. 
A  teacher  (Miss  Browett)  attends  each  afternoon.  The 
older  girls  attend  school  only  on  Saturdays,  being  engaged 
in  the  laundry,  &c.  for  the  rest  ol'  the  week. 

Industrial  Training. — The  girls  appear  to  be  thoroughly  well 
trained  for  service.

clean. 

Health. — The  inmates  had  been  free  from  sickness,  and  looked 
clean  and  well  cared  for. 

Discipline. — The  master  liad  very  little  to  complain  of  or 
report.  The  school  had  gone  on  very  quietly,  and  the 
number  in  attendance  would  no  doubt  be  greater  if  the 
children  were  fed,  as  at  the  other  (uncertified)  school. 
The  state  of  the  funds  has  prevented  this. 

Educational  Condition. — In  so  small  a  school,  and  with  chil- 
dren so  young  and  ignorant  at  admission,  much  cannot  be 
expected  ;  but  I  was  fairly  satisfied  with  the  progress  that 
had  been  made,  and  with  the  master's  system  of  instruction.

bright  and  well. 
Discipline. — The  good  order  and  cheerful  domestic  tone  of  the 

school  arc  very  satisfactory. 
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Educational  Condition. — The  larger  part  of  the  day  scholars 
are  very  young,  and  as  yet  are  only  capable  of  very  ele- 
mentary instruction.  They  seemed  to  be  making  fair 
progress,  especially  in  the  girls'  school ;  most  of  them 
could  read  a  little  and  had  begun  to  learn  their  tables.

Premises. — A  street  separates  the  new  building,  in  which  are 
the  schoolroom  and  playground,  from  the  older  building 
which  contains  the  dining-room  and  boys'  dormitories. 
This  necessarily  involves  a  good  deal  of  inconvenience. 
The  playground  and  work-sheds  were  in  disorder,  and  the 
general  aspect  of  tlie  premises  did  not  indicate  the  sys- 
tematic regulation  which  is  desirable.  Mr.  Ambler,  the 
superintendent,  and  his  family  reside  in  an  adjoining- 
house.  The  girls  under  detention  are  also  lodged  and 
boarded  separately,  a  house  having  been  taken  for  them 
in  Springfield  Terrace.  The  institution  seems  to  want 
more  concentration  and  more  complete  organization,  being- 
better  fitted  for  a  day  school  than  to  accommodate  such  a 
class  of  boarders  as  is  sent  under  orders  of  detention. 

Health. — There  had  been  no  serious  ilJness  among  the  children, 
they  looked  generally  healthy  and  thriving. 

Discipline. — The  order  and  attention  of  the  children  in  the 
schoolroom  were  \evy  satisfactory. 

Educational  Condition. — I  found  a  marked  improvement  in 
this,  and  from  the  energy  and  interest  with  which  the 
present  schoolmaster  (Mr.  Milnes)  enters  into  his  work, 
I  expect  the  boys  to  make  a  still  more  decided  advance. 
Miss  Crampton  (the  schoolmistress)  was  absent  on  leave. 
The  gii'ls  boarded  in  the  house  in  Springfield  Terrace 
(under  the  care  of  Miss  Lund)  were  looking  well,  and  read 
and  spelt  pretty  fairly,  and  answered  tolerably  Avell  in 
their  tables.

Staff. — Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ambler  have  the  general  superintendence, 
assisted  by  their  daughters.  Mr.  Milnes  instructs  the 
boys,  Miss  Crampton  the  girls,  in  the  general  school.  Miss 
Lund  and  Miss  Ardale  have  the  care  of  the  girls  under 
detention.  A  tailor  and  a  shoemaker  attend  to  the  indus- 
trial instruction.

The  girls  do 
needlework,  housework,  &c. 

Staff. — Mr.  and  Mrs.  West,  superintendent  and  mati-on  ;  a 
schoolmaster  and  4  industrial  teachers  for  the  boys ; 
schoolmistress  (Miss  Temple),  and  workmistress. 

Cost  for  the  year  1867,  1,517/.  4^.  Ud. 

Results  of  Discharges  for  1864-6.  Of  35  boys  discharged,  23 
are  doing  well.

Inspected  June  14,  1867.     Number  of  inmates  ;  boys  43, 
girls  17.     Day  scholars;  boys  68,  girls  26. 

Premises. — Clean  and  in  good  order.  Cottage  fitted  uj)  for 
the  master  of  the  boys'  department. 

Health. — Had  been  very  good. 

Discipline. — The  schools  were  working  efficiently.  The  girls' 
appearance  and  manner  very  satisfactory.  The  boys 
looked  better,  and  more  cheerful  and  comfortable.  The 
state  of  the  institution  seemed  to  me  very  greatly  im- 
proved. 

Education. — The  boys  did  very  fairly  in  reading  and  ciphering; 
spelling  and  dictation  indifferent.  The  majority  of  the 
day  scholars  are  very  young,  and  are  learning  to  read,  and 
getting  their  tables  by  heart.  The  girls  are  younger  than 
they  used  to  be,  and  less  advanced,  but  they  appeared  to 
be  very  carefully  taught,  and  to  be  making  very  fair 
progress.

I  inspected  this  school  in  consequence  of  an  application  from 
the  managers  to  have  it  certified  under  the  Industrial  Schools 
Act.  The  premises  consist  of  two  separate  buildings,  one  con- 
taining a  good  schoolroom,  lavatory,  and  store  rooms  on  ground 
floor,  with  dormitories  over  accommodating  about  20  (10  boys  and 
10  girls),  with  lavatory.  The  other  containing  rooms  for  the 
master,  matron,  kitchen,  &c.  A  piece  of  garden  ground  is  attached. 
I  examined  the  children  in  attendance.  They  read  very  fairly, 
but  ciphered  and  wrote  but  indifferently.  All  the  children  have 
one  meal,  twenty  being  regularly  boarded  ;  all  were  very  young. 
The  school  was  certified.  May  o,  1868.  23  children  have  been 
since  committed  for  detention  to  it.

Their 
manner  and  appearance  gave  a  very  favourable  impression 
of  the  management  of  the  school. 

— There  is  a  capital  laundry  in  full 
employment  ;  the  younger  girls  learn  needlework  and 
housework.

Note. — The  following  Tables  have  been  prepared  with  the 
view, — 1st,  of  showing  the  cost  of  each  Certified  Reformatory 
under  the  distinct  heads  of  management,  maintenance  and  dis- 
posal of  inmates,  and  buildings  ;  and  2dly,  of  comparing  the  ex- 
penses of  the  different  schools  fairly  together,  and  so  enabling 
the  various  managers  to  judge  what  the  charges  for  their  schools 
ought  to  be. 

In  reference  to  the  first  of  these  objects,— All  charges  con- 
necte  d  with  the  superintendence,  food,  clothing,  and  lodging  of 
the  inmates  are  classed  and  summed  up  separately.  The  result 
gives  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  training,  and  divided  by  the 
average  number  of  inmates  gives  the  cost  per  head  for  these. 

Kent  of  school  premises,  cost  of  disposal  of  inmates  by  emigra- 
tion or  employment  in  England,  and  building  expenses,  are  taken 
separately.  The  rent  of  the  land  attached  to  the  school  is  included 
in  the  ^'Farm  account,"  and  makes  an  item  in  the  industrial 
expenses. 

The  profit  or  loss  on  account  of  the  industrial  departments  are 
given  separately.  In  estimating  the  profit  or  loss  of  the  industrial 
employments  carried  on  in  any  reformatory,  the  increase  or 
decrease  of  the  value  of  the  stock  has  been  taken  into  account. 

In  reference  to  the  second,  object, — The  schools  are  arranged 
according  to  the  number  of  their  inmates,  boys'  schools  and 
girls'  schools  being  classed  respectively  together,  and  the  Scotch 
reformatories  being  taken  separately  from  the  English  ones. 
The  annual  cost  of  food  and  clothing  of  the  inmates  is  added 
as  an  important  element  of  the  comparison.

A  separate  table  [Appendix  IX.  (6.)]  is  annexed  at  the 
end  of  these  returns,  showing,  in  one  view,  the  total  cost  per 
head  of  each  reformatory  to  its  supporters  under  all  the  ordinary 
heads  of  expenditure  for  the  year.  In  this  the  total  cost  for 
maintenance  and  management  is  first  given,  including  rent. 
The  amount  expended  on  the  emigration  or  other  mode  of 
disposal  of  the  inmate,  follows  next,  and  then  the  profit  realized 
or  the  loss  sustained  from  the  industrial  department.  The  result 
divided  by  the  number  of  inmates  gives  the  net  expense  of  each 
inmate  for  the  year. 

In  the  succeeding  table,  Appendix  IX.  (c),  is  shown  the  com- 
parative cost  per  head  for  the  items  of  food,  clothing,  and  salaries, 
to  which  is  added  the  profit  per  head  realized  during  the  past 
twelve  months.
